total amount of the tax levy for the current year to be paid to the 
town treasurer prior to December 30. 

Tth. To see if the town will vote to authorize its Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to 
time in anticipation of the taxes of the present municipal year to 


an amount not exceeding in the aggregate sixty thousand 
(60,000) dollars and to issue a note or notes therefor payable 


within one year. Any debt or debts incurred under this vote to 
be paid from the taxes of the present municipal year. 
Voted, unanimously, that the treasurer be so authorized. 


8th. To see what method the town will adopt to suppress 
the illegal keeping and sale of intoxicating liquors and to prevent 
gambling and malicious mischief, and make an . appropriation 
therefor or take any other action thereto. 

See action taken under article 21. 

9th. To see if the town will vote to pay a bounty for the 
destruction of noxious animals killed within the limits of the 
town. 

Voted, to pay a bounty of 25 cents apiece on muskrats killed 
within the limits of the town, the entire body to be presented to 
the selectmen. 

10th. To see if the town will vote to sell the Herrings from 
one or more of its rivers, or what method it will adopt regulating 
the. taking and disposing of the same, or take any other action 
thereon. 

Voted, to adopt the same regulations Sate the hensing 
fishery as last year, to wit: 

That the herring in all the rivers belonging to the town be 


allowed to pass up and down said rivers into the pond, unmolested, 
from Saturday at 12 o’clock noon to Monday at 12 o’clock noon of 
each week; except at Coonamessett river the herring may be taken 
between the hours of 6 o’clock a. m. and 9 o’clock p. m. and _ they 
shall not be molested from Saturday at 12 o’clock m. until Mon- 
day at 12 o’clock m. of each week, and the place of catching to be 
left to the discretion of the herring committee; and that no stop 
nets be allowed in any of the rivers. 

lith. To see if the town will vote to accept the doings of 
the Selectmen in laying out Scranton avenue, so called, and reap- 
propriate the one hundred dollars appropriated at the last annual 
town meeting, and not expended, for working same. 

Voted, to defer the matter until the next annual town 
meeting. 

12th. To see if the town will.vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to contract with the Buzzards Bay Electric Co. to light the streets 
for the coming year or take any other action applicable thereon. 

Voted, that the selectmen be so authorized. 

13th. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to de- 
fray the town’s expenses forthe year ensuing, viz.: Highways, curb- 
-ings, dust laying material, railings, bridges, snow, clearing curves, 
schools, school supplies, transportation, repairs of buildings, bonds 
and notes, parks, fire department, board of health, interest, poor 
department, street lights, salaries, libraries, trees, caterpillars, 
gypsy and brown tail meths, miscellaneous, abatements, state aid, 
soldiers’ relief, elm leaf beetles, inland fisheries, Memorial day, 
printing and stationery, regulating autos, wells and any others that 
may be needed.

The meeting was called to order by the moderator at 9 a. m. 

25th. To see if the town will vote to build a hose house on 
the ‘“Hewins lot,” so called, the cost of the same to be paid out of 
the $2,500 recommended by the board of fire engineers. On peti- 
tion of George W. Jones and others. 

Voted, to build a hose house on the ‘“‘Hewins” lot for the use 
of Hose Company No. 2, and also the Hook and Ladder Company. 
The sum of $1,000 was appropriated for the erection of the build- 
ing, the same to be taken from the $2,500 appropriated for the 
fire department. 

Voted, further,'that the building be so constructed that it can 
be readily moved at any time, and that the board of engineers con- 
tinue their investigation to look for a suitable lot in the immediate 
vicinity and report the result of their investigations at a future 
meeting.

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Report of the Water Commissioners. 


The Water Commissioners submit. the following report for | 
the year ending Dec. 31, 1911. 

During the past year we have extended the ten inch main in 
West Falmouth 23800 feet northward from its former terminus in 
accordance with the vote of the town at the last annual meeting. 
The cost of this extension was $8,104.88. The appropriation was 
$4,000. 

It has seemed wise to make more and larger minor extensions 
than in previous years. Those made are as follows:— 


On Nashawena street, West Falmouth, 650 ft. 6-in. main, ' 
costing $526 36 


Morse road, 320 ft. 6-in. main, ‘6 264 45 
Lakeview avenue, 450 ft. 4-in. main, re 380 88 
Falmouth Heights, 442 ft. 2-in. pipe, es 173 72 
East Falmouth, 447 ft. 2-in. pipe, 153 70 
Total cost, $1,499 11 
Less than appropriation, 89 

$1,500 00 


Each of these minoz extensions yields an income equal to, or 
exceeding 9% per annum. 

Sixty-two new services have been added during the year. 

The Quissett stand-pipe has been repaired and painted. 

Five hydrants have been installed—two at Woods Hole, per 
vote of the town, and three on the ten inch extension at West 
Falmouth. 
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Improvements and repairs on the pumping station and ma- 
chinery therein are described in the report of the engineer append- 
ed hereto. 

The pumping station has been in charge of W. S. Nickerson 
for the entire year. His work has been well done and the condi- 
tion of the station and contents has in no way deteriorated. 

W. B. Loring was employed two and one half months as 
assistant engineer during the summer. His work was entirely 
satisfactory. 

The income of the plant shows a slow but steady increase. 
We have paid the $5000.00 bond which became due last May from 
funds in our hands. 

On and after 1913 an additional $1,000.00 will be due each 
year, but we trust we shall be able to pay the bonds as they be- 
come due. 

Our balance of $16,689.72 seems large, but it should be re- 
membered that our fiscal year ends June 30 instead of December 
31, and by that time this balance will be greatly reduced. Last 
June we had only $3,198.24 remaining, which is none too much 
to insure us against accidents. 

In deference to what seems to be the sentiment of water- 
takers, we have granted no permits for boating or fishing on Long 
pond during the past year.

Report of the Highway Surveyor. 


To THE HONORABLE BOARD OF SELECTMEN: 


GENTLEMEN—In accordance with the vote of the town, the 
following report of the work done and expense incurred for the 
year ending Dec. 31, 1911, by the department and appropriations 
under my charge and supervision, is herewith presented. 

As there was quite a large appropriation this year, perhaps it 
will be well for me to explain what the extra money has, been 
spent for and what has been accomplished. 

Great pond bridge has been rebuilt and has been shortened 
63 feet from its original length. Concrete bulkheads have been 
built at each end. The engineers figured that I could use about 
50% of the old headers and 75% of the floor joist, but I found the 
headers of no value and the floor joist much poorer than the engi- 
neers figured they were, so I used all new joist and new headers 
and about 20% of the flooring was laid from the best of the old 
joist. If this had not been done the bridges would not have been 
passable nearly as soon as they were, for it was impossible to get 
any more new plank at that time. Since then I have purchased 
100 more new plank which can be used to replace old ones when 
they get poor. The draw has been hung with new hangers at an 
expense of about $475.00 that was not included in the engineers’ 
estimate. 

Greens pond bridge has been shortened about 65 feet, and 
rebuilt with new piles, headers, floor joist, etc., with bulkheads at 
each end, and about the same percent of old plank used. The 
work has been done in a workmanlike manner, and I trust to your 
satisfaction.

Engineer Farrington, a brief report relative to construction of 
bridges over Great pond and Greens pond in Falmouth. Mr. Far- 
rington states that the work was well done and that the pest 
are good for a number of years. .

The road from the Waquoit postoffice to the Mashpee line 
has been regraded the entire length, and a surfacing of hot sand 
and tar mixed and applied about four inches deep. It is a very 
good road, at the present time, but you must remember that you 
did not instruct your surveyor what material to use, but simply 
said “construct a portion of highway.” I have consulted some of 
the state’s best men and have tried to make the best road I could 
for the amount of money raised. One thing I wish to call to your 
attention is the fact that the town raised #5,502.16,but the state 
highway commissioners’ figurers were $5,832.16. I call your at- 
tention to these figures for the reason that I have overrun the 
appropriation $144.80. I have had to purchase about $650 worth 
of tools that have been charged in the construction of the road. 
These tools were not figured in when the estimates were made. 

The $934.98 re-appropriated for shells or stone at North Fal- 
mouth, I have used in constructing a stone road as I could not get 
any vessel to bring the shells. 

The $1,000.00 appropriated for Gifford street has been ee 
for grading and building stone road. Phi 
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The $1,000.00 appropriated for Church street has been used 
for land damages, removing walls and rebuilding the road. 

I also will state where a large part of the general repair 
money has been spent and what for:

The suits of Elizabeth J. Sullivan and Katherine Whalen vs. 
the Town of Falmouth, are still pending in Suffolk County, the 
cases being on the trial list and having been passed will not be in 
order again before April, 1912. As counsel has heretofore advised 
the liability of the town is exceedingly doubtful and in his opinion 
he has been content to await the motion of plaintiffs’ attorneys 
for trial... 

There is also pending the case of Tobey (tax collector) vs. 
Elbert S. Kip, a suit for personal property tax which was insti- 
tuted by counsel at the request of the tax collector and assessors, 
and tried in the first district court of Barnstable and a finding in 
favor of the town. The defendant appealed and the matter will 
be on the list for hearing at the April sitting of the Superior 
court in Barnstable. Our counsel is inclined to believe, from in- 
timation dropped by counsel for defendant, that should the lower 
court’s finding be upheld, the case will be taken to the Supreme 
court for an interpretation of the law. The case involves the 
right to tax a ereaure yacht kept in the waters of Falmouth the 
year around, 

Since our last report the electric lights have been sttended to 
Waquoit and Woods Hole, and at the present. writing the poles 
are being set toward the Bourne line so that West and North Fal- 
mouth will be lighted very soon. 

The landing voted for at the last annual taeeting to. be. ‘built

VOTE OF THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH 


RELATIVE TO FunNDS DEPOSITED FOR THE CARE OF BURIAL 


GROUNDS. 


Section 1. Voted, that the town will receive such sums of 
money not exceeding $500.00, as may be deposited with its treas- 
urer under the provisions of chapter 82, section 17 of the public 
statutes and chapter 186 of the acts of 1884, for the perpetual care 
of burial lots, said sums shall be invested by a board of investment 
consisting of the town treasurer and selectmen and will allow 
interest for the same from the first day of January or July suc- 
ceeding such deposits. 

Sec. 2. The treasurer shall notify the selectmen in writing of 
all sums deposited with him, under section 1, with the date of the 
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deposits and the particular purpose or purposes to which they are 
to be applied. 

Sec. 8. The income of said deposits, also any part of the 
principal of, designated by the depositors to be expended, shall be 
paid on the order of the selectmen for the purposes which they are 
designed under the provisions of statutes referred to in section 1. 
If in any year the income of such sums of money shall not amount 
to four percent of the principal, the town shall make up the defi- 
ciency to that percent, and the town shall be responsible for keep- 
ing the principal intact.

REPORT OF HARBOR MASTER. 


Woods Hole, Mass., December 30, 1911. 


THE HONORABLE BOARD OF SELECTMEN, 
Falmouth, Mass. 


GENTLEMEN:—I beg to submit as my annual report as harbor 
master for the year 1911 the following: 

I have visited each of the several harbors in town upon many 
occasions during the vear, and have taken steps to see that the 
regulations of the town have been observed by those making use 
of the harbors. 

~ Ihave endeavored to arrange moorings so that the channels 
in all of our harbors would be clear and open, and have also tried 
to have those boatmen anchoring for a short time only to seek an- 
chorage grounds outside the limits of the several channels. 3 
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The channel at Waquoit harbor I have caused to be staked 
out during the year by means of temporary stakes. 

I have received a great many communications during the year 
relative to various matters connected with the several harbors, to 
all of which I have given my attention. 

I have also investigated many complaints in writing which 
have been made to me, and have endeavored to remove any cause 
of complaint, when the complaint was a just one, or to correct any 
misunderstanding where a complaint was based on mistaken in- 
formation. | | 

I am pleased to state that in most instances I have had the 
hearty co-operation of the owners and captains of the various craft 
using our waters, and I desire especially to express‘ my apprecia- 
tion of the co-operation of the several boatmen who use the new 
harbor at Deacons pond. | 

I have no recommendations to make except that the present 
regulations be continued in force, and that parties requesting in- 
formation, locations for moorings or lodging complaints will receive 
prompt attention. 

I have looked over the jetties at Deacons pond harbor that 
have become somewhat damaged by our recent storms and have 
reported same to the harbor and land commissioners who sent an 
engineer to make a survey. ‘They have reported to me that they 
would give it their attention in the spring. 

I have to report that the abutment in the channel leading into 
Eel pond, Woods Hole, has been removed. This is very much 
appreciated by the boatmen and it has made a decided improve- 
ment in the looks in that locality. The new town landing will be 
very convenient when the channel has been dredged, and in order 
to dredge the channel it requires a new bridge as the foundations 
to the present bridge rest on the surface; and it seems to me that if 
we build a new bridge it ought to have a draw, so we can use the 
Eel pond as a harbor for smaller vessels. It would make one of 
the best harbors in the town. There has sprung up a new indus- 
try in our town, the dredging for flatfish, and we have had a large 
fleet of boats here from all parts of the state and Rhode ‘Island, 
and they have had some pretty hard times laying around the 
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steamboat wharf besides always being in the steamer’s way. The 
Cape Cod canal will soon be open to traffic and hundreds of boats 
that were never here before, are coming here. 

If we all co-operate with the county commissioners and have 
them build a new bridge, and ask the harbor and land commis- 
sioners to dredge the channel, we can then easily take care of all . 
the boats that come here.

To THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN: 


GENTLEMEN:—The board of fire engineers herewith submit 
the eighth annual report for the year ending December 31, 1911. 


FORCE. 


One hundred and seventeen men belong to the department: 
one chief engineer, seven assistants, and one hundred and nine 
callmen. ‘There are nine well organized companies and one hook 
and ladder company. One new company has been organized 
during the year at North Falmouth. 


APPARATUS. 


The apparatus belonging to the department is as follows:— 
Eight hose reels, one chemical engine, one hook and ladder truck, 
and thirty fire extinguishers. 


LOCATION OF. APPARATUS. 


No. 1, Hose house, Teaticket, owned by town—reel and ten 
men. . 

No. 2, Hose house, Main street on town lot, owned by town— 
reel and nine men. 

Hose 8, Hose house, opposite Depot avenue, owned by town— 
reel and ten men. 
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No. 4, Hose house, Quissett, owned by town—reel and ten 


No. 5, Hose house, Woods Hole—reel and nineteen men. 

No. 6, Hose house, West Falmouth, owned by town—reel and 
ten men. 

No. 7, Hose house, Falmouth Heights—reel and ten men. 

No. 8, Hose house, East Falmouth, owned by town—reel and 
ten men. 

No. 9, located in stable of Geo. E. Noyes, North Falmouth— 
chemical engine and ten men. 

Hook and Ladder, No. 1, in the new hose House on town lot— 
company of eleven men. 

The chemical fire extinguishers are located at the residences 
in Waquoit and Hatchville. 

By vote of the town, at the last annual town meeting, a hose 
house has been built on the town lot, Main street, to accommodate 
Hose No. 2, and the Hook and Ladder Co.

the same to be built out of the above appropriation.

The board of health recommends an appropriation this year 
of $1,500.00. In asking for this increase in the appropriation of 
$500.00, the board wishes to call attention to the fact that out of 
$748.43 expended the past year $378.00 of that amount was for 
the treatment of tuberculosis patients at the New Bedford tuber- 
eulosis sanatorium. This expense is liable to continue during the 
coming year, and in addition we have an outbreak of diphtheria 
which is liable to be quite a large additional expense to this de- 
partment, consequently we feel that this additional amount asked 
for will be needed. 

The board also wishes to call attention to chapter seventy-five 
of the revised laws of 1911, as amended, and will say that owing 
to the fact that the state board of health is to call a conference 
and meet with the several boards of health in the near future and 
discuss the provisions of this law, we refrain from making any 
recommendation regarding it at this time, but expect to bring the 
matter before the voters at the annual town meeting. 


RELATIVE TO THE MAINTENANCE OF ISOLATION 


HOSPITALS BY CITIES AND TOWNS. 


Acts of 1911, Chapter 613. 


Section 1. Chapter seventy-five of the revised laws is hereby 
amended by striking out section thirty-five and inserting in place 


157 


thereof the following:—Section 35. Each city and town shall es- 
tablish and constantly maintain within its limits one or more isola- 
tion hospitals for the reception of persons having diseases danger- 
ous to the public health as defined by the state board of health, in- 
cluding a tuberculosis hospital or tuberculosis wards. Plans for 
the construction of such hospitals shall be approved by the state 
board of health, and said hospitals shall be inspected by the state 
board of health or by its accredited agent, at least twice in every 
year. But if, in the opinion of the state board of health, two or 
more adjoining towns or a city and contiguous towns can advanta- 
geously establish and maintain such hospitals in common, the 
authorities of such towns or of such cities and contiguous towns 
may enter into such agreements as may be necessary for the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of the same. Any city or town which 
upon the request of the state board of health refuses or neglects to 
comply with the provisions of this section shall forfeit not less 
than five hundred dollars for every such refusal or neglect. 
Section 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


The board of health wishes to thank the physicians for their 
co-operation in helping to stamp out and prevent the spread of 
diseases dangerous to the public health, and wishes to impress 
upon them the importance of promptly reporting such diseases to 
the board.

The twelfth annual report of the tree warden of the town of 


Falmouth for the year ending December 51, 1911: 


In making my report in regards to gypsy moths, I would say 
that I have the colony at North Falmouth in very good shape, and 
the one on the Foster lot on the old Barnstable road in good con- 
dition, although there is still some work to do on the Foster lot. 
I have had lots of work to do at Jenkins pond and have spent 
considerable money, but think it has been well spent. I think we 
have them pretty well under control, but they have spread some 
outside of the old colony as I find by scouting, as that part of the 
country around the pond has been well covered. I find a number 
of new colonies in different parts of the town, and find that they 
are getting in our orchards, so I would ask owners to keep a sharp 
lookout for them. | 

The brown-tail is here in large numbers and I would ask 
owners to look after same more thoroughly than in the past. 
I would say it is up to the property owners more than the tree 
warden to keep them down. Anything I can do I am only too 
glad to do. 

I think the time has come when the town should have a good 
power sprayer to do more effectual work on brown-tail moths and 
caterpillars. I shall do more spraying in the future, which will 
be the surest way to get rid of these two pests. 

If the town owned a power sprayer, we could do a great deal 
better work than with the present hand sprayer. 

I shall be only too glad to answer any questions which I can. 
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I would ask for the same appropriations as last year:—

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Auditors’ Report for 1911. 


The auditors chosen at the last annual meeting respectfully 
submit the following report and recommendations:— | 

The auditors having been duly sworn, met on the 8rd day of 
March, 1911, and organized by the election of Henry H. Fay as 
chairman, and W. E. Davis, clerk. 

Your auditors have examined the books and accounts of the 
various town officials and find them correct and generally well 
kept. 

.Your auditors have checked over the securities held by the 
sinking fund commissioners, trustees of the public library, Law- 
rence high school, and the cemetery fund, and have seen the 
cancelled town bonds redeemed during the year. 

An improvement can be made in the accounts of the overseers 
of the poor by keeping an inventory book of the stock on hand at 
the first of the year, and all purchases and sales made by this de- 
partment should be shown in this account. | 

Your auditors note with pleasure and commendation the care 
and clearness of the accounts of your tax collector. While all the 
town accounts are well kept, your auditors believe it proper to 
especially commend this department, the method of collecting the 
town’s taxes having been changed during the past year. This 
method not only simplifies the work of your auditors but makes a 
distinct saving to the town. 

_ A few vouchers are still passed without itemized bills at- 
tached, but the auditors note with pleasure a great improvement 
during the past year and hope to see this trouble entirely 
eliminated. 
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Your auditors again call your attention to the cost of trans- 
portation for various officials which is still paid by the selectmen. 
This transportation is a proper charge in many cases, but a special 
appropriation should be made for this purpose, or the selectmen 
should be authorized in their discretion to pay the same. No pay- 
ments should be made in the town without authorization or appro- 
priations made for this purpose. 

Your auditors again call attention to the fact that vouchers 
for payments to the town treasurer made by any department in 
the town are not sent to the auditors. This should always be 
done, for without it the auditors do not know the amounts of 
money which the treasurer must properly account for. 

Your auditors again recommend the following addition to the 
Standing Rules to carry into effect the above suggestion:— 

New Article 9, section 1. Voted: that vouchers for all pay- 
ments made to or due the town treasurer from any board of offici- 
als of the town shall be sent to the auditors. 

It is with regret that your auditors record the death of Mr. 
William E. Davis, one of their number. Mr. Davis has always 
been a pleasant and painstaking official of the town, and your 
auditors wish to make this public record in their report. 

Your auditors also desire to thank the officials of the town for 
their courtesy and cheerful compliance with the suggestions made 
them.

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By-Laws. 


Section 1. At every annual meeting the moderator shall, 
subsequent to the election of town officers by ballot, appoint five 
citizens and voters of the town who shall be known as the advisory 
committee and who shall serve without compensation. 

Sect. 2. The persons so appointed shall serve until the ap- 
pointment of their successors at the annual meeting next following. 

Sect. 8. The advisory committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said committee 
may consider such questions with reference to the conduct of town 
affairs as they may deem advisable, and may consult with any and 
all officers, boards, and committees of the town with reference to 
matters under their supervision; they shall consider the various 
articles in the warrant for any special or annual meeting, called 
during their tenure of office, and shall make a report of their 
doings and recommendations to the town. 

Sect. 4. The advisory committee may hold hearings, if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money unless 
authorized by vote of the town. 

Sect. 5. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the town. 
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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. Voted that—Notice of every town 
meeting shall be given by posting a copy of the warrant 
therefor in every post office in the town, at least seven 
days before the time appointed for such meeting. Such 
further notice of any town meeting may be given as 
the selectmen deem proper. In case of the adjourn- 
ment of any town meeting from one day to another, 
the town clerk shall cause notice of the time and place 
of holding such adjourned meeting to be posted at the 
post office in town, which notice shall state the business 
to come before such adjourned meeting. Full notice of 
every special town meeting, including a copy of the 
articles of the warrant therefor, shall be mailed to 
every legal voter of the town, seven days at least before 
the date of such meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, 
Sec. 328.) 

. Sect. 2. Voted that—The annual town meeting 
shall be held on the first or second Tuesday after the 
first Wednesday in February. | 

Sect. 3. Voted that—Long or complicated mo- 
tions, and any other motions which he shall so request, 
shall be presented to the moderator in writing. (See 
Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, Sects. 332 and 333.) 

Sect. 4. Voted that—No vote involving the ex- 
penditure of any sum of money shall be reconsidered 
at the same meeting at which it is passed, unless public 
notice of the intention to move such reconsideration be 
given within thirty minutes of the passage of such vote. 
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The town clerk shall note in writing the passage of such 
vote and also the time when the notice of reconsidera- 
tion is given. 


Sect. 5. Voted that—The town clerk shall collect 
all rules, regulations and standing votes in force cover- 
ing the Falmouth town meetings or relating to the 
town business, and they shall be published in the town 
report annually. The report shall contain the reports 
of all town boards, officers and committees having the 
control or expenditure of the town’s money and a list 
of the appropriations for the past year and those rec- 
ommended for the coming year, and copies shall be dis- 
tributed before the annual meeting. (See Rev. Laws, 
Chap. 25, Sec. 29.) 


Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall cause 
to be published in the local newspapers, if there be 
such, at least two weeks before any special town meet- 
ing, the last publication to be during the week previous 
to such meeting, all committee recommendations and 
estimates relating to the expenditures of money upon 
which action is to be taken. 


ARTICLE II.—Selectmen. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—The board of selectmen and 
every other board or commission of a town shall desig- 
nate some person as clerk who shall enter in books all 
its proceedings and shall have custody of its records. 
On vote of the selectmen. the town clerk may act as 
clerk of their board. (Rey. Laws, Chap. 35, Sec. 11.) 


Sect. 2. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the 
selectmen to investigate all orders on the treasurer 
passing through their hands and to satisfy themselves 
of their propriety and correctness before endorsing the 
order for their payment by the town treasurer. Ali 
such orders shall have itemized accounts attached, 
showing in detail the names of persons to whom pay- 
able and the purpose for which such order is drawn on 
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the town treasurer. | 

Sect. 3. Voted that—No draft shall be drawn by 
the selectmen unless there is sufficient appropriation to 
pay the same, except for sums by law payable to the 
Commonwealth or county, for final judgment against 
the town and for bonds, notes and scrip of the town and 
interest thereon, and for money payable to the commis- 
sioners of the sinking fund. 

Sect. 4. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the 
selectmen to purchase for the several boards or com- 
mittees, except the water commissioners, all coal. The 
various boards and committees shall, on or before July 
1 in each vear (or earlier if required by the selectmen) 
send in writing to the board of selectmen the estimated 
amount of coal required for the use of their respective 
departments or committees for one year. The select- 
men shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, ad- 
vertise for bids to furnish the required amount of coal, 
and shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible 
bidder. The contractor for coal shall give bonds in an 
amount satisfactory to the selectmen (said bonds to 
be not less than one quarter of the total contract) for 
the faithful performance of his contract. 

Sect. 5. Voted that—The selectmen shall have a 
general oversight of all town affairs, whether conducted 
by special boards or not; and have the right to make 
any suggestions for the better conduct of a depart- 
ment, board or committee, and if such recommenda- 
tions are not heeded, they shall make a record of the 
same in the annual town report, that the town may 
take such action as seems best. : 

Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall present 
to the town at its annual meeting names of suitable 
persons willing to serve to fill the offices of surveyors 
of wood, surveyors of lumber, fire wards, public weigh- 

ers, fence viewers and field drivers. 
Sect. 7. Voted that—The annual town report of the 
selectmen shall contain:—- 
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A general statement of the town’s affairs during 
the past year and recommendations of the selectinen 
for future requirements. | 

A report of all town meetings held during the year, 
including the articles of the warrants and the action 
of the meeting thereon. 

A report of all claims which are outstanding and 
of all suits to which the town is a party, together with 
a full explanation of the circumstances and the stand- 
ing of each case at the time of the report. 

A report of all streets laid out or constructed dur- 
ing the vear, the length and width, cost of construction 
and amount of land damages in each instance. 

A list of betterments during the year. 

Reports of all special committees made at any 
meetings held during the year, together with any other 
action taken at said meetings, ‘including committee ap- 
pointments and resolutions passed. 

The names of all corporations holding franchises 
granted by the town, and a statement as to whether 
the conditions of the franchises have been faithfully 
complied with by each corporation during the muni- 
cipal year. 

The names of all delinquent tax payers with the 
amount of the unpaid tax in each past year, unless 
the same has been remitted. 

A full statement of all taxes abated during the 
year, with the names of the tax payer and the amount 
of the abatement. 

The names of all delinquent water rate pavers with 
the amount of the unpaid tax in each past year, unless 
the same has been remitted. 

A list of all provisional acts of the legislature ac- 
cepted by the town. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 
29.) ; | : 

RTICLE I1.—Water Commissioners. . 


| ae 1. Voted that—Two of the water commis- 
sioners shall give surety company bonds of $5,000 each 
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for the faithful performance of their duties, and the 
treasurer of the board, $10,000. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The water commissioners, 
on or before the 7th day of January in each year, shall 
make a detailed report to the Selectmen, together with 
their recommendations: said report to contain a list of 
all unpaid water rates of January Ist, in each year; the 
list of such delinquents to be published annually in the 
town report, showing the several years in which rates 
are due and unpaid. (See Acts of 1898, Chap. 66, Sec. 
Parand1).) 

Sect..3. Voted that—The town authorize and di- 
rect the water commissioners to make minor extensions 
of water mains when, in their judgment, such action 
would be for the interest of the town, the cost of such 
extensions to be paid from the funds in their hands, 
provided that not more than fifteen hundred doliars 
($1,500) be expended on such extensions in any one 
year, and that a satisfactory bond or agreement be ob-. 
tained from the petitioners to pav a revenue of six per 
cent. annually for a period of five years. 


Sect. 4. The water commissioners shall only make 
extensions to the water mains or pipes, under proper con- 
tracts for a term not less than 5 years which shall return 
6% per annum on the cost of the extension, and not less 
than 3% on the cost price of such extension for depre-_ 
Ciation. 

ARTICLE IV.—Treasurer. 


Sect. 1. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to see. 
that all boards, committees and officers, except the water 
commissioners, oft or before the 5th and 20th day of each 
month (unless otherwise fixed by statute), pay to the 
town treasurer all stims exceeding $10 collected by them 
previous to that date to the custody of which the treas-.. 
tiret is entitled. : | 
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. Sect. 2. Voted that—The treasurer shall cancel, 
in the presence of the selectmen and board issuing the 
same, all bonds, notes, script and other evidence of in- 
debtedness of the town which have been paid, and shall 
file and keep all approved and receipted accounts. 
claims, bills, pay-rolls and vouchers, cancelled bonds, 
notes, script, and other evidences of indebtedness of 
the town which have been paid, unless the performance - 
of these duties are otherwise specified by statute. (See 
Rey. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 72.) 


ARTICLE V.—<Auditors. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Auditors shall be required 
to audit all bills and accounts of the town, meeting in 
April, July and October, and thereafter monthly up to 
the close of the financial year, finishing by January 7th, 
in order that the selectmen may not be hindered in the 
preparation of their report. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 
25, Sec. 79.) 


ARTICLE VI.—Town Officers. 


Sect: 1. Voted that—When the bills contracted or 
approved by any board, committee or officer have ex- 
hausted the entire appropriation for such board, com- 
mittee or officer, such board, committee or officer shall 
incur no further expenditure except in the case where 
such expenditure may be required by statute, and it 
shall be the duty of each board, committee or officer, 
before the close of the financial year to approve all ac- 
counts, claims, bills and pay-rolls chargeable to their 
appropriations. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—After the closing of the books 
for the year on December 31, no orders for the payment 
of money from the various departments shall be ap- 
proved by the selectmen, except for salaries, nor shall 
any orders (except for salaries) be paid by the town 
treasurer until after the various appropriations have 
been made at the next annual town meeting. © 
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Sect. 3. Voted that—No member of the board of 
selectmen or any officer appointed by the legal voters 
of the town, authorized to make any contracts or agree- 
ments in behalf of the town for labor, materials, goods, 
wares or merchandise furnished by the town, or for a 
loan of money, shall, either directly or indirectly for 
himself or for any other person, receive any commis- 
sion, discount, bonus, present or reward from the per- 
sons making such sale, loan, contract or agreement for 
furnishing such goods, wares, merchandise or money. 
And no town officer, nor any member of a board or 
committee of the town in his individual capacity shall 
contract or have any interest in a contract with the 
town; except in the case of publicly advertised com- 
petitive contracts. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 210, Sec. 8.) 

Sect. 4. Voted that—At any town meeting when 
special committees are appointed or elected a vote shall 
be passed naming the compensation of the committee 
and also a sum of monev for expenses of such commit- 
tee, otherwise the selectmen shall not draw orders on 
the treasurer for either services or expenses. 

Sect. 5. All boards, officers or persons except the 
water commissioners Be on the 30th day of December 
in each year settle their accounts and pay to the town 
treasurer all moneys due on their accounts, unless the 
30th falls on Sunday, in which case the BEE el! and 
payment shall be made on the 2th.

Sect. 1. The tax collector shall on the sth and 20th 
of each month pay to the town treasurer all moneys to 
which he may be entitled and on the 30th of December 
in each year the collector shall pay to the town treasurer 
all moneys in his hands belongin g to the town unless the 
30th falls on Sunday in which « case Nee payments’ shall 
be made on the 29th. 
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Sect. 2. Funds belonging to the town in the hands 
of the tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the 
bank on orders countersigned by at least two of the 
selectmen. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


Sect. 1. All bonds or notes issued in the future by 
the town for a longer period than one year shall be in 
serial form. 


GENERAL.

Sect. 2. Voted that—The cost of all surety bonds 
required of any town official, members of boards or 
committees shall be paid by the town. (Rev. Laws, 
Chap. 25, Sec. 15.) 
| Sect. 3. Voted that—On all town work, for the 
performance of which competitive bids are received, 
the award of the contract shall be to the lowest respon- 
sible bidder; preference always being given to citizens, 
when other "conditions of the situation are equal.

At West Falmouth, your committee has had installed an up- 
to-date heating and ventilating plant which promises, at the pres- 
ent time, to give ample heat and ventilation to that building 
which, heretofore, has been lacking in those essentials. 

With a very few exceptions, our school buildings are now 
equipped with modern heating systems which give comfort to the 
teachers and scholars, and comply with the requirements of the 
state.

Superintendent’s Report. 


To TrHE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF FALMOUTH. 


GENTLEMEN:—My third annual report and the twenty-ninth 
in the series of superintendents’ reports is hereby submitted to you 
and through you to the citizens of Falmouth. 

There was only one change in the teaching force Fie the 
year ending June, 1911. Through the illness of Miss Nellie M. 
Pillsbury, commercial teacher in the high school, Miss Catherine 
F. Sullivan of Boston, a graduate of Bryant and Stratton’s Com- 
mercial College, was secured for the place. Miss Sullivan has had 
several years’ experience as bookkeeper and stenographer, and is 
therefore a practical business teacher. 

At the close of the school year, four resignations were re- 
ceived. Miss Winifred Kent, who had served the town efficiently 
as drawing teacher for the past six years, resigned. Her position 
has been filled by the election of Mrs. Annie R. Luce of Marion. 
Mrs. luce also teaches drawing in Marion and Rochester. Miss 
Mary A. Benson of the West Falmouth grammar school resigned. 
Miss Marion Sinclair of Ashland, a graduate of the Framingham 
Normal school was secured for the position. The other. resigna- 
tions were those of Miss Elen J. Ormsby, who taught at Hatch- 
ville, and Miss Olive W. tlunt, who taught the grammar school at 
East Falmouth. Miss Muriel Fairchild was transferred from 
Waquoit to East Falmouth, and Miss Helen M. Benson from 
North Falmouth to Waquoit. Miss Christina A. Nickerson of 
Provincetown, a student from the Bridgewater Nore! school was 
secured for the North Falmouth school. 


A small increase in salary was given the teachers for the year 
beginning September, 1911. The salaries are now as follows:

Fewer changes in the corps of teachers have occurred during 
the past year than for many years. The chief reason is the higher 
salaries that are now being paid. It surely shows good business 
judgment to keep a good teacher rather than to let her go because 
some other town offers her one dollar a week more. | 


CONSOLIDATION OF SCHOOLS. 


_ Through the lack of a boarding place in Hatchville for the 
teacher, the school has been closed for the current year and the ~ 


pupils are transported to Falmouth and Waquoit. Because of 
the large increase of pupils in the four lower grades at Waquoit, 
it was fouud necessary to transport the four upper grades to East 
Falmouth. Both rooms at Waquoit are still practically full and 
the grammar school at East Falmouth together with the Waquoit 
grammar school numbers only twenty-seven. A new building, or 
an enlargement of the present one will be necessary at once if the 
grammar grades are accommodated at Waquoit. ) 

For many reasons the consolidation of the small schools is for 
the financial interest of the town as well as for the interest of the 
pupil. The schools will cost less. Fewer teachers, buildings, and 
equipment, will be required. The cost of transportation will in- 
crease only slightly as many of the pnpils are now transported to 
the small schools. By consolidation better schools can be main- 
tained and better results secured. Consolidation permits-a better 
grading and a better classification of the pupils. No teacher can 
do her best work when she has from four to eight grades in her 
school. Seldom will the best teacher accept such a school. A 
teacher should have but one grade, two at the most. By a union 
of schools such a condition can be made possible even in Falmouth 
where there are many small villages. Consolidation keeps the 
larger boys and girls in school a longer time, especially those ad- 
vancing beyond the discipline, interest, and instruction of the 
smaller school. It improves the attendance, reduces tardi- 
ness and truancy. More interest is aroused because the classes 
are larger, and a healthy rivalry and enthusiasm prevails both in 
studies and in sports. 

The consolidated school is a better school in every way than 
the school of one teacher. Wherever it has been tried, it is the 
pride of the people and exerts a great influence for good. Con- 
solidation is being tried ina large part of New England and is 
proving a decided success. 


THRIFT. 


Less interest was shown by the pupils in the stamp saving 
system this year than the year previous. The distribution of 


stamps and the redemption of the same placed considerable care 
and responsibility on teachers, and the pupils received no interest 
on the money invested. As the Falmouth postoffice has become a 
postal savings bank, it would seem wise to discontinue the stamp 
system and encourage the pupils to deposit their savings in the 
postal bank. The deposits draw interest at the rate of two per 
cent., and sums as small as one dollar are received. 


KINDERGARTEN. 


Some queries have been made during the year as to the value 
of the kindergarten. A few reasons why the kindergarten should 
be a part of our public schools, therefore, will not be out of place. 
Two criticisms have been advanced, one that the exercises are too 
hard (too much work); the other, that it is all play and no work. 
A~place for play? That is the strongest argument-for the kinder- 
garten. The children’s play is directed and utilized for educational 
betterment. The natural activity of the child is shown in his play. 
Therefore we should direct and control that activity, so that al- 
though the child is actually playing, he is being taught the proper 
way to play, and is therefore being made a reasonable being, one 
who will more readily accommodate himself to the work that is to 
follow in the first grade. | 

The kindergarten is a happy place. Happiness is possible 
here because the child is taught to see the rights of others. It is 
a busy place. The child is active and, therefore. always busy. 
The kindergarten should be orderly through the interest in the 
doing of simple, interesting things. 

There should be games, stories, simple hand work, frequent 
conversations, giving the child a chance to tell’ his experiences. 
The simple hand work enables the child to control his hand and 
eye, and develops the brain centres so that he may the better 
express his ideas. This hand work, coupled with the social and 
moral influence of well directed ‘games, gives the kmdergarten 
child a decided advantage over the non-kindergarten trained child: 
Individual experiences, told to the teacher, develop the growth of 
individuality, personality, and the power of expression. This is 
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shown by the work of the ohiltnga in the first: etn in the vilage 
school. 

The advantages of kindergartens have been summarized by 
superintendent A. J. Demarest of Hoboken, New Jersey, as 
follows: rt 

1. Cleanliness is impressed on the child and becomes a 
fixed habit. 

2. The child upon its introduction to school life, learns one 
of the most valuable lessons in life—to do as he is told. 

3. Kindergarten training Bivgs the child better control of 

the body. : 
4. Kindergarten children are better prepared for the grade 
work than those who have never had the advantage of this train- 
ing, and, as a rule, they forge ahead and are soon from a half to a 
whole year in advance of those’ who have not | chad this valuable | 
foundation work. 

5. They begin school life under ideal conditions. They are 
ushered into such a wholesome atmosphere where they are quickly 
made to feel at home resulting in a greater sense of freedom and 
at the same time establishing a bond of ay DR: athy between pupil 
and teacher. 

6. Kindergarten children are more punctual | in Reed chee: 
and, because of the freedom of the kindergarten. which encour- 
ages speeeh and gives exercise in language, they are more re- 
sponsive 

7. The kindergarten training encourages the growth of 
every faculty and not only inspires the child with confidence. but 
develops power—physical and intellectual. 

8. It utilizes the self-activity of the oad and stimulates 
him to take the initiative. . 

9. The ethical influences are evident—kindness, sympathy, 
generosity and consideration are qualities usually found in .the 
child in the kindergarten. ! ee 

10. In consequence of this training “children are amenable 
to school discipline, are more polite and truthful, have a general 
fund of knowledge on which the first grade work can be based, 
have greater spontaneity, are more self-reliant, and show a greater 
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power of spplication resulting from aaauttied habits of attention 
and concentration.” 

The ‘kindergarten child has been taught the beginning of ndlée 
government, unselfishness. or respect and reverence for the rights 
of others. 

Thomas M. Balliet, former superintendent of schools in 
Springfield, says. “The schools can do a great deal. ‘lhe kinder- 
garten is able literally to make a child over. It has done it in 
thousands of instances when parents were unable to do it. There 
is no better place, not even the home, for a child to learn the. les- 
son. of law and order, of the respect for the rights of. others, than | 
the kinder garten. There is a popular impression that the kinder- 
garten is especially for the children of the poor. It is not. It is 
equally necessary for the children of the well-to-do It develops 
affection in the child who gets little affection at home, and it takes 
the incipient selfishness out of the child who is indulged at home. 
Out of seventeen thousand children who have padabel! the char ity 
kindergartens of San Francisco during the last twenty odd years, 
only one has ever been convicted of crime. Nothing stronger can 
be said i in favor of the kindergarten.” 


~ (Extracts of letters from teachers of Boston and other cities. ) 

“Other things being equal, a kindergarten child can do more 
work in a year than a non-kindergarten child.” _ 

“Ability to take directions, skill with their fingers and their 
responsiveness in every lesson is a great help.’ 

“Kindergarten children are better prepared to apply them- 

selves than those from home. T hey have gained. confidence.”

MANUA L A RTS. 


Only a little has been done as yet in Falmouth in what may 
be called manual arts. Some work in basketry, carpentry and 
sewing was done in the Woods H ole grammar school last year. A’ 
kit of tools has been purchased for this school,’ and considerable 
work in‘-the line of carpentry will doubtless-be'done the coming 
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year. Basketry was also introduced at Hatchville and East Fal- 
mouth the past year. It was self-supporting. More money was 
realized from the sale of baskets than the material cost. At the 

Waquoit grammar school some work was done in basketry and re- 
seating chairs with cane. Mrs. Luce is planning to supervise 
work along these lines the coming year. | 

I strongly recommend that sewing be made a part of the 
course of study in the grades. Most of the best schools in the 
state have courses in sewing. . | 

Now that we have a room in the high school suitable for car- 
pentry, it would seem desirable at an early date to fit it up for the 
benefit of those pupils of the high and grammar schools who may 
desire a course in carpentry. 

We do not expect to make skilled carpenters, seamtresses, or 
experts in any of the useful arts, but we’can make skilled hands 
and eyes and teach the children to reverence and ‘honor labor. 
We can send out a body of young men and women into the world 
who will not think that the ordinary callings of the ordinary man 
and woman are beneath them. 

Prof. J. G. Schurman of Cornell University said in a recent 
report, “Industrial and technical education has the great merit, 
not merely of not alienating young men from manual labor, but of 
keeping them in constant touch and:sympathy with it, requiring 
them to practice the simpler mechanical operations as a part of 
their curriculum, and training them meanwhile to take up more 
complex varieties as a life work after graduation. There can be 
no manner of doubt that practical and technical education, while 
giving the individual student an excellent mental discipline, has 
also stimulated the agricultural and manufacturing industries of 
the country. And at the same time, by binding together the 
skilled hand and the educated brain, it has wrought powerfully for 
the maintenance and diffusion of the spirit of social and_ political 
democracy.” 

+ "Ella Flagg Young. superintendent of schools of Chicago, said, 
“Children should have industrial education unless they go to col- 
lege. The aim of the work in the elementary schools equipped 
for arts should be to give every boy some skill in using tools, and 
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every girl the ability to be of some- service to herself and her 
family in domestic arts. If every girl knew how. to: prepare a 
palatable meal the tendency of the American people to drift away 
from home would be overcome to a large degree.” ; 

The state of Maine by a recent law assumes two-thirds of the 
cost of tuition for a course of agriculture in the high schools. In 
Wisconsin every town of 5000 must and every town of less than 
5000 may elect a local board of industrial education, whose duty 
it shall be “to foster and establish and maintain industrial, com- 
mercial, continuation and evening schools.” If manual training is 
so important that Maine and Wisconsin have taken the stand they 
have, and Massachusetts has a law that ‘every city and town 
containing 20,000 inhabitants or more shall maintain the teaching 
of manual training as part of both its elementary and its high 
school system,” surely it will be an excellent thing for the children 
of Falmouth. The only question is ‘Can the people of Falmouth 
afford it?” If they can, we ask for authority to introduce the 
work in the schools. 


DRAWING AND MUSIC. 


With the purpose of obtaining the maximum time of actual 
teaching with a minimum time of driving, I have arranged for the 
drawing teacher and the music teacher a new schedule. Each one 
spends one day of each week in the schools at Falmouth village, and 
one day each week in the rest of the schools, visiting each school 
once in two weeks, but giving double the time formerly given at a 
visit. Better results are being obtained.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


Mr. Ira A. JENKINS, Supt. of School. 


DEAR Si1r:—In my report of the study of music in the schools, 
I am very much pleased to be able to say the work is still. being 
kept up to the standard of previous years. The high school gave 
the cantata “Joan of Arc” last spring, and this year we expect to 
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give an opera, which is a great step, but I feel confident that the 
pupils ‘will exceed their previous ‘efforts. 

The following from a speech by the U. S. Commissioner of 
Education will, Iam sure, be appreciated: ‘‘Weneed music in our 
modern life almost as much as we need bread and in our schools 
almost as much as we need the multiplication table. We need it 
in ‘our lives, not only'to help us worship, but that we may carry 
away something better than a ringing headache from our previous 
hours of diversion. We need it in our schools, not as a tolerated 
fad, but as one of the things that shall make our individual and 
national character.”

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING. 


Mr. Ira A. JENKINS, Superintendent of Schools. 


DEAR SiIr:—A short time ago a leading magazine sent letters 
to seventy supervisors and teachers scattered all over the United 
States asking them to state good reasons why drawing should be 
taught to children. 

I would call attention to the reasons given by a few prominent 
educators. 

“Drawing is the universal language for the expression of ideas 
of form. As such it is the language of all the Manual Arts. 
Nearly all man’s constructive works are first made to exist on paper 
in the form of drawings. Can we consider a public school educa- 
tion either adequate or practical if it fails to teach the rudiments 
of this universal language? 

“Unless one studies drawing, the chances are against his ever 
gaining a full appreciation of the beauty of form in nature, or in 
art, for we know that impression and expression grow together, 
and drawing is the one adequate form language. As we cannot 
expect an appreciation of literature from the illiterate, neither can 
we expect appreciation of art from a people ignorant of its lan- 
guage. <A people unable to appreciate art in its various manifesta- 
tions cannot at this day be called fully civilized. Hence drawing 
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must be considered as one of the itshibeah i thie school subjects.” — 
James Hall. 

“There seems to be two good reasons for teaching drawing in 
the public schools:— 

~ I, Practical—in the sense that drawing is a universal and 
eminently useful means of recording facts and expressing ideas. 

_ “2. Aesthetic—in the sense that an appreciation of the beau- 
tiful may contribute much to better living and finer ideals.”— 
Ernest Batchelder. 

“Because of unmistakable and imperative demands:—— 

“a. From employers, for skilled workmen, men who work 
intelligently with head and hand. 

“b. From working men, for a direct education which will en- 
able them to earn living wages. 

“ec, From all civilized people, for a still better civilization, a 
demand which has been always a natural and powerful factor in 
the evolution of the human spirit, which increasingly seeks order, 
fitness, simplicity, beauty.”—Fred Daniels. 

‘Good training in drawing is training in artistic perception, 
through it a person’s mind is alive to the beauties of form and 
color in the world in which he lives. This may seem of slight 
moment to some, but others know that when this element is totally 
removed from work, work becomes drudgery. Ifa pupil is to be 
trained for work, or for the enjoyment of life, the time to this sub- 
ject should not be lessened, but greatly increased.”—Arthur 
Cleaves, Editor of the Newburyport News. 

As my work in Falmouth has extended over so short a time, 
I wish to state first what to me seems to be the essential things 
needed to carry the work on in a satisfactory manner. 

First, more time should be given the subject by the supervisor. 
The average time given in each school now is twenty-five minutes, 
which makes it difficult in the schools of many grades, to give 
work of benefit to all. It gives no time for explaining the work to 
the regular teachers. On account of the difficulty of arranging 
teachers’ meetings the supervisor should have time to explain out- 
lines, and teach the children at each visit to the schools. Second, 
there is a great need of manual training. Jacob Riis says about 
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manual training, “Every school house should have its work shop 
that should share the boy with the class Tage and. the girl too, 
not to make mechanics of them, but men.’ Tools give him a 
chance to express himself... The world comes ta. mean. ‘something 
to him. The very things his, book tells him become _ real. 
Thoughts are translated into action, and with. experience comes 
self-reliance. We think of the skill of the mechanic being of the 
hands; we err: it is in the brain, which guides the -hand, that the 
skill resides. Manual training, is in fact, mental training. The 
work divides itself into nature drawing, including model, animal 
and pose drawing made directly from nature. Color study, decor- 
ative design, picture study, and structural drawing, and an outline 
of work based upon these divisions, is carried out in each of the 
grades. 

In the high school, two of the classes take freehand drawing, 
and two mechanical. The work includes work in charcoal, pencil 
drawings of groups of models, exercises in design, othographic 
projection, architectural drawing, machine drawing, and color 
study. 

In closing, I wish to thank the committee for their generosity 
in furnishing supplies, the superintendent and teachers for their 
hearty co-operation. |

LAWRENCE HIGH SCHOOL. 


The addition to the high school building has increased the seat- 
ing capacity of the main room from 70 to 130, provided a spacious, 
well lighted recitation room on the second floor, capable of accom- 
modating with ease the largest classes, and a room in the basement 
which can be used for manual training. Falmouth now hasa high 
school building second to none in the small towns of 
the state. With all that can be reasonably desired in a building 
and equipment, and with a corps of five teachers, excellent work 
should be done. |

DEAR Srr:—In my annual report on Lawrence high school, I 
shall briefly review the usual topics and then pass to others which 
1 feel are of vital importance to our high school, and to all high 
schools. é 

The addition to our building has been a great help in dis- 
cipline, in the arranging of our recitation program, and in having 
a room in which all of the pupils may gather for general exercises, 
elocution, and to receive advice as a whole on various matters. 
Also the use of our new recitation room for a drawing room is 
much better than our former use of an unventilated basement 
room. 

Our music, under director Kershaw’s care, is showing pleasing 
results. I think that our public exhibitions of this part of the 
school work give the people so good a chance to judge of the good 
results obtained that I need not comment further. 

Mrs. Luce is certainly producing results, too, with the pupils 
who are taking drawing. 

Our principal interest in ailetes has been in our ball team, 
which played in the league of‘eight high school ball teams in the 
western half of Cape Cod. ‘The games were interesting, clean, 
and the boys are gaining an idea of “team” work, which is a valu- 
able asset to any man. “Star” playing was given up, when it was 
seen that benefit to the team would result. Some of the boys are 
also interested in lawn tennis. This fall there has been a good 
interest in basket ball which has been played out of doors. 
Thanks to the kindness of the voters at the last town meeting, the 
ball field has been improved by being leveled at center field, a 
new substantial backstop has been built, a score board 
erected, a second set of basket ball goals put up for the lighter 
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boys, or the girls if they care to use them, and new tennis posts, a 
court marker and a net have been obtained. By the expenditure 
of a moderate amount of money, I think our athletic grounds 
could be made the best on Cape Cod, and an ornament and added 
attraction to the town. 

As the work of Miss Helen Lawrence, whom we sent to Bos- 
ton University, was found to be satisfactory by the College 
Entrance Exanination board, our partial certificate privilege of 
one year has been changed to a full certificate privilege, good for 
three years, the longest time for which the board grants the right 
of certification. 

I think it would be well if some way could be devised by 
which pupils who are taking the business course could have special 
instruction and practice in penmanship. I know of few things 
that are of as much advantage in gaining employment from a 
stranger as a well worded letter well written. I have been in a 
good many business offices and worked in some, and I have yet to . 
see the place where the ability to write a good hand and make 
plain figures did not count for a great deal. 

At the beginning of this school year our seniors and juniors 
began to speak before the whole school assembled in our main 
room. Each pupil declaims once in each four weeks. The ability 
to stand before a large audience and express one’s views as plainly 
and as coolly as is done in stores, and on the streets to a few, is 
well worth having. 

Before passing to the other part of my report, | wish to thank 
you for your kind suggestions and constant support; also the 
teachers who have been a constant source of help, the committee 
for its support, and last, but not least, the parents who have done 
their best, when asked, to aid me, and without whose help much 
of our work would be in vain. 

In the last half of my report, I should lke to give some reasons 
why a course, or courses, in one of the Mechanical Arts—for in- 
stance, carpentry, or agriculture which might include poultry and 
bee keeping; and household science, as cooking and sewing—should 
be given in our local school. A high school is the place where the 
youth of our country begin their liberal and vocational education. 
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In the grades the foundation is laid, and when they step into the 
high school, they are getting far enough along to have a glimpse, 
a dim one probably at first, of what they want to do in life. Our 
state laws provide that our high schools shall fit our children for 
college, and for life. Now I am not decrying a college education, 
but as not ten per cent. of our pupils have the desire and oppor- 
tunity to go to college, It think it is time our high schools step 
out from domination by the colleges through their entrance re- 
quirements, and begin to serve better the ninety per cent. who 
cannot leave home at least to continue their school days. I do 
NoT mean that our high schools should cease to fit pupils for col- 
lege, but that some means should be found by which this may be 
done, AND the other done too. One of the agents of of our State 
Board of Education recently made the suggestion that the pupils 
who take the college preparatory work were able to do much of 
their work with only occasional help from the teachers, who thus 
would be relieved of work enough to be able to give instruction in 
other lines of work. 

There is a large class of people who can use their hands intel- 
ligently, but do not seem to be able to use their minds without the 
hand. For instance, a boy may not be able to do intelligent work 
in plane geometry, but when he can apply a little geometry in car- 
pentry, he can learn that geometry and at the same time train his 
hands and eyes in a trade by which he may later earn his living, 
when he has “served his time,” so to speak. Or, a girl may have 
trouble with her algebra, but be able to learn to cook in a way 
that later will make her a blessing in her home. ‘Too many of our 
young people are going away to the cities to be tied to a whistle, 
or someone's beck and call, when they might stay in the country, 
be independent, and make a fair living (which is more than a good 
many make in the city). 

Again, in a report of a committee of the National Education 
association, | found the suggestion that our high school pupils 
should not follow up any one subject—English excepted—for four 
years, but become acquainted sometime during their course with 
economics, the government of their own town, and its public insti- 
tutions, its churches, secret organizations and clubs, and their 
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purposes. 

I think the whole thing can be summed up by saying that one 
can educate our children in things which they are to meet in com- 
mon life as well as by things that they may seldom or never use. 
This may be stating the matter briefly. but I think it conveys the 
idea I wish to give.

SPECIAL I)IRECTIONS. 


Sixty-eight credits are required for graduation. The first 
column of figures indicates the number of periods per week given 
to the subjects; the second column indicates the number of credits. 

Pupils having fewer than twelve credits will not be advanced 
to the second year class, or those having fewer than twenty-eight 
credits to the third year class, or those having fewer than fifty 
credits to the fourth year class. 

All electives for the following year must be chosen by June 
15 of each year, and must be subject to the approval of the princi- 
pal. ; 

Pupils must elect at the beginning of the first year one of the 
four courses, and no pupils will be allowed to change from one 
course to another, or substitute one study for another except for 
the best of reasons. 
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Music will be required at least dnce a week of each pupil un- 
less he be excused by the supervisor of niusic. 

Drawing shall be elective, but pupils intending to go to nor- 
‘mal school or technical school must elect it. Elocution will be 
‘required of all seniors and juniors. One credit will be given for 
each year of drawing, one credit for each two years of music, and 
one credit for two years of elocution. 

, Special instruction in penmanship will be given all pupils in 
the commercial course. 

Stenography, typewriting, and a modern language must be 
taken two years to count towards graduation. 

Pupils wishing to go to college or technical school should 
take the college course; those wishing to go to normal school 
should take the normal course, but may take the English course, 
_ provided science is elected; those wishing to prepare for business 
should take the commercial course. 

The standing of the pupils will be sent to the parents or 
guardians at the end of each term, and will be indicated by the 
letters E, G, F, P, and VP, E being the highest. Any mark be- 
low F (70) indicates failure. 

Unless otherwise ordered by the school committee, each pupil 
shall take fifteen periods of prepared works per week during the 
entire course. 

The modern high school should emphasize training for char- 
acter, more practical, less bookish elements, more vocational, more 
training for life. Courses should be organized for vocational 
activities, such as domestic science and manual training, as well as 
the classical and cultural courses. Let us hope that the time is 
not far distant when such courses will be offered in Lawrence high 
school. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION AND SANITATION. 


Medical inspection and sanitation should be considered to- 
gether because good sanitary conditions are as necessery for the 
health of the pupils as careful medical inspection. 

‘Most of our schoolrooms are ‘swept only twice a feels and 
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many of them are never dusted by the janitors. The rooms should 
be swept daily and all dirt and dust carefully removed. The floors 
and windows should be washed frequently. The blackboards 
should be sponged daily to remove chalk dust. All other build- 
ings should be kept neat and clean, and a generous supply of dis" 
infectants should be used. | 

There are eleven cities in the United States that have the 
floors of the schoolrooms washed daily, and six cities that have 
them washed every other day. Eighty per cent. of the cities have 
the floors swept every day. 

The drinking fountains have proved a success. I would 
recommend that other fountains be installed where there is run- 
ning water. Tanks with spring faucets have been placed in all 
schoolrooms where there is no running water. All the children 
in those schools have provided themselves with individual drink- 
ing cups. ) 

The next much needed improvement is the individual towel 
and the individual soap receptical. 

An examination of the eyes and ears of the pupils was made, 
according to law, during the fall term with the following results.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN. 


IrA A. JENKINS, EsqQ., Superintendent of Schools, 
Falmouth, Mass. . 


I herewith submit my second report as school physician of the 
schools under your supervision. During the present year I have 
visited each of the schools three times and examined the pupils 
carefully at each visit. My object in doing this was to keep in 
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close touch with the condition of the children for the purpose of 
determining the results obtained by better heating, ventilation and 
sanitation. In one of our schools in which a change was made in 
the sanitary appurtenances, the beneficent results were most 
marked. In this particular building the children’s throats were in 
a very unhealthy condition before the change was made and at my 
next examination, some three months later, over seventy-five per 
cent. of the pupils who previously showed trouble with their throats 
were in normal condition. This is very gratifying and should be 
a stimulous to continue the good work. 

| Periodically every community has an epidemic of the conta- 
gious diseases of children and this year we got them in double 
headers. Mumps, measles, whooping cough and chicken pox have 
all got in their work, very materially interfering with the school 
system. 

All of the school buildings are now well heated and ventilated — 
except the Woods Hole schools. and with the present heating ap- 
paratus in this building, a proper ventilation is impossible. I 
would advise the board to take early and definite action in this 
matter. , 

I would recommend the same. appropriations for this depart- 
ment as were made ‘last year.

THE REPORT OF THE TRUANT OFFICER. 


As truant officer, I have again tried to perform my work by 
argument and persuasion, visiting the homes to find out the true 
conditions there. 1 have made twenty-four such calls, besides 
writing several letters, and have, in most cases, met with success. 
One parent was taken before the district court and fined for keep- 
ing his child out of school to work. 
me. 1 here have been no cases of truancy on the part of the,pupils. 
In all cases it has been the fault of the parents. Many of the . ab- 
sences have been on account of er anberry picking. | have there- 
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fore arranged the school, calendar so the cranberry schools, so 
called, shall begin one week later than usual, thereby avoiding in 
some degree the difficulty of getting many of the children to at- 
tend school at the beginning of the term. The chief reason for 
the increased number of absences as shown by the table at the end 
of this report is the fact that there were several epidemics of con- 
tagious diseases during the year. 


PARENTS AND TEACHERS. 


Parents, you can aid the teacher. Visit the schools frequent- 
ly. Do not assume that the teacher does not wish you to do so. 
She does. The oftener you visit the better it will be for the 
school, and the more efficient will the teacher be. No one knows 
your children better than you know them. Acquaint the teacher 
with any peculiarities that may exist in your children. In turn, 
the teacher should become acquainted with each household repre- 
sented in her school. Short, kindly calls may be very effective 
and instructive. The better acquainted the teacher and parent be- 
come, the more effective will be the schools. The parent-teacher 
association should be a potent means of bringing about ideal con- 
ditions. A willingness on the part of the parent and teacher to 
practice the Golden Rule will result in harmony and great good to 
all concerned. 

A well known superintendent recently sent the following let- 
ter to the parents of his town:— 

“We are sending this letter to you because we desire to say 
some things which we wish you to keep and to think over from 
time to time. he school is one of the greatest forces for public 
good which has been worked out through the ages for the better- 
ment of the conditions under which people must live. It has not 
always been ideal, nor is it now in all respects; neither is any other 
institution with which we have to do; but it is common ground 
where all differences can be laid aside for the few common things 
that all people are ready to recognize as absolutely essential to 
individual and community well-being. The school is a centre for 
study, for thought, for culture and action,—the place nearest 
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home where all may meet and discuss community interests. We 
can all agree to push the local school interests, knowing that every 
day spent in hard school work is a real blessing to the child him- 
self and to his associates throughout his life. We want the com- 
munity to stand firmly for the very best school conditions that 
their means can afford. We want the best teacher possible for 
you to have, and that teacher making the very best use of every 
means, time, energy materials at her command. We want to see 
the schoolroom made a real mental workshop, where all the energy — 
of each day is used to the very vest advantage. We count on 
your support in every effort that really makes for the better, and 
we want your objections when you see time, or effort going to 
waste. We wish you and your school success.” 


CONCLUSION. 


No greater pleasure or honor can be conferred on a person 
than the opportunity to lead the child to develop mentally and 
morally. David Star Jordan says, “!here is nothing in all the 
world so important as children, nothing so interesting. If ever 
you wish to goin for some form of philanthropy, if ever you 
wish to be of any real use in the world, do something for children. 
If ever you yearn to be wise, study children. If the great army 
of philanthropists ever exterminate sin and pestilence, ever work 
out our race salvation, it will be because a little child has led.” 

Does an education pay? Here is a good answer taken from 
“Success.” ‘Does it pay to learn to make life a glory instead of a 
grind? Does it pay to open a little wider the door of narrow life? 
Does it pay to add power to the lens of the microscope or tele- 
scope?

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Report of the Water Commissioners. 


The Water Commissioners respectfully submit the report of 
their doings for the year ending December 3, 1912. 

The plant is in good condition and has done good work during 
the past year, notwithstanding the severe winter which caused us 
some extra expense in thawing frozen pipes, and the long severe 
drought during the summer. 

At the last annual meeting we were authorized to install an 
additional pump and an appropriation of $6500 was made therefor. 
After investigating the merits of different pumps, we placed a 
contract for one capable of furnishing 2,000,000 gallons per day 
with the M. T. Davidson Co., for the sum of $4850. The founda- 
tion and necessary changes in the station to be furnished by us. 
We were also to make the connection with the main. The entire 
cost of these changes was $1553.67, making the total cost of the 
pump, installed and ready for use, $6403.67. 

_ The old pumps, boilers and other appliances have been thor- 
oughly repaired and the interior of the engine room repainted. 
Certain improvements have also been made in the tenement. We 
append report of the engineer showing these improvements in 
detail. 

The station has been under the care of W. S. Nickerson, en- 
gineer, whose work has been most satisfactory. He is a first class 
machinist as well as engineer and, by his skill and willingness to 
~ make necessary repairs, saves the town many hundreds of dollars. 
During the past year he has retubed the boiler, installed new 
grates, automatic damper and new steam connections, besides 
making ordinary repairs. 
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An assistant was employed for two and one-half months dur- 
ing the summer. 

In accordance with a vote of the town, about seven hundred 
feet of 6-in pipe have been laid on Scranton avenue, at an expense 
of $555.27. 

Minor extensions have been made as follows:—Maravista, 
100 ft. of 8-in. pipe at a cost of $111.38. 

Morse road, so called, 414 ft. of 2-in. pipe, costing $142.65. 

The cost of all these extensions was well within the appro- 
priation and the income equal to or in excess of 9% of the cost. 

Fifty-two services have been added during the year. 

The West Falmouth stand-pipe has been cleaned and painted. 

At a special town meeting held September 10, the commis- 
sioners were directed to extend the system to and through North 
Falmouth, including Megansett, and were authorized to issue 
bonds to the amount of $55,000.00 to pay for the same. Although 
we placed an order for the bonds at once,they were not received 
in time to be put upon the market before the close of the year. 

To expedite matters we commenced work upon the extension 
as soon as we could procure pipe, using our cash surplus for the 
purpose of paying for the same, thus reducing such surplus from 
$13,870.36, which this report should show, to $2,300.80. The 
amount thus expended will be restored from the proceeds of the 
bonds when sold. 

We have paid interest on all outstanding indebtedness and 
taken up the $5,000.00 bond which became due in May. 

During the year 1918 the first of the East Falmouth bonds 
will become due making the sum to be paid during that year 
$7,000.00. 

The income of the plant continues to show a slow but steady 
increase. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


We recommend the extension of the 4-in. main on Nantucket 
Ave. to Elysian Ave. and 4-in. pipes between Nantucket and 
Grand Avenues, on Amherst and Elysian Avenues; also a 6-in

connection on Grand Ave., from its junction with the Menauhant 
road to Elysian Ave. thus completing the circuit. 

We recommend the purchase of a strip of land to auikble us 
to grade a road from the state highway to the Quissett stand-pipe 
so that we need not trespass on private property as we are now 
obliged to do. 

We recommend that the town take the pipe line on the Gos- 
nold road, Woods Hole, and reimburse H. H. Fay for the amount 
paid for the same.

Below you will find statement of new work, improvements 
and repairs completed at the Falmouth pumping station for the 
year of 1912. 


ENGINE ROOM. 


One new M. T. Davidson two million gallon compound con- 
densing pump, 1912 model; three rod type, complete with jet 
condenser, air pump, heater, and Westinghouse air pump to sup- 
ply air for air chambers; all steam and hot feed water pipes have 
been newly covered with the latest and best pipe covering; pumps 
have all been newly painted, also engine room and ceiling kal-_ 
somined. A well room has been cut in engine room floor and ° 
equipped with brass rails, also new boiler feed pump installed. 


BOILER ROOM. 


Boiler No. 1 has had 182 new tubes put in, making an en- 
tirely new set of the best iron tubes made; new set of McClave 
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Brooks grate bars. Boilers No. 1 and No. 2 have had new front 
linings, and side linings in fire boxes; No. 2 has new back arch. 
Two new 6 in. steam pipes have been installed from boilers No. 1 
and No. 2 to 8 in. main steam pipe running to engine room. One 
new bracket has been installed to help support the weight of 
8 in. main steam pipe. A new Mason automatic steam damper 
has been installed. 


BASEMENT UNDER ENGINE ROOM. 


The basement under the engine room has been remodelled, a 
room has been finished in same for new equipment, air pump, con- 
denser, meter, etc. A new lead-lined automatic water tank is also 
installed there to supply boiler feed pumps. A new Anderson 
steam trap has been installed to take care of all condensation from 
heating system in all parts of the station, also from heater from the 
old pumps. An outlet has been cut through the wall and a set of 
steps has been installed, making an outside passage to basement. 


THE LIVING APARTMENT 


Has been remodelled and all been newly painted and papered. 
Heating system has been remodelled and mostly put in new. The 
roof has been partly remodelled and painted, and all leaks stopped. 

The station is carrying the usual amount of supplies and 
extra tools have been added, making it possible to take care of all 
repairs.

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Report of the Highway Surveyor. 


To THE HONORABLE BOARD OF SELECTMEN: 


GENTLEMEN:—In accordance with the vote of the town, the 
following report of the work done and the expense incurred for 
the year ending December 31, 1912, by the department and appro- 
priations under my charge and supervision, .is herewith presented. 

In regard to special appropriations I would like for the town 
to reappropriate $374.87, the balance left on the three thousand 
dollars which was appropriated for the Falmouth Heights avenues. 
There is 675 feet of stone road which was built from this appro- 
priation and which has been left unfinished. 


SIPPEWISSETT. 


Eleven hundred and fifty feet of stone road was built on 
which I tried various binders and light oils with good results. 


VILLAGE HIGHWAY SECTION. 


There has been 450 feet of stone road built, the expense of 
the same being in the village highway section. 

I have not crushed any stone at the crusher this year, but 
‘have bought stone on which the freight must be paid at the time 
it arrives, and have put the expense of the same in the village ~ 
section and it is used all over the town as is necessary. 


LIGHT OILS. 


In regard to light oils, 1 have bought most of the light oils by 
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the tank car finding that I could get it one and a half cents 
cheaper per gallon, thus saving $9.00 per water cart load of 600 
gallons. 

I have used sewer pump in loading carts from tank cars and 
have carted the oil to the various parts of the town. 

I have not sent bills to private individuals as the oiling has 
been carried on more extensively than before, and parties who 
paid before think that the day for private subscription has passed.

Report of the Selectmen. 


In submitting our annual report to the people of Falmouth 
for the year 1912, we have to report that the suits of Elizabeth 
Sullivan and Katherine Whalen against the town of Falmouth, we 
are advised by counsel, have not yet been reached for trial and 
unless the same are marked for trial during the spring term of the 
Superior court for Suffolk county, it is his intention to file a 
motion for their dismissal. 

In the suit against Elbert S. Kip—it was heard by a judge of 
the Superior court, sitting without a jury, at Barnstable. The 
judgment of the lower court in favor of the town was reversed 
and judgment ordered for the defendent. Our counsel has con- 
ferred with the justice, however, and has arranged to have the 
case reported to the Supreme Judicial court for adjudication upon 
the question of law involved. This decision cannot be looked for, 
probably, before May of the present year. 

The electric lights have been extended through West and 
North Falmouth since the last report, so now we have a continu- 
ous lighting system from the upper end of North Falmouth follow- 
ing the main road through North and West Falmouth, the 
Village, Teaticket and East Falmouth, to the lower end of 
Waquoit. 

Falmouth Heights, Megansett and Quissett are looking ahead 
for electric lighting, so the appropriation for lighting will have 
to be considerably higher. 

Spencer Baird and Gosnold roads, built by Mr. H. H. Fay 
and Miss 8. B. Fay, were laid out by the town and accepted at a 
meeting called for this purpose in April. 

We have laid out a road leading from the Sippewissett road * 
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to the bay, a distance of 1,600 feet. As there is no road leading 
to the shore between Quissett harbor and West Falmouth harbor, 
and no way of getting to the shore, we would recommend its ac- 
~ ceptance by the town. 

We have also laid out Pequossette avenue, Homer avenue 
and Leslie avenue in North Falmouth, (Megansett), and would 
recommend them to the town for its acceptance. 

The park at Woods Hole having no entrance belonging to the 
town, we have laid out three ways—one from Millfield street, one 
from Buzzards Bay avenue, and one from Gardner road—all of 
which we would recommend to the town for its acceptance. 

Chappoquoit road which was laid out in 1890, having been 
worked outside the road limits and having been used since that 
time, over land of J. A. Boyee—the land having changed hands 
and been put through the Land court, we have had made a new 
layout to conform with the road as at present used and recommend 
it to the town for its acceptance. |

Section 1. Voted, that the town will receive such sums of 
money not exceeding $500.00, as may be deposited with its treas- 
. urer under the provision of chapter 82, section 17 of the public 
statutes and chapter 186 of the acts of 1884, for the perpetual care 
of burial lots, said sums shall be invested by a board of investment 
consisting of the town treasurer and selectmen and will allow 
interest for the same from the first day of January or July suc- 
ceeding such deposits. 

Sec. 2. The treasurer shall notify the selectmen in writing 
of all sums deposited with him, under section 1, with the date of

The income of said deposits, also any part of the 
principal of, designated by the depositors to be expended, shall be 
paid on the order of the selectmen for the purposes which they are 
designed under the provisions of statutes referred to in section 1.

Your sealer has also made a great many test weighings of 
cereals, etc., that formerly had the weight marked on the package 
but is now omitted, and the quantity has been reduced so gradu- 
ally that the purchaser can hardly realize that he is getting 25 
percent to 50 percent less for his money. 

Canned meats are so faintly marked that few people know 
that the original pound jar of bacon now contains but eight 
ounces. 

The original 8, 5, and 10 pound pails of lard have been so 
reduced in weight that the manufacturer does not bill them as so 
many pounds, but bills as a crate of number 1, 2 and 8 sizes. 

The Massachusetts Association of Sealers is making an 
earnest effort to have legislation enacted that will remedy some of 
these evils and give the purchasing public better protection against 
the deceitful scheming of parties who control the manufacture and 
sale of food. 


STANDARD WEIGHTS AND MEASURERS. 


The standards furnished by the state and used only by the 
sealer for testing his working set remain the same as last year, 
except the steel test weights from 5 to 50 lbs. and the brass ones 
from 1-16 oz. to 4 lbs., which were somewhat rusty and corroded 
have been renickled to prevent further damage. 

The sealer’s working set has been replenished with a sub- 
stantial five gallon can for testing cans used at garages for selling ~ 
gasoline, as the law prohibits selling from cans that do not bear 
the sealer’s stamp. . 

Your sealer has been severely criticised by the state depart- 
ment for not prosecuting violations of laws in the past and will be 
obliged to draw the line a great deal closer in the future.

GENTLEMEN:—The board of fire engineers herewith submit 
the ninth annual report for the year ending December 31, 1912. 


FORCE. 


One hundred and sixteen men belong to the department: one 
chief engineer, eight assistants and one hundred and seven call 
men. ‘There are nine well organized companies and one hook and 
ladder company. 


/ APPARATUS. 


The apparatus belonging to the department is as follows: 
Eight hose reels, one chemical engine, one hook and ladder truck 
and thirty-nine extinguishers.

‘In explanation of our excess of appropriation last year and 
our asking for an increased appropriation this year, the voters are 
asked to consider the fact that we have had more diphtheria and 
tuberculosis the last year than usual and that we have several. 
cases now; also, that by act of the legislature the expense of all 
hospital cases of tuberculosis have been transferred from the poor 
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department to the board of health department, and that we now | 
have three hospital cases of tuberculosis which are costing the 
town twenty-one dollars per week and there is no likelihood of 
this expense being lessened during the coming year. This disease 
of itself, therefore, bids fair to cost the town over one thousand 
dollars this year. 

The clearing up of the Falmouth Heights dump and the care 
of same, recommended by the state board of health, and costing 
$209.00, was also taken out of our appropriation. We feel that 
this money should be refunded. and credited to our account as the 
Falmouth Heights dump was maintained by the selectmen as 
agents of the town. Now that the dumping ground at Falmouth 
Heights has been cleaned up, and the same will have to be dis- 
continued in the future, the board of health has caused to be in- 
serted in the.town warrant an article for the establishing of a 
dumping ground for Falmouth Heights at Falmouth Heights, and 
we sincerely hope that the voters will give us their support in 
securing it as it is an absolute necessity. 

The board of health wishes at this time to thank the medical 
men of this town for their co-operation with us in the suppression 
of contagious disease, for their co-operation has been of valuable 
assistance to us.

Report of the Tree Warden. 


The thirteenth annual report of the tree warden, including 
work on the gypsy and brown-tail moth, for the year ending 
December 31, 1912, is herewfth submitted: 

There is not very much that I can say different than in my 
report of last year. There has been a large number of brown-tail 
moth nests found in different parts of the town, but my men are 
taking care of them as fast as possible and expect to have nearly 
all of them by the time for them to make their next appearance. 

If the land owners would take a little more interest on their 
own grounds we could get rid of them a great deal quicker. I 
would suggest that they do more spraying as this is the quickest 
way to destroy them. 

As to the gypsy moth it will take some time longer to clear 
them out. Some of the older colonies have been destroyed so far 
as we can see, but they are spreading a great deal in some parts of 
the town, especially near the old Barnstable road, so called. This 
is not surprising as the town of Mashpee is infested with them 
more than any other town in the county and there is a large 
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colony of them within oneeight of a mile of the Falmouth line. 
The quickest and best treatment for them is to do more spraying. 

_. If the town sees fit to purchase a power sprayer it will be the 
very best thing it can do, as I spoke of it in my report of last year 
and I hereby recommend that the town of Falmouth do purchase 
a high power sprayer and in the future do more spraying than has 
been done in the past. 

I have had Mr. Smith, the assistant state forester, also Mr. 
John F. Carlton, the district superintendent, visit Falmouth and 
look over the territory and they report that more good work can 
be done with a power sprayer than in any other way, and would 
also recommend that the town purchase such a machine. I have 
received from Mr. Carleton a letter, approved by the assistant 
state forester, which I am including with my report and would 
ask that the town take such action as they think best in the 
matter. 
| I don’t think that I can say anything more that will be of in- 

terest to the public at this time, but if any one has any questions 
that they would like to ask I will try to answer them to the best 
of my ability. |

Dear Sir:—In response to the desire expressed by your town, 
to secure expert advice on the treatment of your insect pests, I 
have carefully gone over conditions in Falmouth with Mr. George 
A. Smith, assistant state forester in charge of moth work. It ap- 
pears from the latest report of your scouts that with you, as in 
neighboring towns, while the known infestations of the gypsy 
moth have either been exterminated or largely reduced, new infes- 
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tatations are appearing in increasing numbers, principally from 
Waquoit to Jenkins pond. This shows that only constant watch- 
fulness and prompt action can prevent a serious outbreak. 

Taking into consideration this condition and the amount your 
town has expended to restrain this and other insect pests, Mr. 
Smith is of the opinion that it will be in the interest of good work 
and economy that your town equip its moth department with a 
high-power sprayer. This machine will do your work-more quick- 
ly than is now possible 4nd enable you to get the poison on the 
leaves when the larve first begins to feed which is very essential 
in successful moth work. It should also greatly reduce the hand 
lebor now employed in cutting the webs of the brown tail moths 
and tent caterpillars. These machines are coming into more ex- 
tensive use each year and with your hydrants, ponds and good 
roads, they can be used to better advantage in few towns than in 
Falmouth. 

I would mention one line of work that is neon by the 
state forester; that wherever possible, you induce land owners to 
cut out deciduous trees (chiefly the oak and wild cherry) and re- 
place them with evergreens, the latter being more resistant to 
insect pests.

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Auditors’ Report for 1912. 


The auditors chosen at the last annual meeting respectfully 
submit the following report and recommendations:— 

The auditors, being duly sworn, met on March 28rd, 1912, 
and organized by the election of Henry H. Fay as chairman, and 
E. P. Hatch as clerk. 

Your auditors have examined the books and accounts of the 
various town officials and find them to be correct and generally 
well kept. 

Your auditors have seen the cancelled town notes and bonds 
redeemed during the year, and have checked over the securities 
held by the sinking fund commissioners, trustees of the public 
library, Lawrence high school, and cemetery fund. 

Your auditors again recommend the overseers of the poor 
keeping an inventory or stock book showing stock on hand the 
first of January; all purchases and sales made during the year 
should be entered therein. ‘This boek should be turned over to 
the auditors for examinaton, together with the certificates of the 
amounts paid to the town treasurer. 

Some vouchers are still passed by the selectmen without being 
itemized as required by the standing votes (see Standing Votes, 
article 2, section 2). All accounts passed by the selectmen should 
state fully the amount of material, days’ labor, prices and the place 
where the work was performed. 

Standing Votes, article 2, section 2, require the selectmen 
“to investigate all orders,” “and to satisfy themselves of their pro- 
priety and correctness” before endorsing the orders for any bills 
or accounts for payment by the town treasurer. 

All bills for transportation and horse hire should state plainly 
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the use and purpose of the expenditure and the department to 
which it is chargeable. 

Your auditors again call your attention to the continued pay- 
ment by the selectmen of the transportation of various officials. 
The salaries voted by the town in 1910 are still in force, and your 
auditors understand transportation (unless specified) was included 
in these salaries. (See Committee report, page 17, Annual Re- 
port 1910). Your auditors have stated in former reports that in 
many cases they believe this transportation to be a proper charge 
for the town to pay, but your auditors consider it improper for the 
selectmen to make these payments unless the town appropriates a 
sum of money for that purpose, specifying what boards or officials: 
are allowed to draw on that appropriation. 

Your auditors call to your attention that vouchers for pay- 
ments made by officials of the town to the town treasurer have 
not been sent to the auditors. 

The auditors of towns have no authority under the statutes 
to pass on the propriety of any expenditures; but being sworn 
officials of the town, it is their duty to see that accounts are 
properly kept, and if they fulfill their duties honestly they must 
eall attention to any official action which they deem proper. 

In view of the attention being given of late by the legislature 
and the various officials of the state to town affairs, it would seem 
that the auditing of town accounts is becoming of more import- 
ance than it was formerly considered, and your auditors be- 
lieve the time has arrived for a systematic method of .vouchers 
which will greatly improve and simplify their work. While this 
might perhaps cause some inconvenience at first, it would tend to 
facilitate business and improve the already comprehensive and 
simple system of accounting which is now in use in Falmouth and 
has been for some years past. 

Your auditors therefore recommend the passage of the follow- 
ing votes:— 

Voted: That a committee, consisting of the auditors, the 
chairman of the selectmen, and town treasurer are hereby appoint- 
ed to arrange a system of vouchers and auditing for all payments 
made by the town treasurer and report at the next annual town 
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meeting, their recommendations to be printed in the Auditors’ re- 
port; said committee to serve without compensation. 

Voted: Two hundred dollars is hereby appropriated for the 
use of this committee. 

Voted: Said committee may add the town counsel to their 
number and may compensate him for his services out of the appro- 
priation. : 

Your auditors also recommend the following addition to the 
Standing Votes:— 

Article 6, section 2. The auditors are authorized and em- 
powered to consult the town counsel at any time in connection 
with their duties. 

As your auditors hope to make the town’s system of accounts 
and vouchers the best in the state, they earnestly solicit the co- 
operation of the town and all its officials to that end. 

Your auditors desire to thank the town officials for the 
courtesy extended to them in the discharge of their duties.

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By-Laws. 


Section 1. At every annual meeting the moderator shall, 
subsequent to the election of town officers by ballot, appoint five 
citizens and voters of the town who shall be known as the advisory 
committee and who shall serve without compensation. 

Sect. 2. The persons'so appointed shall serve until the ap- 
pointment of their successors at the annual meeting next following. 

Sect. 3. The advisory committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. » Said committee 
may consider such questions with reference to the conduct of town 
affairs as they may, deem advisable, and may consult with any and 
all officers, boards, and committees of the town with reference to 
matters under their supervision; they shall consider the various 
articles in the warrant for any special or annual meeting, called 
’ during their tenure of office, and shall make a report of their 
doings and recommendations to the town. 

Sect. 4. The advisory committee may hold hearings, if in 

their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money unless 
authorized by vote of the town. . 

Sect. 5. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 

same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the town. 
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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. Voted that—Notice of every town 
meeting shall be given by-pesting a copy of the warrant 
therefor in every post office in the town, at least seven 
days before the time appointed for such meeting. Such 
further notice of any town meeting may be given as 
the selectmen deem proper. In case of the adjourn- 
ment of any town meeting from one day to another, 
the town clerk shall cause notice of the time and place 
of holding such adjourned meeting to be posted at the 
post office in town, which notice shall state the business 
to come before such adjourned meeting. Full notice of 
every special town meeting, including a copy of the 
articles of the warrant therefor, shall be mailed to 
every legal voter of the town, seven days at least before 
the date of such meeting. (See Rev. Jaws, Chap. 11, 
Sec. 328.) 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The annual town meeting — 
shall be held on the first or second Tuesday after the 
first Wednesday in February. 

Sect. 3. Voted that—Long or complicated mo- 
tions, and any other motions which he shall so request, 
shall be presented to the moderator in writing. (See 
Rey. Laws, Chap. 11, Sects. 332 and 333.) 

Sect. 4. Voted that—No vote-invoiving the ex- 
penditure of any sum of money shall be reconsidered 
at the same meeting at which it is passed, unless public 


notice of the intention to move such reconsideration be 


given within thirty minutes of the passage of such vote. 
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The town clerk shall note in writing the passage of such 
vote and also the time when the notice of reconsidera- 
tion 1s given. 

Sect. 5. Voted that—The town clerk shall collect 
all rules, regulations and standing votes in force cover- 
ing the Falmouth town meetings or relating to the 
town business, and they shall be published in the town 
report annually. The report shall contain the reports 
of all town boards, officers and committees having the 
control or expenditure of the town’s money and a list 
of the appropriations for the past year and those rec- 
ommended for the coming year, and copies shall be dis- 
tributed before the annual meeting. (See Rev. Laws, 
Chap. 25,Sec. 29.) 

Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall cause 
to be published in the local newspapers, if there be 
such, at least two weeks: before any special town meet- 
ing, the last publication to be during the week previous 
to such meeting, all committee recommendations and 
estimates relating to the expenditures of money upon 
which action is to be taken. 


ARTICLE II.—Selectmen. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—The board of selectmen and 
very other board or commission of a town shall desig- 
nate some person as clerk who shall enter in books all 
its proceedings and shall have custody of its records. 
On vote of the selectmen. the town clerk may act as— 
clerk of their board. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 35, Sec. 11.) 


“Sect. 2. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the 
selectmen to investigate all orders on the treasurer 
passing through their hands and to satisfy themselves 
of their propriety and correctness before endorsing the 
order for their payment by the town treasurer. AL: 
such orders shall have itemized accounts attached, 
showing in detail the names of persons to whom pay- 
able and the purpose for which such order is drawn on 
the town treasurer. 
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Sect. 3. Voted that—No draft shall be drawn by 
the selectmen unless there is sufficient appropriation to 
pay the same, except for sums by law payable to the 
Commonwealth or county, for final Judgment against 
the town and for bonds, notes and scrip of the town and 
interest thereon, and for money payable to the commis- 
sioners of the sinking fund. 


Sect. 4. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the 
selectmen to purchase for the several boards or com- 
mittees, except the water commissioners, all coal. The 
various boards and committees shall, on or before July 
1 in each year (or earlier if required by the selectmen) 
send in writing to the board of selectmen the estimated 
amount of coal required for the use of their respective 
departments or committees for one year. The select- 
men shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, ad- 
vertise for bids to furnish the required amount of coal, 
and shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible 
bidder. The contractor for coal-shall give bonds in an 
amount satisfactory to the selectmen (said bonds to 
be not less than one quarter of the total contract) for 
the faithful performance of his contract. 


Sect. 5. Voted that—The selectmen shall have a 
general oversight of all town affairs, whether conducted 
by special boards or not; and have the right to make 
any suggestions for the better conduct of a depart- 
ment, board or committee, and if such recommenda- 
tions are not heeded, they shall make a record of the 
same in the annual town report, that the town may 
take such action as seems best. 


Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall present 
to the town at its annual meeting names of suitable 
persons willing to serve to fill the offices of surveyors 
of wood, surveyors of lumber, fire wards, public weigh- 
ers, fence viewers and field drivers. 


Sect. 7. Voted that—The annual town report of the 
selectmen shall contain:—- 
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A general statement of the town’s affairs during 
the past year and recommendations of the selectinen 
for future requirements. 

A report of all town meetings held during the year, 
including the articles of the warrants and the action 
of the meeting thereon. 

A report of all claims which are outstanding and 
of all suits to which the town is a party, together with 
a full explanation of the circumstances and the stand- 
ing of each case at the time of the report. 

A report of all streets laid out or constructed dur- 
ing the vear, the length and width, cost of construction 
and amount of land damages in each instance. 

A list of betterments. during the year. 

Reports of all special committees made at any 
meetings held during the year, together with any other 
action taken at said meetings, including committee ap- 
pointments and resolutions passed. 

The names of all corporations holding franchises 
granted by the town, and_a statement as to whethe1 
the conditions of the franchises have been faithfully 
complied with by each corporation during the muni- 
cipal year. 

The names of all delinquent tax payers with the 
amount of the unpaid tax in each past year, unless 
the same has been remitted. 

A full statement of all taxes abated during the 
year, with the names of the tax payer and the amount 
“of the abatement. 

The names of all delinquent water rate payers with 
the amount of the unpaid tax in each past year, unless 
the same has been remitted. 

_ A list of all provisional acts of the legislature ac- 
ee by the town. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 
29. 


ARTICLE III.—Water Commissioners. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Two of the water commis- 
sioners shall give surety company bonds of $5,000 each 
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for the faithful performance of their duties, and the 
treasurer of the board, $10,000. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The water commissioners, 
on or before the 7th day of January in each year, shall 
make a detailed report to the selectmen, together with 
their recommendations: said report to contain a list of 
all unpaid water rates of January Ist, in each year; the 
list of such delinquents to be published annually in the 
town report, showing the several years in which rates 
are due and unpaid. (See Acts of 1898, Chap. 66, Sec. 
12 and 15.) 

Sect. 3. Voted that—The town authorize and di- 
rect the water commissioners to make minor extensions 
of water mains when, in their judgment, such action 
- would be for the interest of the town, the cost of such 
extensions to be paid from the funds in their hands, 
provided that not more than fifteen hundred dollars 
($1,500) be expended on such extensions in any one 
year, and that a satisfactory bond or agreement be ob- 
tained from the petitioners to pay a revenue of six per 
cent. annually for a period of five years. 

Sect. 4. The water commissioners shall only make 
extensions to the water mains or pipes, under proper con- 
tracts for a term not less than 5 years which shall return 
6% per annum on the cost of the extension, and not less 
than 3% on the cost price of such extension for depre- 
ciation. , 


ARTICLE IV.—Treasurer. 


Sect. 1. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to see 
that all boards, committees and officers, except the water 
commissioners, on or before the 5th and 2oth day of each 
month (unless otherwise fixed by statute), pay to the 
town treasurer all sums exceeding $10 collected by them 
previous to that date to the custody of which the treas- 
urer is entitled. 
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Sect. 2. Voted that—The treasurer shall cancel, 
in the presence of the selectmen and board issuing the 
same, all bonds, notes, script and other evidence of in- 
debtedness of the town which have been paid, and shall 
file and keep all approved and receipted accounts, 
elaims, bills, pay-rolls and vouchers, cancelled bonds, 
notes, script, and other evidences of indebtedness of 
the town which have been paid, unless the performance 
of these duties are otherwise specified by statute. (See 
Rey. Laws, ae 25, SECs) 


ARTICLE V.—Auditors. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Auditors shall be required 
to audit all bills and accounts of the town, meeting in 
April, July and October, and thereafter monthly up to 
the close of the financial year, finishing by January 7th, 
in order that the selectmen may not be hindered in the 
preparation of their report. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 
25, Sec. 79.) | 


ARTICLE VI.—Town Officers. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—When the bills contracted or 
approved by any board, committee or officer have ex- 
hausted the entire appropriation for such board, com- 
mittee or officer, such board, committee or officer shall 
incur no further expenditure except in the case where 
such expenditure may be required by statute, and it 
shall be the duty of each board, committee or officer, 
before the close of the financial year to approve all ae- 
eounts, claims, bills and pay-rolls chargeable to their 
appropriations. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—No member of the board of 
selectmen or any officer appointed by the legal voters 
of the town, authorized to make any contracts or agree- 
ments in behalf of the town for labor, materials, goods, 
wares or merchandise furnished by the town, or fora 
loan of money, shall, either directly or indirectly for 
himself or for any other person, receive any commis- 
sion, discount, bonus, present or reward from the per- 
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sons making such sale, loan, contract or agreement for 
furnishing such goods, wares, merchandise or money. 
And no town officer, nor any member of a board or . 
committee of the town in his individual capacity shall 
contract or have any interest in a contract with the 
town; except in the case of publicly advertised com- 
petitive contracts. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 210, Sec. 8.) 


Sect. 3, Voted that—At any town meeting when | 
special committees are appointed or elected a vote shall 
be passed naming the compensation of the committee 
and also a sum of money for expenses of such commit- 
tee, otherwise the selectmen shall not draw orders on 
the treasurer for either services or expenses. 


Sect. 4. All boards, officers or persons except the 
water commissioners shall on the 30th day of December 
in each year settle their accounts and pay to the town 
treasurer all moneys due on their accounts, unless the 
30th falls on Sunday, in which case the settlement and 
payment shall be made on the 2oth. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Sect. 1. The tax collector shall on the 5th and 2oth 
of each month pay to the town treasurer all moneys to 
which he may be entitled and on the 30th of December 
in each year the collector shall pay to the town treasurer 
all moneys in his hands belonging to the town unless the 
30th falls on Sunday in which case the payments shall 
be made on the 2oth. 


Sect. 2. Funds belonging to the town in ee hands 
of the tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the 
bank on orders countersigned by at least two of the ~ 
selectmen. 3 
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ARTICLE VIII. 


Sect. 1. All bonds or notes issued in the future by 
the town for a longer period than one year shall be in 
serial form. 


GENERAL. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Any person indebted to the 
town for poll tax or otherwise shall have such debt de- 
ducted by the treasurer before payment from any sum 
due him by the town for work on the roads or for 
any other service performed. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The cost of all surety bonds 
required of any town official, members of boards or 
committees shall be paid by the town. (Rev. Laws, 
Chap. 25, Sec. 15.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—On all town work, for the 
performance of which competitive bids are received, 
the award of the contract shall be to the lowest respon- 
- sible bidder; preference always being given to citizens, 
when other conditions of the situation are equal.

To THE INHABITANTS OF THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH:— 


We have the pleasure of presenting herewith the annual 
report of the public schools of this town as prepared by the 
Superintendent. 

We wish to state here that Mr. Ira A. Jenkins resigned his 
position as Superintendent of Schools last July to accept a district 
superintendency in the towns of Foxboro, Plainville and Norton. 
Mr. J. H. Swain of Newmarket, N. H., has been elected by your 
Committee to fill the vacancy. 

The new schoolhouse at Teaticket which was authorized by 
the town at the last annual town meeting, to replace the one de- 
stroyed by fire last winter, has been completed and approved by 
the state inspector. An itemized account of the expense in the 
construction of the building appears in the town report. 

On account of the crowded condition in the Waquoit school 

and a petition, signed by the residents of that village, asking for 
some relief—a building being offered your Committee free of 
charge for school purposes, it was deemed expedient to open a 
school at Fresh Pond, so called. This has necessitated some 
expense in putting the building in condition and the salary of a 
teacher and janitor. 
; Also, on recommendation of our Superintendent, a special 
teacher is employed in the Village grammar school, and the separ- 
ation of the 8d and 4th grades in that school will necessitate the 
employment of an additional teacher at the beginning of the 
winter term. | 

As we have stated in previous reports, the continued increase 
in the number of scholars in our schools will call for a larger 
appropriation of money to meet the increase in school expenses. 

We ask you to carefully read the report of Superintendent 
Swain which follows.

Superintendent’s Report. 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF FALMOUTH. 


GENTLEMEN:—I have the honor to submit for your considera- 
tion my first annual report and the thirtieth in the series of 
similar reports of the Falmouth Public Schools. 

The statistical data herein contained are, as you know, com- 
piled from the registers of the school year ending June, 1912. 

Improvements are possible in any school system and, since 
the ideal system is ever unattainable, room for improvement will 
always be found. The Falmouth school system is not an excep- 
tion to the general rule. While there are many features of the 
work that are deserving of commendation, there yet remain many 
problems for us to solve. An exhaustive study has been made of 
the entire system that we might thereby be able to intelligently 
legislate for the best good of the schools. 


PROMOTION AND RETARDATION. 


The efficiency of a school system must be measured by the 
percentage of qualified pupils who are promoted annually. It is 
the duty of the system to prepare the pupils for promotion, and 
then promote them; aud no system of schools can merit the 
approval of the community until it succeeds in reducing its per- 
centage of non-promotions to a minimum. 

If there were no retardation, the average age of the children 
would not vary greatly from the regular order of advancement; 
for example,—if the average age of children in the first grade were 
six years and three months, the average age in the second grade 
would be seven years and three months, and so on through the 
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grades. When retardation exists, we find these average ages 
increasing from year to year until a point is reached when a num- 
ber of over aged pupils has accumulated who, being from one to 
four years older than the pupils with whom they are, lose interest 
in the school and school work, and therefore drop out. That we 
are losing two of these “squads” from our schools is shown by the 
enrollment. When the schools opened in September, we had 65 
pupils enrolled in the 8d grade against 84 in the 2d grade; and 36 
pupils enrolled in the 6th grade against 74 in the Sth 
grade. That this retardation has not been of long standing is 
evidenced by the fact that the 4th grade is larger than the 3d 
grade, having 77 pupils enrolled in the 4th against 65 in the 3d; 
and that the Tth grade is larger than the 6th grade, having 42 
pupils enrolled in the 7th against 36 in the 6th. There are 120 
pupils in the 1st grade against 44 pupils in the 8th grade, showing 
a loss of 631-3% of the pupils during their progress through the 
grades. The coming of Portuguese families has undoubtedly had 
its effect on this large percentage; however, it is plainly obvious 
that we are losing many children. 

In June, 1912, in the elementary schools, there were 29-7% of 
the pupils not prepared to be promoted. This large percentage of 
non-promotions immediately explains our apparent retardation 
and our loss of pupils. There can be no greater injustice done a 
child in his school life than in promoting him before he is pre- 
pared for the work of the next higher grade; but as I have before 
stated, it is the duty of the school to prepare him for promotion 
and in so far as a school system fails to attain this result, by so 
much is it inefficient not only in accomplishing its task, but also 


positively injuring some of the children. 
That you may see the effect that retardation has upon your 


finances, glance if you will at the report of last year. The aver- 
age membership in the elementary schools was 499 pupils, 29.7% 
of whom were not promoted, showing you 149 pupils who must 
repeat their year’s work. Your expenditure for the last two 
years has not varied greatly from $386,000. Taking the average 
cost per pupil at #55 which is a conservative figure, you will find 
that retardation has cost you over $8000 in the elementary schools 
alone. 


” 


There are three main reasons for this condition: 


1. The children are allowed to enter too young. Practically 
all school men, scientists, and thoughtful laymen are of tke opin- 
ion that the child should not begin on formal study until the ages 
of Tand 8. The ist grade is in a measure informally taught and 
not far separated from the kindergarten. This would place the 
age limit at entering school at 6 years, and this is the age adopted 
by most towns and cities throughout New England. We must 
realize that getting a child into school at an early age does not 
show the child to be any brighter than his fellows, and it has been 
shown in the experience of teachers, time and time again, that the 
child so pushed along in the early grades is very likely to be one 
of the poorest pupils in the intermediate and grammar grades. It 
is possible to pick out many of these cases in our own schools. 
The fact that setting the mind of a child at work on formal study 
at too early a period dulls it for work later, is a point that we’ 
must not disregard if we are to have the best good of these 
children at heart in the administration of the affairs of the schools. 


2. The attendance has been very irregular. It is impossible 
for any child to do his best work and be absent even a day from 
school. - Unavoidable absences must occasionally occur but these 
will never cause serious trouble. Thoughtful parents interested 
in the welfare of their children will insist upon perfect attendance. 
Those parents who for selfish and mercenary reasons would de- 
prive their children .of the whole or a part of their schooling 
should immediately be brought to realize that the state has passed 
laws to protect such children. No child between the ages of T 
and 14 can be legally absent from school for a single session, 
except on account of illness or a contagious disease in the family. 
That you may know that the non-attendance of enrolled pupils 
has reached large proportions, note if you will that there were 
10,859 absences in the Falmouth schools during the school year 
1911-12. Dividing these absences by the average membership, 
595, shows you that the average time lost for every child in the 
system was 3 weeks and 3 days. Of course many of the chil- 
dren did not lose this amount of time and some had perfect at- 
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tendance, but this fact only increases the marks to be set against 
the names of other pupils. 


3. Lack of uniformity in the work of the schools is noted. 
There seems to have been no course of study in use; it would 
therefore be unreasonable to expect that the same standard would 
be possible in the several schools. On account of the number 
of transfers that are made from school to school, it is partic- 
ularly important in Falmouth that the same amount of work be 
covered if these transfers are to be made without injury to the 
child and to the school to which he goes. The work in reading, 
arithmetic, and writing is generally poor, but in the first two sub- 
jects especially there are about as many standards of accomplish- 
ment in each grade as there are different schools. 


ATTENDANCE. 


The attendance is improving. The teachers are looking after 
the absences as they occur and are insisting upon the excuses as 
the law requires them to do; but we must have the full co-opera- 
tion of the parents in an endeavor to correct this evil and to place 
attendance upon a normal basis. . The truant officers recently 
appointed are doing efficient service and are continually being 
summoned by the teachers in cases where they are needed. 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


A provisional course of study has been written covering the 
work of all the grades in all the subjects, and this is now in the 
hands of the teachers. The teachers have all been asked to criti- 
cise this course of study as to arrangement and method of work in 
any and every particular where they have reason by actual prac- 
tice to think it could be improved, and to make any suggestions 
that may come to them as to additions that might be made that 
would tend to give better results. After having revised the 
course of study, as first written, along lines suggested by having 
seen it in actual practice for the present school year, it will be 
presented to you gentlemen for your approval. 


CLASS INDIVIDUAL TEACHING. 


We shall endeavor to give specific individual attention to the 
children under our instruction. There was in the old rural school 
the intimate contact between teacher and pupil that until about 
ten years ago was not to be found in our modern school system. 
It was this feature of rural school work to which so many unwit- 
tingly refer when they extol the value of the old district school. 
With the coming of the class recitation method, the individual 
child for a time was left out of consideration. We are now back 
to a point where all efficient school men recognize that in order to 
attain satisfactory results in any school system, the individual must 
be the unit from which the teacher works. Class individual 
teaching as applied to a modern and well organized school, works 
hand in hand with the class recitation method, economizing and 
making use of time that would otherwise be wasted and, in short, 
making real teaching possible. 

It is the first duty of a teacher to study the needs of each » 
individual child and discover if possible the proper method to get 
results in each particular case. She should realize that there are 
possibilities for development wrapped up in every child that comes 
to her room and should fully accept the responsibility that is hers, 
to discover these latent possibilities and give them life. 


SPECIAL TEACHERS. 


_ The work has been so arranged that the special teachers visit 
each school each week. The period for music and drawing ap- 
pears at a stated time on the regular program at each school so 
that there is no confusion and no rearrangements. There may be 
times during severe storms or when roads are bad, that the super- 
visor may be late or may be obliged to omit.a trip; if so, the 
regular teacher will follow the directions previously given by the 
supervisor and will accomplish what she can for that particular 
subject, but the regular work of the school will not be interrupted. 
We have no more valuable subjects in our course than music and 
drawing; but, unless they fit regularly into the schedule and are 
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made to conform to the rest of the work of the school, they be- 
come a detriment. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


That a child cannot carry the work of the schools success- 
fully if he is physically ill, is well known. An eminent physician 
is authority for the statement that practically all so-called dull 
children are so because of some physical defect. The law requir- 
ing medical inspection in the schools has been the means of saving 
many children both physically and mentally; thereby serving to 
raise the average standard of work in our schools. 


TEACHERS’ MEETINGS. 


Teachers’ meetings are held once each month, all teachers and 
the supervisors being present. The supervisors explain the char- 
acter and purpose of the work they are to cover in their respective 
subjects during the next month so that the teachers may have the 
necessary direction in these subjects. The remainder of the time 
is given over to informal dsscussions by the teachers as to methods, 
course of study and educational topics, and to talks given by the 
superintendent covering topics pertinent to the daily work in the 
schools. It is hoped that later, at some of these meetings, we 
may have some school men and school women from outside fields 
come to speak to us. 


ScHOooL BUILDINGS. 


The general condition of the school buildings is good. There 
are, however, a few minor repairs that should receive your atten- 
tion. One author has said: 

‘A good school house, properly located, beautified as it should 
be, and made comfortable, pleasant, and inviting is in itself a 
teacher for good.” 

Our children are in the schoolroom about six hours each 
school day; therefore,-let us make these rooms as comfortable and 
as pleasant as any well ordered home. 

The new building at Teaticket was opened for occupancy 
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December 2d. You are to be congratulated on having so’ well 
supplied the educational needs of the children in this community. 
The building is attractive, well lighted, well heated, well ventilat- 
ed, and absolutely sanitary. 


FrEsH POND SCHOOL. 


The school organized at Fresh Pond at the beginning of the 
present school year is giving very satisfactory results. There are 
29 children enrolled at the present time, and the character of work 
being done by these children compares well with the work of the 
schools in other sections of the town. The pupils are punctual 
and regular in attendance and seem very much interested in their 
work. The school is reaching out and exerting an influence in 
the homes from which these children come that should make itself 
felt in every section in which there are Portuguese families. The 
building in use is serving its purpose, but you should seriously 
consider furnishing more adequate accommodations for these chil- 
dren if the school is to be the power for good in this community 
that we wish it to be. 


MANUAL TRAINING. 


A start was made last year in manual training by the intro- 
duction of basketry and weaving in some of the schools and car- 
pentry in the Woods Hole grammar school. The work in basketry 
and weaving is now being done in all the schools and work in 
sewing has been started. The work in carpentry and finishing is 
being continued at the Woods Hole grammar school and is giving 
very satisfactory results. 

In 1898 instruction in manual training was required to be 
furnished in high and elementary schools in all towns and cities in 
the state having 20,000 inhabitants. There were three main 
reasons for the passing of this law: 

1. The manufacturing interests of the state began to realize 
that the superiority of manufactured goods produced by European 
countries was due chiefly to the elaborate system of industrial 
training in the schools in those countries. | 
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. Students of education discovered that the highest educa- 
sata eval pivtent could be secured only in correlation with motor 
activities. 

3. The changes in social conditions and the increase in the 
length of the school year have taken from the child the opportuni- 
ty to develop along industrial lines through the variety of home 
employment, thereby making it necessary for the school to supply 
this training. 

A public document states the following: 

“The need of the times is a line of handiwork which shall be 
continuous throughout the school course; which shall be broad 
enough to satisfy all the needs of the child, not only those which 
arise from his own physical and mental constitution, but those 
which exist because he is a social creature, under obligation to 
give as well as to take in a world where the highest interests of all 
are conditioned upon the highest degree and widest range of indus- 
trial efficiency.” 

At the present time practically every well organized school 
system has made manual training. in one form or another. a part 
of its regular work. Let us endeavor to extend our work in this 
line so that the children of Falmouth may have the same advan- 
tages that are furnished the children in other towns. 


HicH SCHOOL. 


The State Board of Massachusetts is to be congratulated on 
their attitude toward making the high schools of this Common- 
wealth more nearly serve the needs of the boys and girls. The 
aims of the State Board in endeavoring to change to some extent 
the program as it is in many schools are: 

1. To give certain elements of education that are needed by 
all boys and girls, including those who are going to college. 

2. To keep in school a larger proportion of those who enter. 

3. To attract many who do not now enter. 

4. To direct boys and girls into those vocations for which 
they are adapted and in which they are needed. 

The State Board proposes that in the first two years of the 
high school course we give the pupil: 
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‘1. Appreciation of good literature and practise in written and 
‘ oral expression, } 

2. Appreciation of the value of science, and practice in apply- 
ing its principles to matters readily brought within the pupil’s 
experience. 

3. Appreciation of the value of community and collective 
activities, and practice in securing first hand information concern- 
ing such activities. 

4. A thoughtful attitude towards the choice of vocation, 
information. upon various vocations, and, when possible, opportun- 
ity to test capacity in some particular field. 

The course of study as outlined by the State Board does not 
in any manner affect the boy or girl intending to go to college. 
Every subject is offered that is necessary for college entrance. 
What it does do is to offer to the 90% or more of pupils 
who do not intend to go beyond the high school something that 
will be of real worth to them. And again it is striving to save to 
the school and thereby to the town and to the state in nsefulness 
and efficiency that class of pupil who now considers his education 
finished without entering the high school. 

The high school is the summit of our public school system, 
and it can be made’ to serve the best interests of this community 
only when the work is so arranged that it will offer an adequate 
training for life to the sons and daughters of all the people in the 
town of. Falmouth. 


PARENTS. 


The co-operation of the parents is an essential factor if we 
are to be successful in dealing with the individual child. The 
mother or father should visit the school frequently, talk over the 
work of the child with the teacher, and assist her to a better 
understanding of the individual case. This intimate and close 
relation between the home and the school is absolutely necessary 
if the schools are to accomplish their best work. 


TEACHERS. 


A thorough and efficient corps of teachers is the first requisite 
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of a successful school system. The demand for teahers of experi- 
ence, conscientious in their work and with records of accomplish- 
ment, far exceeds the supply; therefore the salaries that you find 
it necessary to pay to secure the services of competent workers 
are at least a third larger than were necessary ten years ago. That 
you have increased your salaries, as have other towns and cities in 
the state, rather than place inferior and incompetent teachers in 
charge of the schools speaks well for the educational interests of 
the children of Falmouth. 

The teaching force as a whole is composed of trained and ex- 
perienced workers. Their attitude toward their work, their 
earnestness of purpose, their enthusiasm, and their full co-opera- 
tion assure us that we have a body in whose hands we may safely 
place the problems of our public schools, and from whom we may 
confidently expect a solution of these problems. 


CONCLUSION. 


There is no reason why the schools in the town of Falmouth 
should rank second to any in the state of Massachusetts. There 
is nothing in the way of preparing children for life and its many 
and varied responsibilities that is too good for our children, As 
administrators of the affairs of the schools we should be continually 
reminded that it is the welfare of the children of the community 
that is given into our hands. May we be constantly directed in 
our legislation by a full realization of the importance of our task 
and by a fixed determination to give to these children during 
their progress through the public schools an adequate preparation 
for life,—for true and honest citizenship. 

The manifestations of interest in the welfare of the schools on 
the part of the citizens with whom I have come in contact during 
my short term of service is very gratifying. I would also express 
my appreciation for the continual and full support that I have 
received at your hands. I assure you it is a pleasure to work 
under such conditions. |

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF LAWRENCE HIGH 


SCHOOL. 


J. H. SwAtn, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Dear Sir:—At your request I am pleased to present this, my 
fourth annual report on the condition of the Lawrence high 
school. 

The building and its equipment are in excellent condition, 
and the janitor service is of the best. This with.the desire of the 
committee to have it so, is a great help to us all and is surely ap- 
preciated. Our equipment should be increased by the addition of 
many needed reference books and by a good deal of physical 
apparatus. 

The enrollment is the largest in the school’s history—one 
hundred and twenty pupils. But the attendance is not satisfac- 
tory, though it has shown improvement during the last three 
months. However, the following list of excuses for absences 
received during that time shows, I think, that the parents could 
help us here. As copied from our record book of “excuses for 
absence and tardiness’”:—“Out of town—Missed the train—Went 
to ball game in Boston—Pleasure—Business—Went to bank— 
Went to dentist—Drove the stage—Worked—Went to barber 
shop—Did errands—Didn’t get up in time.” Surely the parents 
could help us in regard to the last one. Punctuality is a habit 
worth dollars and cents,—and much more. 

The majority of our pupils are doing a good amount of home 
study. I would call attention to this, however, that in proportion 
as the “application” of the childin school increases, this ‘“home- 
work” may decrease in length. If the fathers and mothers will 
watch closely the “application” marks on the report cards, and 
then inquire into the same, we shall get larger results with less 
time expended. We are to have a telephone installed in the 
school, and from 8.45 a. m. to 12 noon; and from 1.15 p.m. to 3.30 
p- m. (and often till 5.00 p. m.) I shall be where I can talk weld 
any parent about the school work. 
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Our school still has the College Entrance Examination, Board’s 
certificate privilege. But I wish that it could be clearly under- 
stood that we cannot use this unless the pupil has done excellent 
work—this, by practically all the colleges, is set at eighty per 
cent., or above, for all work. 

I think I stated in my last report my feeling about industrial 
education. I have not changed my mind since. At present thirty 
per cent. of our pupils are aiming for college or normal school, 
thirty per cent. are taking the business course, leaving forty per 
cent. who have no definite aim—or perhaps I might say, have no 
goal beyond a high school education. A president of one of our 
largest colleges states that the powers of the mind cannot be com- 
pletely developed without training the eye and the hand. If we 
are all to use these as aids in life, why should we not give them as 
careful an early training as our mind. What is meant by the 
skilled workman who always gets the greatest reward for his 
labor? Is it the man whose brain alone. is trained, or is it the one 
whose developed mind directs a trained hand or eye? Do we pay 
our dress makers for telling us “how” to make a dress or for 
knowing the “how” themselves and having a training of the hand 
and eye above that of other women which enables them to execute? 
As these things are all true, ] wish to say again that I shall be 
heartily in favor of any movement which looks toward such work 
in our schools, should the work be in domestic arts, agriculture in 
its many branches, or in manual training with its wide field. 

The work in our music under Director Kershaw is very satis- 
factory. The subject is taken by all except those excused by him. 

In drawing the results are also very satisfactory. I wish that 
Mrs. Luce might have more time to give us. 

Our improvement society is about to put in one hundred 
dollars worth of busts and pictures to adorn the newer portion of 
the building. If we had more opportunity, much good work 
might be done by this socicty along lines of training in public 
speaking and debating, two very valuable parts of an education. 

In athletics, our base-ball team won the championship of the 
Cape Cod High School Base Ball League. The team cannot be 
too highly commended for its clean and sportsmanlike playing, a 
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feature that was characteristic of the playing of the whole league. 
When eight teams can play a season’s schedule without any team 
protesting a decision to the officers of the league, it is an institu- 
tion worth preserving. The banquet given by the committee to 
the team was a very courteous act and, I think, one that the 
committee knows was appreciated by the team and the principal. 
Two things I would speak of in this connection: that a_base-ball 
team should not be the reason for staying in school, and that all 
the boys should be encouraged to try for our teams. For the girls 
a basket-ball court has been arranged, and, I am glad to say, used, 
The West Falmouth girls ue been energetic enough to raise 
funds for a court at West Falmouth, and are to be aeneratalated! 

A fine public library is next to the high school. Why cannot 
it be opened six or seven hours a day, so that we can use it asa 
reference library, and a quiet study room? We have very, very 
few reference books in our building, and it seems too bad to have 
a supply so near, and yet so far. 

In closing, allow me to thank you for your support and 
numerous helpful suggestions, the teachers for there fidelity, and 
the committee for its aid whenever asked. Trusting that I may 
be of more aid and more service to the community, I am

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


Mr. J. H. Swat, Superintendent of Schools. 


My Dear Sir:—In my previous reports on music, I have stated. 
from time to time what we are doing, and what we are trying to 
accomplish. 

I have been very much interested in a suggested outline of 
music for rural schools, published by the State Board of Educa- 
tion, and I am very glad to say (without presumption), that the 
rural schools in Falmouth are far beyond the outline suggested in 
actual results.- 
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I should be very glad if I may see adopted a plan whereby 
music may be made more of a study in the high school. I feel that 
the work through the primary and grammar grades ought to be 
made more concrete in the high school. We have only one period 
each week and can only do chorus singing, which we have always 
made interesting and instructive to the pupils. 

I should like to see a course in the high school in the higher 
branches of music, something that is impossible in the grades, 
and one which could be combined to fit pupils for normal school 
and college.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING. 


Mr. Swaln, Superintendent of Schools. 


Dear Sir:—The following report upon the subject of drawing 
is submitted for your consideration. 

Last year I spent Wednesday and Thursday of each week in 
the schools of Falmouth. Wednesday was devoted to the work in 
Woods Hole, Quissett, West Falmouth, North Falmouth, 
Teaticket, Davisville, Waquoit and East Falmouth. Each school 
was visited once in two weeks. Each Thursday morning was 
spent at the high school and the afternoon at the grammar school. 
When the schools opened in September, another day was added to 
my time which has enabled me to give a lesson in each school 
once a week. An outline is given to each teacher in order that 
the work may be carried on through the week. 

The course in drawing may be briefly outlined as follows:— 

During September and October a greater part of the time was 
spent in color study and drawings from nature. In November 
and December we studied perspective principles and made draw- 
ings from models. Color harmony and printing received their 
share of time. In January we take up the study of pictures and 
artists, also composition, pose and animal drawing. February is 
devoted to mechanical drawing, March to color study, constructive 
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work, and nature drawings. April, May and June are spent upon 
the principles of design, the study of good examples in design and 
nature study. 

There are four classes in drawing at the high school—two 
taking the mechanical work and two freehand. Each class has 
but one period each week for the work. The time is so short that 
it is difficult to accomplish but a very limited amount of work. 

As quickly as the time permits manual training is being 
introduced in each grade and the following plan is being carried 
out:—Grade I, paper cutting and pasting, raffia winding and mat 
weaving. Grade II, paper cutting, mat weaving and hand loom 
weaving. Grade III, cardboard construction; simple stitches on 
burlap, useful things made from Tilo matting. Grade IV, work 
with raffia and reed-baskets. Grades V-VIII, basketry, sewing 
and woodwork. 

The aim of the course is to train the child to see truthfully, 
to execute skillfully, and to appreciate that which is useful and 
beautiful in his surroundings; and it should result in the ability to 
choose the finest things and the skill to do the finest thing in the 
best way. 

In closing, I wish to thank all who have so kindly co-operated 
with me in the work.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN. 


JOHN H. SwArn, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass. 


Dear Sir:—I herewith submit my third annual report as 
School Physician of the schools of Falmouth. 

The different epidemics that were prevalent when I made my 
last report continued until near the end of the school year, thus 
effecting very seriously the attendance at the public schools. 

During the year I have visited each of the schools twice, 
making a careful individual examination of each pupil and made 
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comparisons between their condition the present year and their 
physical condition a year ago, and the results were very gratifying 
to me. I have given much attention to the retardation problem 
and have noted that in a large majority of the cases where the pupil 
is not up to the normal standard in his studies, I have found the 
teeth in very bad condition. I had every child carefully exam- 
ined by a dentist and the conditions recorded on blank charts and 
then had the results of the examinations carefully tabulated. The 
importance if this work is obvious when we consider that the 
development of the child, both mentally and physically, is depend- 
ent upon their nutrition, their nutrition is dependent upon their 
digestion and their digestion is largely dependent upon the con: 
dition of their teeth. 

I would again, as in my report of 1910, call the attention of 
the school committee to the necessity of installing in each school 
building a sanitary apparatus which, when used, will deliver a 
supply of thoroughly asceptic soap, sufficient for use at one time. 

The general health of the scholars at the beginning of the 
present school year was very satisfactory. 

I have made many visits to the schools at the request of the 
teachers and the superintendent and have also visited many of the 
parents at their homes, in an effort to secure treatment for the 
children where needed. 

I would recommend the same appropriation for this depart- 
ment as last year.

To see if the town will instruct the water commis- 
sioners to extend the water mains to and through that part of 
the town known as “‘Sippewissett,” and appropriate such sums 
of money as needed or take such action as necessary under this 
article. On petition of Frederic T. Lawrence and others. 

Voted, that the matter be left in the hands of the water com- 
missioners for investigation and to report at the next special or 
annual town meeting. 

25th. To see what action the town will take in establishing 
and maintaining a public dumping ground for Falmouth Heights 
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at Falmouth Heights and appropriate a sum of money for the 
same. By request of the Board of Health. 

Voted, that the selectmen be authorized to expend a sum not 
exceeding $250 for the purchase of land for a dumping ground at 
Falmouth Heights, the purchase to be made by the selectmen and 
the location of the dump to be selected by the selectmen and 
board of health jointly. 

Voted, in case no purchase can be made for the amount men- 
tioned, the money to be used by the board of health in maintaining 
the present dumping ground for the year ensuing. 

At this point the moderator named the advisory committee to 
serve for the ensuing year as follows: Henry W. Harris, James 
Cameron, George E. Teele, Franklin L. Gifford, Frederick K. 
Swift. The sum of $150 was appropriated to cover the expenses 
of the advisory committee. 

Voted, that hereafter, at the annual town meeting, no other 
business be done on the first day of the meeting except the elec- 
tion of officers to be elected by ballot, and that the polls be opened 
at 7 o'clock a. m. | 

Voted, that the town adopt the recommendations of the 
auditors as printed in the town report. 

26th. To see if the town will vote to buy a power 
sprayer for the use of the tree warden and make an appropriation 
therefor. By recuest. 

Voted, that the selectmen and tree warden be empowered to 
purchase a power sprayer for use of the tree warden at an expense 
not to exceed $1250, upon the recommendation of the state forest- 
er department as to the style and type of same. 

Voted, to appropriate $1250 for the same. 

27th. To see if the town will rescind the vote taken March, 
1891, whereby the selectmen were prohibited from issuing 
licenses for the setting of fish traps in the waters of Nantucket 
sound. On petition of John J. Veeder and others. 

Voted, that the action taken at the town meeting of March, 
1891, whereby the selectmen were prohibited from issuing licenses 
for the setting of fish traps in the waters of Nantucket sound, be 
rescinded. 
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28th. To hear the report of the special committee appointed 
to obtain plans, specifications, and estimates for a steel draw- 
bridge over the channel of the Eel pond in Woods Hole and to 
see if the town will appropriate a sum of money to defray the 
expenses of said committee and take any other action necessary. 
On petition of Gilman A. Drew and others. 

29th. To see if the town will vote to raise, appropriate and 
borrow a sum of money for the purpose of replacing, repairing or 
building anew the Eel pond bridge, so called, on Water street, 
so called, in Woods Hole and take any action necessary in the 
premises, including the securing of special legislation if deemed 
necessary. On petition of Gilman A. Drew and others. 

30th. To see if the town will vote to replace, repair, or 
build anew the bridge over the Eel pond channel in Woods Hole 
and to acquire by purchase, taking, or otherwise, such land, 
easements or rights in land as may be required in connection 
with said work, and will vote to raise, appropriate and boirow a 
sum of money for the purpose, and take any other action 
necessary. On petition of Gilman A. Drew and others. 

Voted, to accept the report of the committee. 

Voted, the town raise and appropriate the sum of $22,000, 
such portion of which as may be necessary shall be used to build a 
steel drawbridge with a clearance of not less than 31 feet 
6 inches over the Eel pond channel in the village of 
Woods Hole, in acquiring by purchase, taking, or otherwise, 
such land, easements, or rights in land, as may be required in 
connection with the straightening or widening of or making 
slopes for the channel, said channel to be not less than 
31 feet 6 inches wide and 8 feet deep at mean low 
water, and for use as town landings. That of this amount the 
sum of $2500 shall be taken from the tax levy of the current year, 
the balance of this amount, not to exceed $19,500 in the aggre- 
gate, to be borrowed, and that the town issue its negotiable notes, 
bonds or script, not to exceed $19,500 in the aggregate, payable 
in sums not exceeding $2500 a year, said notes, bonds or script to 
bear interest not exceeding 5% per annum, and to be signed by 
the treasurer and countersigned by the selectmen. That the 
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legislature be immediatly petitioned to authorize the town to 
acquire by purchase, taking or otherwise, such land, easements, or 
rights in land as may be necessary to carry out this vote, and to 
ratify and confirm this action of the town, and that the county 
commissioners be petitioned to apportion part of this expense on 
the county of Barnstable. 

Voted, that the work set forth by the preceding vote, except- 
ing the acquiring of land, easements or rights in land which shall 
be done by the selectmen, shall be done under the direction of a 
committee consisting of the selectmen of the town of Falmouth 
and the committee composed of Gilman A. Drew, John J. Veeder, 
Charles E. Hall, Franklin L. Gifford, John P. Sylvia, Jr., and 
George E. David, it being understood that this work shall be 
done as approved by the state board of harbor and land commis- 
sioners and by the county commissioners of Barnstable county. 

Voted, that the town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$412.73 to pay for the plans, and specifications prepared in con- 
tion with the proposed Eel pond channel bridge and to pay the 
expenses of the special committee appointed in September, 1912. 

A rising vote of thanks was presented the committee on the 
Eel pond channel at Woods Hole. 

31st. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of five hundred dollars (#500) to build a stone or con- 
crete wall at the foot of the bank at Falmouth Heights opposite 
the summer residence of Mary E. Keith to stop the wash of the 
drainage from the town highway, the same to be expended under 
the supervision of the highway surveyor. By request of the 
Highway Surveyor. 

32d. To see if the town will appropriate a sum not to ex- 
ceed the total amount of $4000 (estimated cost)for the purpose of 
connecting on the Vineyard sound or park front at Falmouth 
Fleights the sea wall now existing, fronting the properties of H. 
Newton Marshall and the Casino, a distance of approximately 
seventeen hundred (1700) feet, levelling said park front to prac- 
tically the grade of Grand avenue and continuing said sea wall 
west from the said Casino at such points not now protected as 
may be considered necessary to protect the so-called Bluff 
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from further damage by the elements. Said sea walls to be con- 
structed of such material and of such dimensions as the park 
commissioners and selectmen may consider most advantageous 
for the purpose required.

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Report of the Water Commissioners. 


The Water Commissioners respectfully submit the following 
report of their doings for the year ending December 31, 1918. 

The board was organized as follows:— 

Chairman—George H. Turner. 

Secretary—Asa L. Pattee. 

Treasurer—Seba A. Holton. 

The plant 1s in good condition and has done satisfactory work 
during the year, except for a short time during the protracted 
drought of last summer, when we were unable to give satisfactory 
service in the village of Woods Hole. ‘That village is supplied by 
one eight inch pipe which was ample for its needs when the plant 
was installed, but since that time the growth of the village and the 
increase of water consmption has been so great that the supply is 
insufficient and some measures must be adopted to remedy the de- 
fect. 

Our consulting engineer advises us that a second main ex- 
tending from a point near the farm house of E. N. Fenno in Quis- 
sett to a point near the house of Sidney W. Lawrence in Woods 
Hole would give a sufficient supply for some years to come. 

The pumping station has been repainted and is in good con- 
dition. For detail of improvement see report of the engineer. 

Since last June it has been necessary to employ a second man 
at the station and the time is probably not far distant when more 
help will be necessary. 

The Quissett stand-pipe has been cleaned, repaired and re- 


painted. 
The minor extensions of the year have been—one small one 
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at Falmouth Heights and one on Gifford street, both of which will 
give the required income. 

The North Falmouth extension, begun last year, has been 
completed. The water was turned on May 15, the day promised 
by the Commissioners, and so well was the work done that not a 
single leaky joint has been found. 

By the advice of our consulting engineer, the stand-pipe for 
this extension was located near the one in West Falmouth and the 
pressure secured justifies the location. 

While we had this matter under consideration we visited 
other towns and investigated the different kinds of material used 
in such construction. It was evident to us that standpipe of rein- 
forced concrete was far preferable to one of steel as the durability 
of this kind of structure is much greater and no painting or replac- 
ing of rivets is ever necessary. We therefore contracted with 
Simpson Bros. Corporation of Boston to erect a pipe 40 feet in 
diameter and the same in height for the sum of $9800. The work 
has been completed in a satisfactory manner and the pipe is in 
use. 

Owing to the increased territory now covered by. our 
system, it became evident that a larger main was necessary from 
the pumping station to the state road hence we have laid an addi- 
tional pipe 18 inches in diameter beside the one already in use. 

Although the bonds for the North Falmouth extension were 
ordered immediately after they were authorized by the town, they 
were not received until February, 1913, therefore in became neces- 
sary to use our surplus and to negotiate a temporary loan in order 
that the work might not be delayed. The bonds were sold to A. 
B. Leach & Co. of Boston. The proceeds of this sale were as 
follows:—Face of bonds, 55,000; premium, #252; interest to date 
of delivery, #448.89. | Detailed statement of the entire cost of the 
extension and improvements made necessary thereby will be 
found. on another page. : . | 

Relief valves have been. placed in the mains near the pump- 
ing station so that additional pressure may be had in case of fire 
without endangering the system or fixtures connected therewith. 

Owing to the erection of two new houses on lenzance, 
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Woods Hole, it became necessary to install an additional hydrant 
at that point. As we had no vote authorizing this improvement, 
it was put in at the expense of Mr. Strong, the owner of the 
houses, with the understanding that we would recommend that he 
be reimbursed by the town. We make that recommendation. 

All the hydrants, fountains and cranes have been repainted. 

During the year we have received many petitions for exten- 
sions, but with the exception of the one at Sippewissett, we had 
received no authority from the town to expend any money in 
making investigations, hence we respectfully refer them to the 
town for instructions. 


These petitions were as follows: 
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One from Mr. Emmons for replacing the present surface main 
on Elm avenue by one below frost. 

One from the inhabitants of Waquoit and Davisville for an 
extension to those parts of the town. 

One for an extension on the road leading from a point near 
the house of George H. Cahoon towards West Falmouth. 

One on the road leading from a point near the house of Laban 
T. Robbins towards West Falmouth, about four thousand feet. 

During the year we have paid $8,000 for maturing bonds, and 
interest on all outstanding obligations. 

The bonds maturing during 1914 will amount to the same 
sum. 


REPORT ON THE SIPPEWISSETT EXTENSION. 


Agreeable to our instructions we gave a public hearing to the 
petitioners, nearly all of whom were present or represented. We 
found a general desire that the extension should be made. 

There are said to be thirteen houses at present or to be con- 
structed in the immediate future, which will probably give us an 
average of $265 each. 

The distance from Gifford’s corner to the cottage of Mrs. 
Elmer M. Marsh is 9625 feet. We estimate the cost of this at 
- $12,000.00 for an eight inch main. The cost is estimated greater 
than the average as the land in that part of the town is very 
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rocky. With a proper guarantee this might prove a good invest- 
ment as it would help to develop this part of our town. 

Since writing the above report, we have received a guarantee 
from Mr. Langley of an income of five percent on the cost for a 
period of ten years. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


We recommend that a new 8 inch main be laid from the farm 
house of E. N. Fenno in Quissett to a point near the house of 
Sidney W. Lawrence. 

That Benjamin Strong be reimbursed for amount expended 
for hydrant. : 

That some device be attached to the stand-pipes to inform the 
engineer when the pipes are full. 

That a building be erected on the lot near the road leading to 
the pumping station for the purpose of storing stock. 

We recommend the extension of the 4-in. main on Nantucket 
avenue to Elysian avenue and 4-in. pipes between Nantucket and 
Grand avenues on Amherst and Elysian avenues, also a 6-in. con- 
nection on Grand avenue from its junction with the Menauhant 
road to Elysian avenue, thus completing the circuit.

To THE HONOKABLE BOARD OF SELECTMEN: 


GENTLEMEN:—In accordance with the vote of the town, the 
following report of the work done and the expenses incurred for 
the year ending December 31, 19138, by this department and appro- 
priations under my charge and supervision, is herewith presented. 


VILLAGE HIGHWAY SECTION. 


The stone that has been crushed at the crusher this year has 
been charged to the village section, also stone that has been pur- 
chased to be held on hand for general repair work has been 
charged to the village repairs. . 


LIGHT OILS. 


In regard to light oils, I have bought most of the light oils 
by the tank car, finding that I could get it one and a half, cents 
-eheaper per gallon, saving $9.00 per water cart load of 600 gallons. 

All light oils have been charged to dustlaying appropriation 
and were used in various parts of the town, wherever the highway 
surveyor has considered it necessary. 

The dustlaying account shows an excess balance of $181.01, 
but with credit shown in the recapitulation account it exceeds 
appropriation only $16.01. 


CURBINGS. 


The curbing account shows an excess balance of $86.25, but 
with credits received from individuals in whose interest work was 
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done, it is less than appropriation $133.97. These credits lt be 
found jbamined in the recapitulation.

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Selectmen’s Report. 


In submitting our annual report for the year 1918, we have 
to report that the avenues at North Falmouth have been worked 
and are very satisfactory to the abutters. 

Wood Neck road has also been worked and makes a very at- 
tractive road leading from Sippewissett road to the bay—the only 
town way leading to the shore of Buzzards bay between West 
Falmouth and Quissett harbor. 

The building of the bridge over Eel Pond channel at. Woods 
Hole has been prolonged on account of the bottom having been 
thickly strewn with large boulders which made it almost impossi- 
ble for the dredger to make headway. The dredging, however, 
having been completed we think the work from now on will pro- 
gress rapidly. 

Referring to the vote taken at the last annual meeting, when 
it was voted to accept the report of the Little Pond committee 
and change the location of the river to the southwest end of the 
pond as per plans of the engineer, Mr. Goodspeed, the trustee of 
the Thomas H. Lawrence estate, objected to having it go through 
his land at that point, but would not object to its going through a 
little farther to the eastward. 

Rather than have any litigation we decided to let the matter 
go to the next annual meeting and recommend reconsideration 
and acceptance of plans which will be then submitted. 

During the year the electric lights have been extended 
through Quissett, so we now have a continuous lighting system 
from North Falmouth to Woods Hole and from the Village 
through Teaticket, East Falmouth and Wagquoit. Falmouth 
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‘Heights, Megansett, Davisville and Gifford road (as far as Lake- 
view avenue) have also been lighted. The appropriation of 
$9,500 of last year will have to be increased somewhat so as to 
provide for additional lights. 

The suits of Elizabeth Sullivan and Katherine Whalen 
against the town of Falmouth, we are advised by counsel, are still 
pending in the County of Suffolk and was put on the October list 
by counsel for the plaintiff. We are also advised that the coun- 
sels are disposed to agree to have these cases especially assigned 
for trial, and, if this is arranged, it is probable that trial may be 
held in Boston in March. 

In the case of John A. Tobey vs. Elbert S. Kip, we would 
state that this was a case brought by the tax collector in his own 
name to recover the tax upon a yacht kept by Mr. Kip in this 
town, he not being a citizen but having a summer residence here. 
This case involved a question which had not been adjudicated, 
namely, as to whether a pleasure yacht could be taxed as personal 
property, and whether it was merchandise within the provision of 
the statutes. The case was instituted in the first Barnstable dis- 
trict court and judgment for the plaintiff was secured. It was 
then appealed by the defendant and was heard in the Superior 
court where the judgment was reversed, and then upon request of 
counsel the case was reported to the Supreme court where it was 
argued last spring and a decision was rendered in favor of the 
plaintiff. This case is reported in Volume 214 of Mass. Reports, 
page 477. | 

At the last annual meeting a vote was passed as the sense of 
the meeting that the selectmen be requested to get legislation 
that would enable the town to vote to appropriate money for the 
purpose of building a wharf at Megansett, we have to say that a 
bill has been presented to the legislature and we think the town 
will have the necessary authority by the time the meeting is 
ealled to vote said money. |

To THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN. 


GENTLEMEN:—The board of fire engineers herewith submits 
the tenth annual report for the year ending December 31, 1918. 


FORCE. 


One hundred and thirty-one men belong to the department: 
~ One chief engineer, eight assistants and 122 call men. There are 
ten well organized companies and one hook and ladder company. 


APPARATUS. 


The apparatus belonging to the department is as follows: 
Nine hose reels, one chemical engine, one hook and ladder truck 
and 64 extinguishers.

NEW COMPANY. 


One new company has been formed during the year, i. e., No. 
10 at Wagquoit, with the chemical engine formerly located at 
North Falmonth with Company No. 9. The latter company is 
now supplied with a reel. 

Twelve hundred feet of rubber-lined hose have been pur- 
chased to replace the worn-out cotton hose. 

Twenty-five fire extinguishers have also been purchased and 
placed with the fire wardens at Teaticket, Hatchville and Waquoit 
to aid in the fighting of forest fires. 


FIRE ALARM. 


The Gamewell fire alarm system with bell in tower of town 
hall and signal boxes as follows:

The forest fire which occurred on May 11, threatened a large 
number of dwellings in Teaticket, but quick response and efficient 
work of the fire companies prevented any loss. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


We would recommend that the sum of $2500 be appropriated 
for the use of the department, to be expended under the. direction 
of the board of engineers and approved by the chief engineer. 

We would also recommend that a hose house be built on the 
town lot next easterly of the Craig house at Falmouth Heights 
to accommodate Hose No. 7, the same to be built out of the above 
appropriation.

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Report of the Tree Warden. 


The fourteenth annual report of the tree warden, including 
work on the gypsy and brown-tail moths, for the year ending 
December 31, 1813, is herewith submitted: 

I cannot.say much of anything different from my last report. 
The brown-tail moths are not as numerous as they have been in 
the past and it does not look as though there would be as many 
the coming year. The tent caterpillars have been more plentiful 
than in the past, but the prospects are that there will be less the 
coming season. I think that by more spraying than we have done 
in the past we can take care of them in better shape. 

As to the gypsy moths, I hardly know what to say. They 
are more numerous in town today than ever before, in spite of the 
work that has been done. They are located in all parts of the 
town from the Mashpee line to the Bourne line. 

We hope by more spraying this year to prevent their spread- 
ing into new territory, and think we can keep them within the 
colonies where they are now located. I have had John F. Carleton 
with me this winter and have scouted the various parts of the 
town. Mr. Carleton is considered one of the best experts in moth 
work and a letter that I have received from him I include with 
this. report. 

I don’t think that I can say anything more of interest, but 
any questions that you may care to ask will be answered to the 
best of my ability.

Dear Mr. Bosworth:—Our recent scout has made it evident 
that the gypsy moth has at last spread to nearly every: section of 
Falmouth, and the problem now is not so much to prevent their 
spread as it is to check a serious outbreak. In my opinion it is 
not best to expend much money on woodland of small value, but 
to encourage owners to cut and save their wood, confining town 
work to public places and estates which are worth protecting. — 

I would advise doing a reasonable amount of scout and 
creosote work in order to discover infestations before they grow 
strong, and for the rest depend on your sprayer. I also would 
advise that you endeavor to secure from the U.S. Government 
some plantings of parasites for your worst infestations. 

The brown-tail infestation in Falmouth appears to be lighter 
than for several years.

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Auditors’ Report for 1913. 


The auditors chosen at the last annual meeting respectfully 
submit the following report and recommendations:— 

The auditors, being duly sworn, met on April 15, 1913, and 
organized by the election of Henry H. Fay as chairman, and E. P. 
Hatch as clerk. 

Your auditors have examined the books and accounts of the 
various town officials and find them to be correct and generally 
well kept. 

Your auditors have seen the cancelled town notes and bonds. 
redeemed during the year, and have checked over the securities 
held by the sinking fund commissioners, trustees of the public 
library, Lawrence high school, and cemetery fund. 

Your auditors again recommend the overseers of the poor 
keeping an inventory or stock book showing stock on hand the 
first of January; all purchases and sales made during the year 
should be entered therein. This book should be turned over to 
the auditors for examination, together with the certificates of the 
amounts paid to the town treasurer. The auditors suggest the 
overseers of the poor consult them as to the form of keeping this 
account. : 

Some vouchers are still passed by the selectmen without being 
itemized as required by the standing votes (see Standing Votes, 
article 2, section 2). All accounts passed by the selectmen should 
state fully the amount of material, days’ labor, prices and the 
place where the work was performed. 

Standing Votes, article 2, section 2, require the selectmen 
“to investigate all orders,” “and to satisfy themselves of their pro- 
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priety and correctness” before endorsing the orders for any bills 
or accounts for payment by the town treasurer. 

Your auditors call to your attention that vouchers for pay- 
ments made by officials of the town to the town treasurer have not 
been sent to the auditors as required by article 9, section 1 of 
the standing votes. 

Your auditors report that ‘no action” on the vote of the town 
to arrange a system of vouchers. 

Your auditors also desire to thank the officials of the town 
for their courtesy and cheerful compliance with the suggestions 
made them.

Section 1. At every annual meeting the moderator shall, 
subsequent to the election of town officers by ballot, appoint five 
citizens and voters of the town who shall be knownas the advisory 
committee and who shall serve without compensation. 

Sect. 2. The persons so appointed shall serve until the ap- 
pointment of their successors at the annual meeting next following. 

Sect. 3. The advisory committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said committee 
may consider such questions with reference to the conduct of town 
affairs as they may deem advisable, and may consult with any and 
all officers, boards. and committees of the town with reference to 
matters under their supervision; they shall consider the various 
articles in the warrant for any special or annual meeting, called 
during their tenure of office, and shall make a report of their 
doings and recommendations to the town. 

Sect. 4. The advisory committee may hold hearings, if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money unless 
authorized by vote of the town. 

Sect. 5. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the town. 
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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. Voted that—Notice of every town 
meeting shall be given by posting a copy of the warrant 
therefor in every post office in the town, at least seven 
days before the time appointed for such meeting. Such 
further notice of any town meeting may be given as 
the selectmen deem proper. In case of the adjourn- 
ment of any town meeting from one day to another, 
the town clerk shall cause notice of the time and place 
of holding such adjourned meeting to be posted at the 
post office in town, which notice shall state the business 
to come before such adjourned meeting. Full notice of 
every special town meeting, including a copy of the 
articles of the warrant therefor, shall be mailed to 
every legal voter of the town, seven days at least before 
the date of such meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, 
Sec. 328.) 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The annual town meeting 
shall be held on the first or second Tuesday after the 
first Wednesday in February. : 

Sect. 3. Voted that—Long or complicated mo- 
tions, and any other motions which he shall so request, 
shall be presented to the moderator in writing. (See 
Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, Sects. 332 and 333.) 

Sect. 4. Voted that—No vote involving the ex- 
penditure of any sum of money shall be reconsidered 
at the same meeting at which it is passed, unless public 
notice of the intention to move such reconsideration be 
given within thirty minutes of the passage of such vote. 
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The town clerk shall note in writing the passage of such 
vote and also the time when the notice of reconsidera- 
tion is given. 

Sect. 5. Voted that—The town clerk shall collect 
all rules, regulations and standing votes in force cover- 
ing the Falmouth town meetings or relating to the 
town business, and they shall be published im the town 
report annually. The report shall contain the reports 
of all town boards, officers and committees having the 
control or expenditure of the town’s money and a list 
of the appropriations for the past year and those rec- 
ommended for the coming year, and copies shall be dis- 
tributed before the annual meeting. (See Rev. Laws, 
Chap. 25, Sec. 29.) | 

Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall cause 
to be published in the local newspapers, if there be 
such, atleast two weeks before any special town meet- 
ing, the last publication to be during the week previous 
to such meeting, all committee recommendations and 
estimates relating to the expenditures of money upon 
which action is to be taken. 


ARTICLE II.—Selectmen. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—The board of selectmen and 
every other board or commission of a town shall desig- 
nate some person as clerk who shall enter in books all 
its proceedings and shall have custody of its records. 
On vote of the selectmen. the town clerk may act as 
clerk of their board. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 35, Sec. 11.) 


Sect. 2. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the 
selectmen to investigate all orders on the treasurer 
passing through their hands and to satisfy themselves 
of their propriety and correctness before endorsing the 
order for their payment by the town treasurer. Al! 
such orders shall have itemized accounts attached, 
showing in detail the names of persons to whom pay- 
able and the purpose for which such order is drawn on 
the town treasurer. 
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Sect. 3. Voted that—No draft shall be drawn by 
the selectmen unless there is sufficient appropriation to 
pay the same, except for sums by law payable to the 
Commonwealth or county, for final judgment against 
the town and for bonds, notes and serip of the town and 
interest thereon, and for money payable to the commis- 
sioners of the sinking fund. | 


Sect. 4. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the 
selectmen to purchase for the several boards or com- 
mittees, except the water commissioners, all coal. The 
various boards and committees shall, on or before July 
1 in each year (or earlier if required by the selectmen) 
send in writing to the board of selectmen the estimated 
amount of coal required for the use of their respective 
departments or committees for one year. The select- 
men shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, ad- 
vertise for bids to furnish the required amount of coal, 
and shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible 
bidder. The contractor for coal shall give bonds in an 
amount satisfactory to the selectmen (said bonds to 
be not less than one quarter of the total contract) for 
the faithful performance of his contract. 


Sect. 5. Voted that—The selectmen shall have a 
general oversight of all town affairs, whether conducted 
bv special boards or not; and have the right to make 
any suggestions for the better conduct of a depart- 
ment, board or committee, and if such recommenda- 
tions are not heeded, they shall make a record of the 
same in the annual town report, that the town may 
take such action as seems best. 


Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall present 
to the town at its annual meeting names of suitable 
persons willing to serve to fill the offices of surveyors 
of wood, surveyors of lumber, fire wards, public weigh- 
ers, fence viewers and field drivers. 


Sect. 7. Voted that—The annual town report of the 
selectmen shall contain :—-- 
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A general statement of the town’s affairs during 
the past year and recommendations of the selectinen 
for future requirements. 

A report of all town meetings held during the year, 
including the articles of the warrants and the action 
of the meeting thereon. 

A report of all claims which are outstanding and 
of all suits to which the town is a party, together with 
a full explanation of the circumstances and the stand- 
ing of each case at the time of the report. 

A report of all streets laid out or constructed dur- 
ing the vear, the length and width, cost of construction 
and amount of land damages in each instance. 

A list of betterments during the year. 

Reports of all special committees mace at any 
meetings held during the year, together with any other 
action taken at said meetings, including committee ap- 
pointments and resolutions passed. 

The names of all corporations holding franchises 
granted by the town, and a statement as to whethe1 
the conditions of the franchises have been faithfully 
complied with by each corporation during the muni- 
cipal year. 

The names of all delinquent tax payers with the 
amount of the unpaid tax in each past year, unless 
the same has been remitted. 

A full statement of all taxes abated during the 
year, with the names of the tax payer and the amount 
of the abatement. 

The names of all delinquent water rate payers with 
the amount of the unpaid tax in each past year, unless 
the same has been remitted. 

A list of all provisional acts of the legislature ac- 
- cepted by the town. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, See. 
29.) 

ARTICLE III.—Water Commissioners. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Two of the water commis- 
sioners shall give surety company bonds of $5,000 each 
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for the faithful performance of their dune and the 
treasurer of the board, $10,000. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The water commissioners, 
on or before the 7th day of January in each year, shall 
make a detailed report to the selectmen, together with 
their recommendations: said report to contain a list of 
all unpaid water rates of January Ist; in each year; the 
list of such delinquents to be published annually in the 
town report, showing the several years in which rates 
are due and unpaid. (See Acts of 1898, Chap. 66, Sec. 
12 and 15.) 

Sect. 3. Voted that—The town authorize and di- 
rect the water commissioners to make minor extensions 
of water mains when, in their judgment, such action 
would be for the interest of the town, the cost of such 
extensions to be paid from the funds in their hands, 
provided that not more than fifteen hundred dollars 
($1,500) be expended on such extensions in any one 
year, and that a satisfactory bond or agreement be ob- 
tained from the petitioners to pay a revenue of six per 
cent. annually for a period of five years. 

Sect. 4. The water commissioners shall only make 
extensions to the water mains or pipes, under proper con- 
tracts for a term not less than 5 years which shall return 
6% per annum on the cost of the extension, and not less 
than 3% on the cost price of such extension for depre- 


ciation. 
ARTICLE IV.—Treasurer. 


Sect. 1. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to see 
that all boards, committees and officers, except the water 
commissioners, on or before the 5th and 2oth day of each 
month (unless otherwise fixed by statute), pay to the © 
town treasurer all sums exceeding $10 collected by them 
previous to that date to the custody of which the treas- 
urer is entitled. 
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Sect, 2. Voted that—The treasurer shall cancel, 
in the presence of the selectmen and board issuing the 
same, all bonds, notes, script and other evidence of in- 
debtedness of the town which have been paid, and shall 
file and keep all approved and receipted accounts, 
claims, bills, pay-rolls and vouchers, cancelled bonds, 
notes, script, and other evidences of indebtedness of 
the town which haye been paid, unless the performance 
of these duties are otherwise specified by statute. (See 
Rey. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 72.) 


ARTICLE V.—Auditors. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Auditors shall be required 
to audit all bills and accounts of the town, meeting in 
April, July and October, and thereafter monthly up to 
the close of the financial year, finishing by January 7th, 
in order that the selectmen may not be hindered in the 
preparation of their report. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 
95, Sec. 79.) | 


ARTICLE VI.—Town Officers. 


Sect.1. Voted that—When the bills contracted or 
approved by any board, committee or officer have ex- 
hausted the entire appropriation for such board, com- 
mittee or officer, such board, committee or officer shall 
incur no further expenditure except in the case where 
such expenditure may be required by statute, and it 
shall be the duty of each board, committee or officer, 
before the close of the financial year to approve all ac- 
counts, claims, bills and pay-rolls chargeable to their 
appropriations. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—No member of the board of 
selectmen or any officer appointed by the legal voters 
of the town, authorized to make any contracts or agree- 
ments in behalf of the town for labor, materials, goods, 
wares or merchandise furnished by the town, or for a 
loan of money, shall, either directly or indirectly for 
himself or for any other person, receive any commis- 
sion, discount, bonus, present or reward from the per- 
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sons making such sale, loan, contract or agreement for 
furnishing such goods, wares, merchandise or money. 
And no town officer, nor any member of a board or 
committee of the town in his individual capacity shall 
contract or have any interest in a contract with the 
town; except in the case of publicly advertised com- 
petitive contracts. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 210, See. 8.) 

Sect. 3. Voted that—At any town meeting when 
special committees are appointed or elected a vote shall 
be passed naming the compensation of the committee 
and also a sum of monev for expenses of such commit- 
tee, otherwise the selectmen shall not draw orders on 
the treasurer for either services or expenses. 

Sect. 4. All boards, officers or persons except the 
water commissioners shall on the 30th day of December 
in each year settle their accounts and pay to the town 
treasurer all moneys due on their accounts, unless the 
30th falls on Sunday, in which case the. settlement and 
payment shall be made on the 2ogth. 

Sect. 5. The auditors are authorized and empowered 
to consult the town counsel at any time in connection 
with their duties. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Sect. 1. The tax collector shall on the 5th and 20th 
of each month pay to the town treasurer all moneys to 
which he may be entitled and on the 30th of December 
— in each year the collector shall pay to the town treasurer 
all moneys in his hands belonging to the town unless the 
30th falls on Sunday in which case the payments shall 
be made on the 2oth. 

Sect. 2. Funds belonging to the town in the hands 
of the tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the 
bank on orders countersigned by at least two of the 
selectmen.

Sect. 1. All bonds or notes issued in the future by 
the town for a longer period than one year shall be in 
serial form. | 


ARTICLE IX. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Vouchers for all payments 
made to or due the town treasurer from any any board of 
officials of the town shall be sent to the auditors. 


JENERAL. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Any person indebted to the 
town for poll tax or otherwise shall have such debt de- 
ducted by the treasurer before payment from any sum 
due him by the town for work on the roads or for 
any other service performed. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The cost of all surety bonds 
required of any town official, members of boards or 
committees shall be paid by the town. (Rev. Laws, 
,Chap. 20, Sec. 15.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—-On all town work, for the 
performance of which competitive bids are received, 
the award of the contract shall be to the lowest respon- 
sible bidder; preference always being given to citizens, 
when other conditions of the situation are equal.

To THE INHABITANTS OF THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH:— 


We herewith present the annual report of the public schools 
of Falmouth. 

John H. Swain who was elected Superintendent in the sum- 
mer of 1912 and re-elected in May, 1918, left the service of the 
Committee November J5 last. Therefore, for the first time since 
a superintendent has been employed, we are unable to give a re- 
port of the schools by that official; but with the very efficient 
assistance of Mr. Henry W. Hall, principal of the Village Gram- 
mar school, and the co-operation of Mr. George W Howland, 
principal of our Lawrence High school, together with the reports 
of the special supervisors and school physician, we give on the 
following pages facts and data of the public schools in town. 

On December 6 last, your Committee elected Mr. Carl 
Holman of Lincoln, R. I., to serve as Superintendent for the re- 
mainder of the school year. He commenced his services January 
1, 1914. 

By vote of the town at the last annual town meeting, a new 
school building has been erected at Fresh Pond, so called. This 
building consists of one school room and accommodates children 
of foreign parentage who are living in that section of the town, 
and relieves what would otherwise be a congested condition at 
Waquoit. 

It will be noticed by the school census that there is quite a 
falling off in the number of children of school age from 1912, so 
we believe that, with the possible exception of the High school, 
the building accommodations are adequate for present needs. 

With the beginning of the school year in September, two new 
departments were installed at the Lawrence High school: The 
Manual Training department, under the supervision of Mr. Milan 
G. Twichell, a gentleman of large experience in the work, and a 
Domestic Science department, under the supervision of Miss 
Marion Estabrooke, a young lady of excellent qualifications. 

These departments are in line with modern education and are 
recommended by the best educators in the state.° In addition to 
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giving instruction in these lines of work to pupils of the High 
school, classes from the Village Grammar, also, are given certain 
periods each week and it is proposed to extend the instruction to 
other grammar schools in town, as soon as arrangements can be 
made, and we think it will prove a great advantage to many of 
our boys and girls. 

On account of these extra classes, the capacity of the High 
school building is taxed to its capacity and, if the best work is to 
be accomplished, larger accommodations will have to be provided. 

It has also been found necessary to divide the grades 
in the Village Grammar school, and the room previously occupied 
by the kindergarten has had to be used for the second grade. 
By the generosity of the rector and vestry of St. Barnabas’ parish, 
St. Barnabas’ house is at present used for kindergarten instruction. 
The class is small, however, and it may be a wise plan to discon- 
tinue this branch for a while, for the Committee does not feel as 
though it ought to trespass upon the courtesy of St. Barnabas 
indefinitely. 

The thanks of the Committee are due to our corps of teachers 
who, during the weeks when we were without a superintendent, 
carried on the work of their several schools faithfully and well.

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THE REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF THE LAWRENCE 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH. 
GENTLEMEN: — 


BUILDING AND GROUNDS. 


Our High School building and grounds are in excellent con- 
dition as a whole. ‘The large room in the basement which was . 
originally used as a gymnasium, has, as you know, been fitted up 
for our manual training work shop, and the small coat room ad- 
joining has been converted into a store room for that department’s 
stock. On the opposite side of the basement the room correspond- 
ing in situation to the gymnasium, has been equipped as a kitchen 
for our domestic science courses, while in the small coat room 
adjoining this a Palace Crawford cooking range and a good sized 
soapstone sink have been set up and a combination pantry and 
storeroom is being constructed by the boys of the manual training 
department. Our main room is now being wired for electric 
lighting in which work the boys are assisting, and several lights 
will be placed in the main corridor and adjoining rooms. I would 
suggest that better light be furnished in the girls’ lavatory, that a 
few of the walls be retinted and that some of our blackboards be 
planed at once, as they are so smooth through constant use as to 
be well nigh useless. 


JANITOR SERVICE. 


In spite of the fact that our building was much enlarged two 
years ago and that the increased number of pupils means much 
more work, our janitor service still is excellent. When I meet 
other principals who have many janitor troubles. I better appre- 
ciate what we owe to Mr. Butler’s careful work. 


EQUIPMENT. 


On the subject of equipment, I may speak as follows: We 
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haye in the building about three thousand books, practically all of 
which are in very good condition. A few of the books which were 
rebound during the summer are not satisfactory, as pages are miss- 
ing from them. Our nine typewriters were recently overhauled 
and are now in first-class condition and the rest of the equipment 
of the commercial department is satisfactory. A few filing cases 
which are needed, will be made by the boys. The chemical labor- 
atory equipment is very good and we have practically a full supply 
of chemicals on hand. For the physical laboratory we should have 
some much needed instruments, the cost of which will be between 
fifty and seventy-five dollars. In the manual training department | 
we have twelve finely constructed benches, the number which the 
room will accommodate, and a set of serviceable tools for each 
bench. In the storeroom is a rack for the lumber, a cabinet made 
by the boys and a gas heater for the glue pot. The domestic 
science equipment for the cooking consists of eight excellently 
made tables with slate tops and good sets of drawers, fourteen gas 
stoves with ovens, a good supply of cooking utensils, a large Pal- 
~ ace Crawford range and a roomy soapstone sink with hot and cold 
water. The sewing classes have two of the latest style Singer 
sewing machines and a cheval mirror. For our music work we 
have the Laurel Song Book for each pupil and sheet musi¢ 1s pur- 
chased from time to time as needed. Our equipment for drawing 
is poor. For the grade of work that should be done, we should 
have a set of the best drawing boards and sets of much better 
drawing instruments than we have at present. One of the most 
used pieces of our equipment is the telephone which has been of 
great assistance to me in very many cases. 

I would recommend that a_ filing cabinet be placed in the 
" principal’s office; that, in the basements, coat racks be provided as 
the coat rooms have been taken for the use of the two new de- 
partments; and, that. the building may be more quiet, T recommend 
that all movable chairs have their legs fitted with rubber caps. 


OUR ENROLLMENT. 


The enrollment in the school is one hundred and sixteen and, 
I think, that it will be larger another year. The attendance has

shown an improvement. and the cases of tardiness and. dismissals 
are.decreasing for which many thanks are due the parents who 
have aided us in these matters, 


EYE AND EAR TESTS. 


The annual eye and ear tests by the principal. showed. about 
the usual number of defective pupils, and in several cases our 
suggestions were followed and improvement came at once. 


AGES OF ENTERING. PUPILS. 


In the matter of the ages of our entering pupils I must say 
that I feel that we receive some who are so young as to be unable 
to profit by the work we offer. I believe that there may be such 
a thing as profitable retardation. 


MUSIC. 


Our chorus work in music this year has shown its usual very 
pleasing results, under the efficient leadership of Director Ker- 
shaw. ‘The boys of our school are taking hold as the boys in few 
schools do, and the girls are doing their part. faithfully. In a 
former report Mr. Kershaw suggested that a course in the theory 
of music, taking perhaps a period each alternate week. for two 
groups of pupils, could be given in the school.. I think that an 
elective course of this description would be particularly. valuable 
to those who are to enter the State Normal schools. 


DRAWING. 


In drawing, Mrs. Luce has produced excellent results when 
the equipment and the amount of time given to the subject are 
taken into consideration. As I have mentioned before she needs 
many things with which to do the grade of work demanded by 
the higher schools. 


TRANSPORTATION. 


The transportation by train of the North and West Falmouth, 
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pupils did not prove a success. A canvass of the pupils just, 
before the service was given. up, showed, that only.. two, pupils. 
spent-in study as much as an hour of the time gained by this 
method of transportation. Some twenty or more spent less or 
none at all, because their parents availed themselves of the oppor- 
tunity to have the children do more of the work of the household 
than they, could do under the barge system. It was also a cause 
of more or less confusion at the school, and made the arranging of 
a satisfactory program practically impossible. Again, the trains 
are often very; late in the winter, which would have resulted in 
the loss of more school time than was actually the case, which was 
about an hour. Taking it all in all, I think that the barge system. 
will be the better method. However, I would recommend that 
we be allowed to keep pupils after the barges have gone in the 
afternoon when it is best, and that they then return on the half 
past four train. 


ASSISTANCE BY PARENTS. 


I would ask all of the parents of our pupils to inquire into 
the school work of their children, if at least one study is not pre- 
pared at home each home day. Though I should like very much 
to visit all of the homes of my pupils, I do not seem to be able to 
do so, and so I would invite all of the parents to call on me either 
at the school or at my home. If this is not possible, call me up 
on the telephone, so that we may have an exchange of ideas. 


SCHOOL PAPER. 


Before this is published I expect that a copy of our new 
school paper will have appeared. This is a way of getting into 
closer touch with our friends, and also of giving our pupils a, 
larger audience than one teacher or one class. 


DEBATING. 


In debating, we have done some very interesting work ina 
new course entitled “The Community and. the Citizen,” which is 
being given this year to the freshmen who are not taking the col- 
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lege course. The points brought out by the class in debating the 
resolution “That a quarantined family should have their expenses 
paid by the community,” were worthy of older heads than theirs. 


ATHELRTICS: 


In athletics, the boys have continued their good work in base- 
ball and also, this fall, in football. If the behavior of our teams 
and the spirit of fairness with which they play is contrasted with 
other teams, I know that we shall not always lose by the compari- 
son. In this connection I know that the boys would like to have 
me express their appreciation of what the town does for them in 
athletics and, as one of them said recently, “Mr. Howland, don’t 
forget to mention in your annual report that we should like some 
shower baths. We certainly think the boys of New Bedford, Fair- 
haven and Wareham high schools are lucky to have them.” 


THE WASHINGTON TRIP. 


The members of our senior class are to be congratulated on 
their energy in earning a sum of money sufficient to take the class 
and a chaperon to Washington for a week in the spring. While 
the task probably detracts somewhat from their ability to concen- 
trate their full attention on their studies, | consider that the loss 
is more than fully made up. - 


COURSES OF STUDY. 


Our courses of study as given in the annual report for the 
year ending December 381, 1911, have not materially changed. 
The principal difference is that several of the subjects have more 
time. given to them now, especially English which at present is 
' being given five times a week in each year It is these additional 
- periods given to various subjects, made desirable by the increased 
demands upon the scholarship of our graduates and the fact that 
our large classes must be instructed in two divisions, which make 
it wise to gradually enlarge the teaching force, if the school is to 
retain it certificate privilege and keep its present good standing 
-- among similar schools in the state. The courses in manual train- 
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ing and domestic science have not been fully worked out, but we 
have made a good beginning by offering these au pIRRE. in the fresh-. 
man and sophomore years. : 
At present, then, we have arranged our schedule of courses so 
that even those who take only two years with us, can get much 
that is of value. A boy who enters the manual training depart- 
ment might have the following work in two years:—Two years of 
English which is largely of a practical nature—if that term is al- 
lowable here—being principally the writing of English and train- 
ing in correctness of speech; one year each in arithmetic and book- 
keeping; one year in a course training for citizenship, showing the 
relation of a citizen to his fellow citizens; one year in general 
science, a course which seeks to explain a few of the fundamental 
facts in nature; and two years of work in carpentry, painting, glaz- 
ing and in such other occupations as we may be able to give in- 
struction. The girl who takes the parallel course will have two 
years each in cooking and sewing in place of the manual training. 


VOCATIONAL SUBJECTS. 


A few words as to the purpose of vocational subjects in the 
high schools will not be out of place here. When the school en- 
tered its present quarters some eighteen years ago it was offering 
in common with all other high schools in the country a strictly, so 
called, cultural education. Some time later came the first radical 
change in the content of a high school education, when the com- 
mercial department was organized in which the pupil was offered 
the opportunity of becoming acquainted with the requirements of 
an occupation by which he could begin to earn wages as soon as 
he left school. And here I might say that acquainted is used 
advisedly, as we cannot produce expert. bookkeepers, typewriters 
or stenographers, but can only lay a good foundation which built 
upon by experience will produce finally the trained workman. In 
other words we deal with underlying principles. Now the people 
of the country, particularly of the middle west, are demanding and 
getting more of the same kind of work added to their high school 
curriculum. In answer to this call which is being heeded by all of 


the cities and ‘towns which feel that they can possibly afford it, the 
“manual training and domestic arts are taking their place beside the 
cultural subjects offered to those who are preparing for the profes- 
sions. In this work again let me emphasize the fact that it is not 
the skilled workman that we are aiming to produce, but a worker 
who has an acquaintance with some of the various oceupations 
which will be open to him for a life work and who has learned a 
few of the guiding principles in these fields of labor. To give two 
illustrations out of the many possible:—In- the cooking of vege- 
tables the underlying principle is to so cook the food that the cell 
walls of the starch grains are broken and thus the starch is made 
easily accessible to the gastric juices as soon as the food has en- 
tered the stomach. The vegetable cooked till these walls are 
broken is properly cooked, and it is not cooked because a certain 
receipt says to cook it twenty minutes. Also, in hanging doors, 
an underlying principle is that the hinges shall be hung so as to 
have the weight resting on as large a number of bearings as possi- | 
ble. Illustrations of the neglect of this may be found all over our 
building where the heavy doors are dragging because the hinges — 
were so put in that the doors are resting on one bearing instead of 


two. 


CERTIFICATE PRIVILEGE. 


The standard of the work done by our graduates who are at- 
tending the State Normal schools, the State Agricultural college 
at Amherst, Boston University, and the Polytechnic Institute at 
Worcester, is such that we have the certificate privilege of the 
New England College Entrance Examination Board. That we 
may retain this, however, it is very necessary that we be most 
careful in not extending the privilege to those whose work is not 
at least up to eighty per cent on an average, and I find in some 
schools that a higher average must be attained. For the sake of 
our reputation as a school we must be very strict in this matter, — 
and I hope that those parents whose children are planning to avail 

‘themselves of this privilege will aid me in maintaining a high 
- standard of excellence in our work. 
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. OUR TEACHING FORCE. 

The regular teaching force at the school now consists of Miss 
Gardner, who has the courses in Latin and most of the “Mathe- 
matics; Miss Allen, who has the French and German courses, and 
who also attends to the attendance records. Miss Lowe, who has 
all of the English work, the course in Ancient History and also 
the supervision of the school paper; Miss Carr, who has all of the 
commercial work, except the Arithmetic; Miss Estabrooke, who 
has all of the high school domestic science work, and in addition 
sewing for the sixth, seventh and eighth grades, and cooking for 
the eighth grade of the village schools; Mr. Twichell, who has all 
of the manual training in the high school, for the eighth grade of 
the village grammar school, and later the Woods Hole school; and 
myself, who have the sciences, United States History and Civics, 
Citizenship and Arithmetic. Even with this force, large as it 
seems and is, the teachers are working about thirty-two or three 
periods out of the thirty-five which we have each week, and during 
the train service one teacher was working forty periods per week. 
In a school of this size there is a goodly amount of individual in- 
struction that should be given and the only way that it can be 
best done is for.each teacher each day have a period in which she 
has no recitation. A year ago such was nearly the case as we had 
one more teacher, Miss Waring, but at present we are as badly 
hampered in this regard as we ever were, if not more so, due to 
the fact that this year we are giving a good number of courses 
five times per week, whereas they were given only three or four 
times weekly before. Then our school calls for a good deal of 
executive work in order that it may run smoothly, and with the 
principal teaching five periods daily, taking charge of the main 
study room two periods daily, and teaching one period a week 
after the regular school hours, there is not time to do it efficiently. 
I wish that this condition could be relieved very soon. 


CLOSING REMARKS. 


In closing, I. wish to express my sincere thanks for the sug- 
gestions that you have had made to me, for the unfaillng support 
that you have given the school; to extend to my corps of teachers 
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my deep appreciation of the splendid spirit of co-operation shown 

by them, and to thank the citizens for their liberal support of the 

school. | oh

To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF FALMOUTH. | 

DEAR Sirs:—Permit me to submit the following as the third: 
annual report of the supervisor of drawing. 

1: spend) Wednesday, Thursday and Friday of each week in 
the Falmouth schools. Wednesday morning I visit the North and 
West Falmouth schools. In the afternoon, a lesson is given in 
each room'in the Falmouth Grammar school. Thursday morning, 
Fresh Pond, Waquoit, East Falmouth and Davisville are visited, 
while in the afternoon a lesson is given in the school at Teaticket, 
Quissett and each room at Woods Hole. Friday is spent at the 
High school, the work being carried on through each period of: 
the. day. 

In order that each room should be visited each week, the 
longest time that can be spent in any one room is twenty minutes; 
and in the first four grades it has been necessary to cut the time 
to fifteen minutes. At the monthly teachers’ meeting held by the: 
superintendent, outlines in drawing were given out and a short 
time was taken to explain them. 

The outline is planned under the following heads:— 

Nature Drawing—The representation of plants, animals and 
the human figure. Appropriate rendering with pencil, crayon 
and brush, Decorative composition. 

Color—Elements, schemes, harmony. Mixing pigments. 
Study of examples of harmonious coloring. Application in repre- 
sentation and decorative design. 

Pictorial Drawing—The representation of the appearance of 
objects. Perspective principles. Study of pictures by masters. 
Composition. 

Structural Drawing—Structural element, geometric figures, 
solids, abstract curves. Accurate drawing with compasses and 
ruler. Elements of beauty, harmonious relation, refinement. 
Study of good design in common objects. Designing of common 
objects. 

Decorative Design—Geometric, floral and symbolic elements. 
Arrangement to secure balance, rhythm and harmony. Study of 
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examples of good design. Designing of borders, surfaces and 
panels in harmonious coloring.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN. 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF FALMOUTH. 

Gentlemen:—Since taking up the work of medical inspection 
of the schools in September, I have kept in touch with the differ- 
ent schools. Some have required more attention than others. 
Extra oversight of some of the schools, during the scarlet fever 
epidemic, has been necessary. As 1 have already reported to you, 
some cases came to my notice of children who were ill and not re- 
ported to any board. I found many of these cases suffering with 
scarlet fever and immediately caused them to be quarantined. I 
believe this helped to stop the epidemic. 

A large number have been vaccinated. JI have made an ex- 
amination of the nose and throat in several schools, and a list of 
names is on file of pupils who need special attention. I hope to 
have these attended to a little later. 

Much interest is being shown in the child by the laws goy- 
erning child labor, school medical inspection and school nurses. . 

It has been said that the five chief highways to health in the 
public schools are medical inspection, school hygeine, personal 
hygeine, physical training and welfare work. 

A systematic oversight of the lower classes, at least, should 
_ be made and any defects remedied as early in their school life as 
possible that they may not be hampered in their work. The 
object of medical inspection should place the responsibility with 
the parent to obtain advice from the family physician. 

I would recommend the same amount of appropriations for 
the health department of the schools as was made last year.

RESOLUTION. 


We the citizens of Falmouth in town meeting assembled, 
having in mind those who have served the town in public office, 
wish to express the great loss this community has sustained by 
the death of Capt. Edwin F. Lawrence. Edwin Francis Law- 
rence was born in Falmouth in the village of Teaticket, Nov. 28, 
1843, the son of Charles D. and Susan ‘‘Nye’’ Lawrence. At the 
age of 14 he sailed as cabin boy with Solomon Hamlin on a four 
year’s whaling voyage. Returning at the opening of the war, 
he entered the blockade service as quarter-master, receiving his 
discharge October 6, 1865. Capt. Lawrence then entered the 
Merchant service and later the East India service in which he 
continued twenty-three years. He was chosen Selectman and 
Assessor in 1892, in which capacity he served the town, with the 
exception of the years 1903-7, until his death February 19, 1914. 

Wise in counsel, firm in execution: this to his Judgment as 
to the best interests of the town, a loyal citizen and friend of 
‘unusual administrative ability: he emphasized to his official life 
many of the best characteristics of official position and sustained 
the best traditions of a long line of worthy predecessors. 

In grateful recognition of his many services it is therefore, 
Resolved that these minutes be spread upon the records of the 
town, and that copies of same be sent to the family and furnished 
for publication. 

By a standing vote the above resolutions were accepted and 
approved by the meeting assembled. 

The folowing informal votes were passed as the sense of the 
meting. That the board of Assessors with Counsel, and George 
E. Dean, be instructed to attend hearings at the State house on 
taxation, and give notice to the public when such hearings are 
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to be heard.,that any interested citizen may attend. Also, that 
the board of Selectmen be requested to appoint a town counsel 
if the same is legal. 

At eleven o’clock A. M. the polls were opened for election 
of one selectman and one assessor.

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Assessors’ Report and Valuation. 


The Assessors of Falmouth herewith submit their annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1914. 

We wish to call the attention of all property owners (per- 
sonal or real) in the town of Falmouth to the provisions of 
Section 41 of Part 1 of Chapter 490 of the Acts of 1909, which 
reads as follows: 

All persons, firms and corporations, domestic or foreign, 
subject to taxation in said town are hereby notified and required 
to bring into the assessors of said town on or before May 15th 
next, in case of residents, true lists of all their polls and estates, 
both real and personal (not exempt by law from taxation) of 
which they were possessed on the first day of April in the current 
year, and in ease of non-residents and foreign corporations, true 
lists of all their estates, both real and personal, in said town, not 
exempt from taxation, which list must be verified by oath as re- 

quired by Section 43 of said Part 1. 
The blank form of list may be had at the Assessors’ office, or 
will be mailed to any address upon application. 

Every person may be his own assessor if he will avail himself 
of the privilege which the law has provided, by filing a list, under 
oath, with the Assessors. In the absence of said list the Assessors 
have to do the best they can and base their valuation upon such 
information as they are able to obtain. 

The large increase in our valuation, and the resultant com- 
parative low rate of taxation this year is due principally to the 
uncovering of a large amount of personal property which pre- 
viously may have escaped taxation. This should not be so, 
and it is the duty and purpose of the Assessors that every 
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property owner in the town be taxed according to his holdings 
and thus bear his or her proportion of the town’s expenses. 

If you wish to assist the Assessor in valuing your property 
equitably, bring in a list of the same on or before May 15th of 
each year and you will have no cause to complain.

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Report of the Water Commissioners. 


The Water Commissioners respectfully submit the following 
report of their doings for the past year. 
The board was organized as follows :— 


Chairman—Asa lL. Pattee. 
Secretary—Charles E. Hall. 
Treasurer—Seba A. Holton. 


The plant has now been in operation for sixteen years, and 
of course the cost of maintenance is constantly increasing, but 
by making the necessary repairs as soon as the need arises the 
life of the system can be indefinitely prolonged. |The service 
rendered during the past year has seemed to be entirely satis- 
factory. Near the beginning of the year it seemed wise to em- 
ploy a man who should give his entire time to the work, as 
superintendent of the pipe lines. 

John J. Farrell was employed in that capacity; he had 
much experience in the work and his services have been entirely 
satisfactory. 

The work at the pumping station has increased to such an 
extent that it was necessary to employ a fireman during the 
entire year and an extra engineer for five months during the 
busy season. Extensive repairs have been necessary on some 
of the machinery. The old pumps which have done good service 
for fourteen years have become so worn that we have contracted 
for new steam ends and other improvements at a cost of $700. 
These improvements will probably be completed before this re- 
port reaches the reader. 

For many years we have been troubled by an overflow at 
the Quissett standpipe. The indicator which was originally in 
use there had been ruined by ice and it seemed useless to install 
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another which would be affected in the same way. This over- 
flow has caused much annoyance to the owner of the adjoining 
land. To prevent a reoccurrence of the difficulty a mercurial 
and electrical device has been installed which gives notice to the 
engineer when the pipe is nearly full. This device is said to 
work equally as well in winter as in summer. In addition to this 
we have constructed an overflow basin of concrete around the 
base of the pipe to take care of the water in case the indicator 
for any reason ceases to work. We are glad to say the difficulty 
seems to have been successfully overcome. 

In accordance with our instructions received at the aunt 
and special town meetings we have constructed the following 
new work: 

A warehouse has been erected on the iot owned by the town 
near the road leading to the pumping station, for the purpose 
of storing stock and tools. 

A ten-inch main has been laid from the farm house of E. N. 
Fenno in Quissett to a point near the house of Sidney W. Law- 
rence in Woods Hole. This was done in hopes that a sufficient 
supply of water would be furnished to overcome the lack of 
pressure which caused us much trouble during the preceding 
year. This line has met our expectations and no lack of water 
- or pressure has been reported to us. The work was done by the 
Hanscomb Construction Company to our entire satisfaction. 

The Sippewissett extension was completed in time for the 
abutters to make the necessary connections and to have the use 
of the water for the entire season. The income from this ex- 
tension has been made equal to 5 per cent. of the cost, by Mr. 
Langley as per contract. We issued $15,000 of 4 per cent bonds 
to pay for this extension as ordered by the town, and were 
fortunate in disposing of them at a small advance above par. 
We received Prin. $15,000. Premium $58.50. Interest to date 
of delivery $43.33. The purchaser also paid all expense of pre- 
paring and validating the bonds. 

The extensions ordered at Falmouth Heights have been com- 
pleted. The work on these and on the Sippewissett extension 
was done by Roach & Webber of Bridgewater, who did most 
excellent work. The low price of iron has enabled us to keep: 
the cost of all our new work well within the appropriation. 
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Minor extensions have been made at North Falmouth, West 
Falmouth, Falmouth Heights, East Falmouth and Falmouth. All 
of these have a guaranteed income of 9 per cent. 

_A detailed account of all the new work may be found in 
the following pages. 

Kighty-two new services have been added. 

In accordance with the vote of the town we have reimbursed 
Mr. Strong for the cost of a hydrant put in at his expense on 
Penzance. 

It was brought to our attention that a large amount of 
property on Belvidere Plains was without proper fire protection. 
As we had no authority to expend money for a hydrant, one was 
installed by Mr. G. W. Anderson at his own expense with the 
understanding that we would recommend that the town reim- 
burse him for the same, and we make that recommendation. 

At the request of the North Falmouth Water Supply Asso- 
ciation we have had two interviews with them or their repre- 
sentative, with regard to their selling their pipe line and good 
will to the town. They stated that they had 67 takers giving 
an income of $1100 at the town rates. After some discussion 
we agreed to lay the matter before the town and recommend 
the purchase of the same upon terms set forth in a letter from 
their secretary appended hereto. Should the town decide to 
buy the property it would probably be necessary to lay about 
800 feet of new four-inch pipe as that now in use is not of 
sufficient weight to stand the pressure of the town water. 

Early in the year we were advised by Counsel that under 
~a recent decision of the courts, the town treasurer must collect 
all the water rates and pay all bills, therefore we transferred 
our cash to him and he has performed the duty mentioned. This 
has added greatly to his work without in any degree lessening 
that of our treasurer on account of the extra book-keeping re- 
quired. Therefore we recommend that the town treasurer be 
recompensed for the extra work which he has done and that his 
salary be proportionally increased for the future. 

We have paid maturing bonds to the amount of $8000. 
$9500 will be required for that purpose the coming year. 


* 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 


We recommend that the town reimburse Mr. G. W. Ander- 
son for hydrant installed at his expense to the amount of $43.62. 

That a four-inch main be laid on Harrisburg Avenue a dis- 
tance of approximately 620 feet. 

A six-inch main on Grand Avenue from a point near Swift’s 
garage to the intersection of Grand and Worcester Park Avenues 
at Falmouth Heights a distance of approximately 1900 feet. 

We also recommend that the town buy the property of the 
North Falmouth Water Supply Association upon terms men- 
tioned in letter from their Secretary appended hereto, and that 
we be authorized to lay approximately 800 feet of four-inch 
pipe to perfect the system.

All new joints in main steam pipe heating 
system have new valves. New Tobin bronze piston-head and 
leather for new pump, No. 3, (water end.) 


Boiler Room. 


Boiler No. 2, has been retubed; new dead-plates and 
hoods installed in fire boxes of boilers, No. 1 and 2; new side 
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linings, and new front linings in both fire boxes; two new joints 
installed on smoke box, leading from boilers to stack; new No.

MOUTH WATER SUPPLY ASSOCIATION. 


Confirming a verbal proposition made to the Falmouth 
Board of Water Commissioners the North Falmouth Water Sup- 
ply Association will sell and assign to the town of Falmouth for 
the sum of Three Thousand Nine Hundred Thirty-Three Dollars 
and Thirty-Thrree cents ($3,933.33) its rights and interest in 
the Water Supply plant at Megansett; to wit: 

1. The good will and all rights and privileges of the Asso- 
ciation, together with all its pipes and fittings in place as now 
laid in the public and private streets of Megansett. 

2. It will waive and surrender all rights given by the 
Selectmen of the Town of Falmouth in franchise granted May 
20, 1893. 

3. It will assign to the Town a certain agreement between 
Francis A. Nye, Chester Sprague and Ward Otis, now held by 
the Association, giving the right ‘‘to enter upon all of he streets 
and ways which said Nye has already laid out, and upon all the 
streets and ways which he may hereafter lay out or designte 
upon plans otherwise in that part of Falmouth known as North 
Falmouth’’ and lay pipes therein. 

4. It will secure to the Falmouth Board of Water Com- 
mismsioners from the Watertown Land Company the right to 
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enter upon all private streets owned by them for the purpose of 
laying pipe for the further extension of the water system of 
Megansett. 

5. It will waive all claims for damages it now holds against 
the Town arising from injury to its pipes or interruption of its 
service caused by the extension of the Town’s water mains.

The stone that has been crushed at the crusher this year has 
been charged to the village section, also stone that has been 
purchased to be held on hand for general repair work has been 
charged to the village repairs. 


Light Oils. 


In regard to light oils, I have bought most of the light oils 
by the tank ear, finding that I could get it one and a half cents 
cheaper per gallon.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The Highway Surveyor recommended last year that the town 
raise and appropriate the sum of 5,000 dollars to resurface the 
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road from the house of H. H. Lawrence, Teaticket, to the state 
road at East Falmouth. | 

After picking up this road it was found that the road would 
have to be rebuilt and that there was no stone in the bottom 
of the road where I expected to find two or three inches. 

I personally remember when Mr. J. C. Robinson placed four 
or five inches on one section of this road, and when a committee 
of ten appointed to spend ten thousand dollars on stone roads in 
various parts of the town, did put two small sections of road near 
the beginning of the present state road. 

This shows conclusively that no stone road will stand the 
wear of both machines and teams without a bituminous top. 

Under the conditions, I thought that it would be better to 
build a good road. 

Three thousand and seventy-five feet of road, was built. 
This consisted of one thousand feet penetration work with the 
binder, nine hundred and seventy-five of macadam with a tarvia 
B top, seven hundred feet of Azteck of Asphalt penetration work 
with 3 inch fill. Four hundred No. 1 stone with sand flush. The 
balance, four thousand feet, has been regraded, straightened 
and the bottom stoned about 300 feet. 

The Highway Surveyor recommends that the town raise and 
appropriate the sum of five thousand dollars to continue above 
work.

Overseers of the Poor. 
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Report of the Selectmen. 


The Selectmen herewith present a general review of the 
work accomplished during the past year. 

Gunning Point avenue at Sippewissett has been laid out on 
petition, also Nobska road leading to Nobska Light and the road 
between Hatchville and North Falmouth likewise on petition. 
An extension of Pequossette avenue has been laid out, on pe- 
tition, connecting the same with Hope Spring avenue, leading 
to Bourne. Gifford road (so called) in West Falmouth, has been 
relocated and stone bounds set, on petition of the Selectmen. 

The report on these various roads will be presented at the 
coming town meeting for the town’s acceptance. 

Little Pond river has been completed according to the vote 
“of the town and thus a substantial and efficient means provided 
for draining the pond and securing a better fish way. 

The Town Landing in the Eel Pond at Woods Hole has not 
‘been constructed as the Marine Biological Laboratory was not 
ready to build their adjoining wall. The town will be asked at 
the February meeting to reappropriate the sum of $850 for this 
purpose. 

The appropriation of $250 by the town for a Fire Station 
proved insufficient. The Selectmen thought it wise to provide 
an iron stairway leading to the observation tower and have in- 
curred an additional expense of $100 for this purpose. 

As the lease of the present town offices will expire on July 
Ast, 1915, it will therefore be necessary for the town to provide 
accommodations at the coming town meeting. With this object 
in view the Selectmen have procured plans and specifications 
of alterations which might be made in the town hall, and if adopt- 
ed, would seem to meet the requirements of the town for many 
years. The Selectmen have carefully looked into this matter 
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and feel that the town cannot do better than accept the plans as: 
presented. 

The Casino has been open to the public during the summer 
months and the bathing facilities much enjoyed. The receipts 
and expenditures on account of the Casino may be found else- 
where in this report by which it will be seen that the expenses 
are somewhat in excess of the receipts, and the Selectmen will 
ask the town for instruction as to its future management. 

The Bridge and Channel at Woods Hole have been com- 
pleted and we now have a substantial, well built draw-bridge 
whieh affords in conjunction with the channel (8 feet deep at 
low water) a safe and convenient means of passage to and from 
the pond. The bridge is provided with an electric motor and 
requires about one minute and ten seconds to open or close. 
While it is true that the time required to construct the bridge 
has been largely in excess of the estimate, the work has been 
done practically for the appropriation plus the amount con- 
tributed by the County and we feel that the committee who 
were intrusted with this matter have worked diligently and con- 
scientiously for the interest of the town. 

Our service from the Buzzards Bay Electric Company is 
satisfactory. The company originally started with 25 C. P. 
lamps and increased to 32 C. P. All renewals are now being 
replaced with 40 C. P. lamps, thus giving much more light at 
no additional cost to the town. We have at present 573 annual 
and 94 summer lights, and before another summer it seems 
desirable that a few more be installed; we shall recommend 
therefore that a small increase in the appropriation for this 
purpose be made for the coming year.

Both of these suits have now been pending over seven 
years. It is felt that if the plaintiffs had good cases they would 
have moved for trial long ago. Counsel has been instructed to 
move for dismissal of both cases. — 


Jenkins vs. Ellison. 


Aug. 4, 1913, the assessors were notified by the Boston 
assessors that Frederick P. Ellison had received certain per- 
sonal property from an estate and that they had found that he 
was a resident of Falmouth and to tax him accordingly. 

Relying on this information and the fact that he had lived in 
Falmouth practically continuously since November, 1912, Ellison 
was assessed in the December assessment of 1913. The collector 
then sent him bill and notice, a few days after which Mr. Ellison 
left town and suit was brought against him by the collector, with 
the approval of the Tax Commissioner’s office. Trial was held be- 
fore the superior court. It was shown that Mr. Ellison had 
lived in Falmouth, except a few short trips to Boston from 
November, 1912, to December, 1913. During a few weeks in 
May and June he went to Chatham where he bought a place 
which he became quickly dissatisfied with, placed on the market 
and returned to Falmouth. He claimed Chatham as his legal 
domicile. He paid no personal property tax anywhere for 1913. 

While commending the town officials for bringing the suit 
to test the question of Ellison’s domicile, the court found that 
Falmouth was not his domicile. The Boston assessors were 
unable to produce for the trial anything to support their written 
statement that they had found that Ellison was a resident of 
Falmouth and this may have affected the decision as the court 
intimated that perhaps after all Ellison may have been a resident 
of Boston where his mother lived. 

It was impossible to take the case to the Supreme court and 
the tax was abated.

VOTE OF THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH. 


Relative to Funds Deposited for the Care of Burial Grounds. 


Section 1. Voted, that the town will receive such sums of 
money not exceeding $500.00, as may be deposited with its treas- | 
urer under the provision of chapter 82, section 17 of the publie 
statutes and chapter 186 of the acts of 1884, for the perpetual 
care of burial lots, said sums shall be invested by a board of in- 
vestment consisting of the town treasurer and selectmen, and 
will allow interest for the same the first day of January or July 
succeeding such deposits. 


Sec. 2. The treasurer shall notify the selectmen in writing 
of all sums deposited with him, under section 1, with the.date of 
the deposits and the particular purpose or purposes to which they 
are to be applied. 


See. 3. The income of said deposits, also any part of the 
principal of, designated by the depositors to be expended, shall 
be paid on the order of the selectmen for the purposes which they 
are designed under the provisions of statutes referred to in 
section 1. Jf in any year the income of such sums of money shall 
not amount to four percent of the principal, the town shall make 
up the deficiency to that percent, and the town shall be re- 
sponsible for keeping the principal intact.

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REPORT OF EEL POND CHANNEL BRIDGE COMMITTEE. 


At the annual town meeting held February 18th and 19th, 
1913, the Town voted to repace the condemned arch bridge at 
Eel Pond Channel, Woods Hole, by a steel drawbridge and to 
widen the channel and to raise for this purpose $22,000. The 
members of the special committee who had previously investigat- 
ed this project together with the Selectmen were chosen as a 
committee to carry out the work. After much labor, care and 
many complex and unusual difficulties, they have fully performed 
the work they were chosen to do, and now submit a report of 
their efforts. 


Organization. 


February 22d, 1913, the committee met and organized. 
Edwin F. Lawrence was elected Chairman, and Dr. Gilman A. 
Drew, Secretary. The committee then appointed F. C. Wales, 
Engineer, and John P. Sylvia, Jr., Counsel. 


Legislation. 


A petition and bill for the necessary legislation confirming 
the votes of the Town and authorizing the taking of land and 
issuance of bonds was drafted and filed. With the assistance 
of Representative Gifford and Senator Eldredge this bill was so 
expedited that it became effective March 21, 1913. 


Taking of Land, Etc. 


The Town then issued its bonds for $19,500. The Selectmen 
made takings of the necessary land to widen the channel, and 
awarded $2,818 as damages for their takings. (1914 Town Re- 
port, page 116.) 


Two Main Contracts. 


The work was divided into two main contracts. The first was 
for the construction of granite and concrete abutments to support 
the bridge, building retaining walls, supporting the street and 
nearby buildings, and for the construction of a concrete water- 
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proof pit under the street to contain counterweight and the oper- 
ating mechanism for the draw. | : 

The second contract covered the erection of a steel draw 
span with operating mechanism and appliances. 


Contract with J. C. Terry. 


The first of these contracts was let to the lowest bidder, J. 
C. Terry of Fall River, at a contract price of $11,990. A proper 
surety bond for the performance of the contract and against 
liens and claims was executed by Mr. Terry. 

Early in April Mr. Terry brought his lighter and equipment 
to Woods Hole and commenced work on the westerly abutment. 


The Steel Contract. 


The committee, after consideration, had decided to adopt the 
type of bridge known as the Strauss Bascule Bridge as the best 
for the use contemplated. Here another difficulty arose. Bids 
received on the Strauss type ran far above the estimates, and 
were more than the committee could afford to pay. After some 
controversy with the Strauss Bascule Bridge Company, they 
agreed to see that their type of bridge was put in within the 
amount available. The Passaic Structural Steel Company bid to 
furnish and erect the steel draw, operating mechanism and ap- 
pliances for $4,200, a satisfactory figure. A contract was signed 
with them at that price July 5, 1914, with adequate bond to the 
Town. 


Strauss Contract. 


About the same time a contract was signed with the Strauss 
Bascule Bridge Company for $600 for royalty and plans. 


Dredging of Channel. 


The dredging of the channel was to be done by the State 
through the Board of Harbor and Land Commissioners after the 
Town had taken the necessary land. This Board set aside $3,500 
to pay for the dredging. The lowest bid received was over twice 
that amount. Finally the State increased its appropriation to 
$5,000 and $1,500 additional was subscribed by the Marine Bio- 
logical Laboratory of Woods Hole. The Harbor and Land Com- 
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missioners, after some further delay, succeeded in letting the 
dredging contract for about $6,500. This was late in July 1913. 
The dredging contractor commenced dredging the channel in 
August 1913. 


Work on Terry Contract Suspended. 


In the opinion of Mr. Wales, the Engineer, it was impracti- 
cable for Mr. Terry to continue the work under his contract 
when the dredger for the State reached that part of the channel 
in the vicinity of the bridge, and Mr. Terry ceased work on his 
contract in August. 


Delay in Dredging. 


The dredging contractor encountered enormous boulders and 
ledge stone. It had been expected this dredging would be com- 
menced in April and finished in three or four weeks. Actually 
it was not commenced until August, and not completed until the 
end of December, 1918. This was a serious set-back to the whole 
project. 


Contractor in Difficulties. 


In January 1914, after the State had finished dredging the 
channel, Terry, the contractor, resumed his work. A substan- 
tial temporary bridge was built to allow foot travel over the 
channel. Notice was received that the contractor was in finan- 
cial difficulties. The committee had some reason to anticipate 
this condition of affairs, and the Selectmen had previously in- 
structed counsel to be particularly careful to see that the Town’s 
interests were fully protected. Mr. Wales, the Town’s Engineer, 
had been named as general manager for Terry’s creditors. 

An important meeting of the committee was held January 
28, 1914. Because of the contractor’s difficulties and other mat- 
ters, the situation was regarded as serious. The matter of having 
Mr. Wales act both as Engineer for the Town and as general 
manager was thoroughly discussed. As a result, an agreement 
between Mr. Wales and the Town was executed, wherein Mr. 
Wales, in view of his changed relation to the Town, withdrew 
as Engineer so far as the work under the contract of Mr. Terry 
was concerned. 
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New Engineer on Terry Work. 


A sub-committee, comprised of Messrs. Lawrence, Drew and 
Gifford, were given authority to employ an engineer to take Mr: 
Wales’ place on this part of the work. They employed Frederick 
O. Smith, engineer for the County Commissioners, as consulting 
engineer, and John Howell as assistant and inspector at the work. 
Under their supervision this work was eventually completed, and’ 
much. credit is due them for its success. 


Changes in Organization. 


In February 1914 the death of Chairman Edwin F’. Lawrence 
made it necessary to elect a Chairman, and Mr. David was so 
elected. In April 1914 Arthur Underwood, having been elected 
Selectman, became a member of the committee. Dr. Drew, be- 
cause of ill health, resigned as Secretary, and Mr. Sylvia then 
served as Secretary. 


Slow Progress of Work. 


In February and March the large granite stones were be- 
ing laid for the east abutments. The greater part of this work 
was under water. It had to be done by a diver. The weather 
conditions were unfavorable because of the cold and ice. The 
work was slow, and at times completely suspended. The con- 
tractor’s lighter was accidently sunk and damaged. The raising 
and repairing caused quite a delay. Trouble with the lighter’s 
boilers at different times also caused more delay. Some of the 
street and banks near the channel slid into the channel. Fill 
had to be put in, and stronger supports for the adjoining build- 
ings. 

In April, notwithstanding assurances to the contrary, the 
work progressed very slowly. 

Early in May the work was going so slowly that a meeting 
was held, one purpose of which was to determine whether the 
contractor was to finish the job or not. Mr. Wales, for the con- 
tractor, claimed that the contractor was doing as well as he 
could under the circumstances, that the contract was a losing 
one, and that Mr. Terry would finish it according to the contract 
and within the contract price. 
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In May and June there was considerable delay in the con- 
struction of a cofferdam on the west side, and in getting it 
pumped out. This was caused by the contractor’s failure to 
supply adequate equipment for this work. Engineer Smith noti- 
fied him to produce adequate equipment, which he did. After 
the cofferdam was pumped out the work progressed fairly well. 
During July the steel span was quickly put in place by the steel 
contractor, and the bridge planked over and made available for 
public use in August. The work done after that was mostly of 
a finishing character. The Terry contract was not actually 
finished until October 1, 1914. 


Payment Difficulties. : 


A matter which caused the committee considerable anxiety 
was the fact that on the earlier engineer’s certificates consider- 
-able money was certified as payable to J. C. Terry, the contractor, 
on material delivered. The stone brought to the job was far in 
excess of what would be needed. It became necessary to re- 
store to the Town these advances and the excess on the stone. 
With the approval of the committee and counsel deductions were 
made by the engineer on the different monthly payments due the 
contractor, and this excess was thus liquidated. Only the stone 
actually used was paid for. The extra stone was turned back to 
the contractor. Rumors or reports that the Town has paid for 
the stone still remaining on the wharf, or stone belonging to 
others, are untrue. The contractor’s representative expressed 
himself as satisfied with the final amount of his contract. This 
with extras amounted to $12,413.05. 


County Aid. 


As instructed by the Town, the committee several times re- 
quested the County Commissioners to contribute a proportion 
of the expense. The Commissioners visited the bridge site on 
several occasions, but found things there in such uncertain con- 
dition that they decided to wait to see how things came out be- 
fore taking any action, 

August 8, 1914, they met the committee at the bridge site, 
and gave the members a hearing. It was estimated then that at 
least $3,000 more would be required to finish the work. The 


: 
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extra engineering expenses caused by the change in engineers 
and. by the long delay in the work, and the extra work necessary 
to finish the job properly, caused this extra expense, The Com- 
missioners decided that they would contribute $3,000, but it 
would be necessary to wait until the Legislature met for them 
to get authority. Accordingly a special meeting was called, and 
$3,500 raised pending receipt of the County’s contribution. The 
committee has not used all of this amount. About $800 is un- 
expended. 


Difficulty with Draw. 


While the draw operated, it was found that it was not 
mechanically correct. In this matter the committee depended 
upon the experience and mechanical knowledge of Messrs. Swift 
and David. Acting largely on their advice, the commitee insisted 
that the steel contractor adjust the draw so as to remedy the de- 
fects in operation. Finally, with the assistance of Mr. David, the 
bridge erectors remedied all defects in the working of the draw. 
A bond for $1,000 to keep the draw in repair for one year has 
been given. It is now easily operated by an electric motor in 
one minute and ten seconds. 

The committee has been very careful at all times to protect 
the Town’s interest. There were about a hundred meetings of 
the committee and sub-committees. Such extensions of the con- 
tract bonds as were necessary were made. The bond companies 
were kept informed by written notices of all matters which might 
affect their liability. Care has been taken in addition to keep 
a reserve of 15 per cent of the contract price to protect the town 
against liens or claims. 

Much criticism was directed at the committee. Some 
thought drastic action, such as terminating one of the contracts, 
should be taken. Such action would have led to all kinds of 
complications. The purpose of the committee was to construct 
the bridge with the least additional expense. That the com- 
mittee adopted the right course is shown by the successful ter- 
mination. 
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Recommendations. 


1. That the Selectmen be authorized to. make. such- ordi- 
nances-as they deem best for use of the draw:

The park commissioners submit the ‘following report for the 
year ending December 31, 1914: 

On the 27th of March at a meeting of the board held in one 
of the town offices, Howard Swift was chosen chairman and 
William E. Lawrence secretary. 

Mr. H. Newton Marshall presented the board thirty dollars 
towards the purchase of a horse lawn mower. Hewin’s park has 
been graded, fertilized and seeded and is in excellent shape. A 
good roadway has been made to the hose house on the premises. 

Nearly a hundred dollars has been expended on the park or 
playground at Woods Hole in seeding, grading and fertilizing 
same. 

We have been fortunate in securing from the State a fine 
sea wall which protects the beach front of the park strip at Fal- 
mouth Heights into which your board put one thousand dollars 
and the State paid the balance of something over $5,000. This 
without doubt has saved thousands of loads of earth from being 
washed away by the breakers during the heavy storms of this 
winter. : 

The other parks have been looked after as well as the appro- 
_priations would permit. The board respectfully recommends 
an appropriation of $1,600 for parks and playgrounds. This 
would allow for the filling, grading and seeding of the long strip 
of park next to the new sea wall and take care of the other 
parks for the ensuing year.

There is a bill before the present legislature to establish 
a County Contagious Hospital, same is approved and recom- 
mended by your board and if same is passed it unquestionably 
will save the town a large expenditure. ; 

The laws of this state are now such that the Board of Health 
department is required to spend much larger sums of money 
than in former years, and we sincerely hope that the voters will 
give us the amount asked for in our recommendation. 

The Board cannot bring this report to a close without re- 
cording the exceeding great loss which it and entire community 
through it, has sustained by the death of one of its members: 
Dr. James M. Watson. 

The Board wishes to bear witness to his unfailing interest 
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in its affairs; his careful watchfullness over matters pertained to 
the public health and his spirit of loyal co-operation with his 
associate members on the board in promoting all measures for 
the protection of the community. 

While the Board deeply laments its loss it wishes gratefully 
to acknowledge its indebtedness to his professional skill and to 
recognize his genial qualities of mind and heart which he placed 
unselfishly at its service for the public welfare.

Report of the Tree Warden 


The fifteenth annual report of the Tree Warden, including 
work on the gypsy and brown-tail moths for the year ending 
December 31st, 1914, is herewith submitted: 


Trees. 


Owing to late rains and damp weather, the foliage was 
much better and staid on longer than usual, making our drives 
and streets much more attractive then when we have had ex- 
treme dry seasons. I find the tent caterpillars this year much 
less in number than in the past, and believe that by constant 
and persistant efforts not only the caterpillars, but the brown- 
tail moths may be almost exterminated. 


Gypsy and Brown-Tail Moths. 


The gypsy moth situation is a hard one to know what is best 
to do to get the quickest and most lasting results. The larger 
colonies have been well taken care of so that from them no great 
damage has come, but in spite of the best efforts, not only this, 
but neighboring towns and in fact all over the State, may be 
found numerous small colonies which must receive quick atten- 
tion in order that they may be held in check and not allowed 
to increase. This of course makes a great deal of work; I have 
had and now have several groups of men in the woods in various 
sections of the town, creosoting egg nests and clearing up the 
rubbish in and around these colonies, preparing the way for spray 
work next spring. 

The brown-tail moth and tent caterpillars, I believe from 
my own observations and from the number of nests gathered, 
to be on the decrease, being in number much less than last year. 
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Finding that my other business will not allow me to devote

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Auditors’ Report for 1914 


The auditors chosen at the last annual meeting respect- 
fully submit the following report and recommendations :— 

The auditors being duly sworn, met on April 23, 1914, and 
organized by the election of Henry H. Fay as chairman, and 
Eugene P. Hatch as clerk. 

The auditors have examined the books and accounts of the 
various town officials and find them to be correct. 

The auditors have seen the cancelled town notes and bonds 
redeemed during the year; checked over the securities held by 
the sinking fund comissioners, trustees of the public library, 
Lawrence high school and cemetery fund. 

The auditors recommend that hereafter the town cease to 
appropriate money for hydrant rental. This charge for hydrant 
rental was made originally because the town paid a yearly 
hydrant rental to the water company. After the town purchased 
the water works the item of hydrant rental should have been 
discontinued. Today the amount allowed for hydrant rental is 
nothing but a bookkeeping method of increasing the receipts of 
the water plant, and the auditors believe this practice should be 
discontinued. If in any year the expenses of the water plant 
should exceed the receipts, the loss of course represents the 
yearly value of fire protection in the town and the convenience 
the water is to the inhabitants. In making this recommendation 
the auditors are not criticizing the water commissioners, but only 
suggesting a rearrangement of this account. 

The auditors desire to thank the town officials for the 
courtesy shown them in the performance of their duties.

Section 1. At every annual meeting the moderator shall, 
subsequent to the election of town officers by ballot, appoint five 
citizens and voters of the town who shall be known as the ad- 
visory committee and who shall serve without compensation. 

Sect. 2. The persons so appointed shall serve until the ap- 
pointment of their successors at the annual meeting next follow- 
ing. 

Sect. 3. The advisory committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said commit- 
tee may consider such questions with reference to the conduct of 
the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and may consult 
with any and all officers, boards, and committees of the town with 
reference to matters under their supervision; they shall consider 
the various articles in the warrant for any annual or special meet- 
ing, called during their tenure of office, and shall make a report of 
their doings and recommendations to the town. 

Sect. 4. The advisory committee may hold hearings, if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money unless 
authorized by vote of the town. 

Sect. 5. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the town. 
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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouee 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. Voted that—Notice of every town 
meeting shall be given by posting a copy of the warrant 
therefor in every post office in the town, at least seven 
days before the time appointed for such meeting. Such 
further notice of any town meeting may be given as 
the selectmen deem proper. In case of the adjourn- 
ment of any town meeting from one day to another, 
the town clerk shall cause notice of the time and place 
of holding such adjourned meeting to be posted at the 
post office in town, which notice shall state the business 
to come before such adjourned meeting. Full notice of 
every special town meeting, including a copy of the 
articles of the warrant therefor, shall be mailed to 
every legal voter of the town, seven days at least before 
the date of such meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, 
Sec. 328.) 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The annual town meeting 
shall be held on the first or second Tuesday after the 
first Wednesday in February. 

Sect. 3. Voted that—Long or complicated mo- 
tions, and any other motions which he shall so request, 
shall be presented to the moderator in writing. (See 
Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, Sects. 332 and 333.) 

Sect. 4. Voted that—No vote involving the ex- 
penditure of any sum of money shall be reconsidered 
at the same meeting at which it is passed, unless public 
notice of the intention to move such reconsideration be 
given within thirty minutes of the passage of such vote.

The town clerk shall note in writing the passage of such 
vote and also the time when the notice of reconsidera- 
tion is given. 

Sect. 5. Voted that—The town clerk shall collect 
all rules, regulations and standing votes in force cover- 
ing the Falmouth town meetings or relating to the 
town business, and they shall be published in the town 
report annually. The report shall contain the reports 
of all town boards, officers and. committees having the 
control or expenditure of the town’s money and a list 
of the appropriations for the past year and those rec- 
ommended for the coming year, and copies shall be dis- 
tributed before the annual meeting. (See Rev. Laws, 
Chap. 25, Sec. 29.) 

Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall cause 
to be published in the local newspapers, if there be 
such, at least two weeks before any special town meet- 
ing, the last publication to be during the week previous 
to such meeting, all committee recommendations and 
estimates relating to the expenditures of money upon 
which action is to be taken. 


ARTICLE IT.—Selectmen. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—The board of selectmen and 
every other board or commission of a town shall desig- 
nate some person as clerk who shall enter in books all 
its proceedings and shall have custody of its records. 
On vote of the selectmen. the town clerk may act as 
clerk of their board. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 35, Sec. 11.) 

Sect. 2. Voted that—lIt shall be the duty of the 
selectmen to investigate all orders on the treasurer 
passing through their hands and to satisfy themselves 
of their propriety and correctness before endorsing the 
order for their payment by the town treasurer. Al’ 
such orders shall have itemized accounts attached, 
showing in detail the names of persons to whom pay- 
able and the purpose for which such order is drawn on 
the town treasurer. 


/ 
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Sect. 3. Voted that—No draft shall be drawn by 
the selectmen unless there is sufficient appropriation to 
pay the same, except for sums by law payable to the 
Commonwealth or county, for final Judgment against 
the town and for bonds, notes and scrip of the town and 
interest thereon, and for money payable to the commis- 
sioners of the sinking fund. 


Sect. 4. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the 
selectmen to purchase for the several boards or com- 
mittees, except the water commissioners, all coal. The 
various boards and committees shall, on or before July 
1 in each year (or earlier if required by the selectmen) 
send in writing to the board of selectmen the estimated 
amount of coal required for the use of their respective 
departments or committees for one year. The select- 
men shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, ad- 
vertise for bids to furnish the required amount of coal, 
and shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible 
bidder. The contractor for coal shall give bonds in an 
amount satisfactory to the selectmen (said bonds to 
be not less than one quarter of the total contract) for 
the faithful performance of his contract. 


Sect. 5. Voted that—The selectmen shall have a 
general oversight of all town affairs, whether conducted 
by special boards or not; and have the right to make 
any suggestions for the better conduct of a depart- 
ment, board or committee, and if such recommenda- 
tions are not heeded, they shall make a record of the 
same in the annual town report, that the town may 
take such action as seems best. 


Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall present 
to the town at its annual meeting names of suitable 
persons willing to serve to fill the offices of surveyors 
of wood, surveyors of lumber, fire wards, public weigh- 
ers, fence viewers and field drivers. 


Sect. 7. Voted that—The annual town report of the 
selectmen shall contain :—- 
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A general statement of the town’s affairs during 
the past year and recommendations of the selectmen 
for future requirements. 

A report of all town meetings held during the year, 
including the articles of the warrants and the action 
of the meeting thereon. 

A report of all claims which are outstanding and 
of all suits to which the town is a party, together with 
a full explanation of the circumstances and the stand- 
ing of each case at the time of the report. 

A report of all streets laid out or constructed dur- 
ing the year, the length and width, cost of construction 
and amount of land damages in each instance. 

A list of betterments during the year. 

Reports of all special committees made at any 
meetings held during the year, together with any other 
action taken at said meetings, including committee ap- 
pointments and resolutions passed. 

The names of all corporations holding franchises 
granted by the town, and a statement as to whether 
the conditions of the franchises have been faithfully 
complied with by each corporation during the muni- 
cipal year. 

The names of all delinquent tax payers with the 
amount of the unpaid tax in each past year, unless 
the same has been remitted. 

A full statement of all taxes abated during the 
year, with the names of the tax payer and the amount 
of the abatement. | 

The names of all delinquent water rate payers with 
the amount of the unpaid tax in each past year, unless 
the same has been remitted. | 

A list of all provisional acts of the legislature ac- 
cepted by the town.

Sect. 2. Voted that—The water commissioners, 
on or before the 7th day of January in each year, shall 
make a detailed report to the selectmen, together with 
their recommendations: said report to contain a list of 
all unpaid water rates of January Ist, in each year; the 
list of such delinquents to be published annually in the 
town report, showing the several years in which rates 
‘are due and unpaid. (See Acts of 1898, Chap. 66, Sec. 
12-and 15.) 
so» Sect. 3.. Voted that—The town authorize and di- 
rect the water commissioners to make minor extensions 
of water mains when, in their judgment, such action 
would.be for the interest of the town, the cost of such 
extensions to be paid from the funds in their hands, 
provided that not more than fifteen hundred dollars 
($1,500) be expended on such extensions in any one 
year, and that a satisfactory bond or agreement be ob- 
tained from the petitioners to pay a revenue of six per 
cent: annually for a period of five years.

It shall be the duty of the treasurer to see 
that all boards, committees and officers, except the water 
commissioners, on or before the 5th and 2oth day of each 
month (unless otherwise fixed by statute), pay to the 
town treasurer all sums. exceeding $10 collected by them 
previous to that date to the custody of which the treas- 
urer is entitled. 

Voted that—The treasurer shall cancel, 
in the presence of the selectmen and board issuing the 
same, all bonds, notes, script and other evidence of in- 
debtedness of the town which have been paid, and shall 
file and keep all approved and receipted accounts. 
claims, bills, pay-rolls and vouchers, cancelled bonds, 
notes, script, and other evidences of indebtedness of 
the town which have been paid, unless the performance 
of these duties are otherwise Specified se stavuter See 
Rev. Laws,. Chap. 25, See. 72.) } 


AS DEOL V. — Auditors. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Auditors shall be required 
to audit all bills and accounts of the town, meeting in 
April, July and October, and thereafter monthly up to 
the close of the financial year, finishing by January 7th, 
in order that the selectmen may not be hindered in the 
preparation of their report. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 
25, Sec. 79.) 


ARTICLE VI.—Town Officers. 


Sect.1. Voted that—When the bills contracted or 
approved by any board, committee or officer have ex- 
hausted the entire appropriation for such board, com- 
mittee or officer, such board, committee or officer shall 
ineur no further expenditure except in the case where 
such expenditure may be required by statute, and it 
shall be the duty of each board, committee or officer, 
before the close of the financial year to approve all ac- 
counts, claims, bills and pay-rolls chargeable to their 
appropriations. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—No member of the board of 
selectmen or any officer appointed by the legal voters 
of the town, authorized to make any contracts or agree- 
ments in behalf of the town for labor, materials, goods, 
wares or merchandise furnished by the town, or fora 
loan of money, shall, either directly or indirectly for 
himself or for any other person, receive any commis- 
sion, discount, bonus, present or reward from the per- 
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sons making such sale, loan, contract or agreement for 
furnishing such goods, wares, merchandise or money. 
And no town officer, nor any member of a board or 
committee of the town in his individual capacity shall 
contract or have any interest in a contract with the 
_ town; except in the ease of publicly advertised com- 
petitive contracts. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 210, Sec. 8.) 
Sect. 3. Voted that—At any town meeting when 
special committees are appointed or elected a vote shall 
be passed naming the compensation of the committee 
and also a sum of money for expenses of such commit- 
tee, otherwise the selectmen shall not draw orders on 
the treasurer for either services or expenses. 


Sect. 4. All boards, officers or persons except the 
water commissioners shall on the 30th day of December 
in each year settle their accounts and pay to the town 
treasurer all moneys due on their accounts, unless the 
30th falls on Sunday, in which case the settlement and 
payment shall be made on the 2oth. 

Sect. 5. The auditors are authorized and empowered 
to consult the town counsel at any time in connection 
with their duties. | 


ARTICLE VII. 


Sect. 1. The tax collector shall on the 5th and 20th 
of each month pay to the town treasurer all moneys to 
which he may be entitled and on the 30th of December 
in each year the collector shall pay to the town treasurer 
all moneys in his hands belonging to the town unless the 
30th falls on Sunday in which case the payments shall 
be made on the 29th. 

Sect. 2. Funds belonging to the town in the hands 
of the tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the 
bank on orders countersigned by at least two of the 
selectmen. 
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ARTICLE VIII. 


Sect. 1. All bonds or notes issued in the future by 
the town for a longer period than one year shall be in 
serial form. 


ARTICLE IX. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Vouchers for all payments 
made to or due the town treasurer from any any board of 
officials of the town shall be sent to the auditors. 


GENERAL. 
Sect. 1. Voted that—Any person indebted to the 
town for poll tax or otherwise shall have such debt de- 
ducted by the treasurer before payment from any sum 


due him by the town for work on the roads or for 
any other service performed. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The cost of all surety bonds 
required of any town official, members of boards or 
committees shall be paid hy the town. (Rev. Laws, 
Chap. 25, Sec. 15.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—On all town work, for the 
performance of which competitive bids are received, 
the award of the contract shall be to the lowest respon- 
sible bidder; preference always being given to citizens, 
when other conditions of the situation are equal.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth:— 


On the following pages will be found the annual report of 
the public schools as prepared by the Superintendent. 

There is one situation in our town to which we wish particu- 
larly to call your attention at this time. On account of the large 
foreign population that have settled in the eastern villages our 
schools are being overcrowded. Notwithstanding that a new 
school house was built at Fresh Pond (Pine Ridge) in 1913, and 
a new room was built on the East Falmouth school last summer, 
the rooms are all filled to their capacity and as the number of 
children of school age is increasing each year, some better pro- 
vision for their education must be made in the near future. 

Your committee believes that these children should be 
taught more than the mere technique of school work if they are 
to make good and faithful citizens. This cannot be done under 
our present system of one and two room buildings that are 
all filled with children of all ages, many of whom ean not speak 
our language and the teachers work is so arduous that they 
have not the time to teach other than the regular school lessons. 

Your committee submits for your consideration a plan which 
in its judgment will relieve the congestion and at the same time 
give the children an education that will be most useful to them 
and of more benefit to the community. 

A central school erected on some lot in the vicinity of Hast 
Falmouth, of ample capacity and equipped with all modern 
conveniences for the comfort and health of the children; the 
building to be in charge of a principal and an efficient corps of 
teachers, who will instruct the pupils in right living as well as 
the three R’s, so to speak. 

The cost of maintaining this central school would be but 
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little more than running a half dozen small schools and the re- 
sults obtained will be far greater. 

Also, this plan would help solve one of the most serious 
conditions that confront the committee at this time—transporta- 
tion of scholars; as the school could be so situated that no 
scholar would be more than two and one half miles distant. 

While we are not prepared to urge this departure upon the 
town this year we believe it is a matter of progress that should 
be taken up by the committee at no distant day. 

We again wish to urge upon the parents and friends to visit - 
the schools often, and show an interest in the education of the 
children. .

Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Committee :— 


In presenting this report, the first which I have had the honor 
to make and the thirty-third in the series of such reports, an en- 
deavor will be made to set forth not only a brief review of those 
policies which have been successfully carried out during the year 
but also to present clearly as may be the more pressing needs for 
the year to come. In preparing this report statistical data are 
for the most part taken from reports sent to this office at the 
close. of the school year in June, 1914. 


TEACHERS. It is hardly necessary to say that all devices and 

methods of instruction, however modern and pro- 
‘gressive they may be, that all new and improved equipment, that 
all carefully laid plans of administration of whatever sort they 
may be, serve the purpose for which they are designed only as the 
individual teacher is able to utilize the tools placed before her to 
the best advantage. The first problem of administration, then, is 
the problem of securing and retaining a competent teaching force 
imbued with a high sense of the responsibilities of the teaching 
profession. 

There are relatively few individuals who attempt to teach 
whose efforts are destined beforehand to ill success or downright 
failure. If such are found they should be advised to enter other 
occupations better suited to their particular abilities. There is 
another group who because of great natural aptitude will teach 
successfully under almost any possible set of adverse circumstan- 
ces. Individuals from this group are the great teachers of the world 
today and are sought diligently. When found no effort is too 
great that will insure their retention in the school system. By 
far the larger number of teachers, however, are of those who will 


do well under favorable circumstances, and it becomes the busi- 
ness of school administration to so govern circumstances, so far 
as these teachers are concerned, that they may be enabled thereby 
to do successful work. With these facts in mind there has been a 
consistent effort throughout the year to improve the teaching in 
the different class rooms by holding frequent conferences with the 
individual teachers and by continuing the monthly teachers’ meet- 
ings where the experience of the stronger teachers is made avail- 
able for those of less experience. In addition there has been re- 
cently organized an association of teachers for the purpose, prin- 
cipally, of securing the more active co-operation of parents and 
citizens in the every-day affairs of the schools. In this connection 
it is a pleasure to report that all activities undertaken for the 
purpose just mentioned have met with the most cordial co-oper- 
ation from the teachers and have received their undivided support. 

There have been several changes in the teaching force and 
a consequent loss of valuable material. The list of resignations

In securing candidates to fill vacancies an effort has been to 
obtain the best available. It is gratifying to report that this 
policy has resulted in maintaining former standards of effective- 
ness in the teaching force and that there has been no perceptible 
loss in efficiency due to so many changes—a loss that might or- 
dinarily be confidently predicted. It remains a fact, however, 
that the best results in teaching can not be expected from a migra- 
tory force. Teachers should become citizens of the town where 
they are employed and look upon it as the ‘‘home’’ town. It is 
possible then for them to become a part of the community in a 
very real sense and to exert a social as well as an educational 
influence. Teachers, so long as they retain their ability to render 
efficient service, should look forward to a long term of employ- 
ment as a matter of course. 

That the need of retaining good teachers has already been 
recognized is clearly evidenced by the salary scale which you have 
adopted. The salary scale for elementary schools is as follows :— 


For the first year of service, $430 
For the second year of service, 470 
For the third year of service, 510 
For the fourth year of service, 550 
For the fifth year of service, 590 
For the sixth year of service, 630 
For the seventh year of service and thereafter, 670 


The salaries for assistants in the High School run from $600 
to $1000 per year. 


ADDITIONAL It has been necessary to employ three teachers 
TEACHERS in excess of the number employed last year, be- 
REQUIRED cause of the following circumstances. The total 

enrollment, the average membership, and the 
average attendance for the year has been the largest in the 
history of the town so far as the records of this office show. At 
the Village School the grades in the two higher rooms were 
seriously overcrowded. At the opening of school in September 

1914 there were one hundred nine children in these two rooms. 
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To relieve this situation a room was fitted up in the school hall 
on the third floor and one grade moved up from the rooms below. 
This change necessitated the employment of an additional teach- 
er. The new room was opened October 14, 1914. The over- 
crowding in this building is thus taken care of for the present but 
some permanent provision for another room will need to be made. 

To accommodate the growing population in the eastern section 
of the town school buildings have recently been built at Pine 
Ridge and at Teaticket. These buildings are already taxed to 
their capacity and it has been found necessary to transfer an- 
other grade this year from each of these schools. Similar con- 
ditions have prevailed at East Falmouth for some time, growing 
more acute from year to year. Last year the overcrowding had 
become so serious that immediate relief was imperative. You 
accordingly authorized the construction of an addition, consisting 
of one room, to the original building. This addition was com- 
pleted before schools opened in September and provides suitable 
accommodation for the increased enrollment in this school. 
Another teacher was necessary here to take charge of the new 
room. There is every indication, however, that the population 
in this section of Falmouth is on the inerease and that this con- 
dition is not temporary but will persist for several years. It 
seems entirely in order, in the light of this situation, to look for- 
ward into the not distant future when additional school facilities 
must be provided for this whole district. When that time arrives 
the advisability of building a large central building should re- 
ceive careful consideration. 

There would be no problems of transportation as serious as 
those with which we already have to deal since a building could 
be so located that the .distance which any must travel would 
hardly exceed four miles. 

An additional teacher has been placed on the staff of the 
high school for reasons outlined in the following paragraphs. 


HIGH The courses of study at the high school have been 
SCHOOL. thoroughly revised and their scope widened by the 
introduction of a new department of History. The 

teaching staff has also been strengthened by the addition of one 
teacher who has charge of the new department. The subjects 
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of the curriculum have been outlined under three distinct heads, 
or courses, one of which a pupil elects to pursue at the time he 
enters high school. The purpose and scope of these courses are 
discussed carefully in the report of the high school principal 
which appears elsewhere in this report, but in general the courses 
as now arranged are designed to systematize the election of sub- 
jects by the pupil and also to give him a more definite outline of 
the work he will do than has heretofore been possible. 

The teachers’ programs were so crowded that serious loss in 
the quality of instruction was threatened. The employment of 
an additional teacher to take charge of the new department of 
History has made it possible to reorganize these programs so that 
no teacher in the high school teaches more than six periods per 
day. This rearrangement of the programs conforms to the re- 
quirement which the State Board of Education proposes as one 
eondition for the approval of a high school which desires the 
privilege of certifying its graduates without examination to the 
State Normal Schools. Under this arrangement the Principal is 
allowed much needed time for supervision and for administrative 
duties. 

The standard of work in the high school is high and reflects 
credit upon the Principal and his ‘ assistants. Admission to 
higher institutions is readily secured to graduates on certificate 
of the Principal and it is a matter of record that students so 
certified from year to year have almost without exception made 
good in the various schools to which they have gone. 

The present high school enrollment of 128 is the largest m 
the history of the school. 


MANUAL Courses in manual training and _house- 
TRAINING hold arts were introduced in September, 19138, 
& and have met with marked favor. It is not 
HOUSEHOLD necessary in the present day development of 
ARTS educational practice to urge the value of such 


courses in any scheme of education that aims in 
any degree to thoroughness and efficiency. The practice is almost 
universal and the introduction of manual training and household 
arts into our school system has simply put us out in line with 
other progressive communities. The hand work of the kinder- 
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garten is followed by manual training courses through the grades 
and through the first two years in high school. In grades I toV 
this work is under the direction of the Supervisor of Drawing. 
In the sixth, seventh, eighth, ninth, and tenth grades the work is 
done by the Supervisors of Domestic Science and Manual Train- 
ing respectively. Wood working for the boys of these grades is 
offered while the girls have sewing and cooking. The work al-’ 
ready done in these courses marks a definite stage of progress and 
opens the way for further improvements from time to time. The 
manual training shop needs further equipment if advanced 
courses in pattern making, foundry practice, ete., are to be 
offered. 

In planning the work of these departments particular atten- 
tion is given to the production of articlesthat have value in theim- 
mediate needs of the individual pupils and of the. school. 


MEDICAL Medical Inspection for the year 1913-14 was con- 
INSPECTION ducted under the efficient direction of the late 
Dr. James M. Watson. Uuder his care the 
physical welfare of the children in the schools was safeguarded 
in the most thoroughgoing manner. He took a_ personal 
interest in individual cases aside from his professional interest 
and put himself to great inconvenience in following up 
cases that needed care far beyond the duties required of the 
school physician. Dr. Watson’s death in June came as a distinct 
shock to teachers and children and his loss was felt and sincerely 
mourned as that of a friend who was always kindly in his rela- 
tions with them and actively interested in their well-being. 

- The present physicianhas undertakenhis duties conscientious- 
ly. He has already prepared a card for recording the results of 
his examination of each individual child. This record will be 
kept on file and will eventually furnish a complete history of the 
child, from the point of view of medical inspection, from the time 
he enters the first grade until he graduates from the high school. 
PENMANSHIP.. The principal modification of existing cdéurses 

of instruction, aside from those changes in the 
high school already noted, has been the introduction of a new 
method of penmanship known as the Palmer Method. This sys- 
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tem developes a method that has always been recognized as the 
correct one by the business schools generally. It uses a muscular 
arm movement as opposed to the finger movements of earlier days. . 
Its object ‘‘is to teach rapid, easily executed business writing.”’ 
““It has been proved through at least two generations that the 
copy book kills individuality and makes freedom of movement 
impossible. It compels slow finger action in the formation of 
letters, giving a fair degree of accuracy where only slow writing 
is required; but the pupil’s work inevitably becomes scribbling 
when the least speed is attempted. In the Palmer Method free- 
dom of movement is the foundation, and through a constantly re- 
peated series of rapid drills the application of movement becomes 
a fixed habit of the learner. The sure result is a handwriting 
that embodies these four essentials—ligibility, rapidity, ease ,and 
endurance.’’ It is too early yet to speak with certainty of the 
results to be obtained here but individual instances are many 
that show exceptional progress. 

This system requires every teacher to secure a diploma signi- 
fying thatshe is equipped toteach penmanship. No officialdemand 
has been made that all teachers should take the course, but it 
is an interesting and enlightening fact that a large majority of 
the teachers have elected so to do and are now working for 
their diplomas. 


PROMOTION One method of measuring the efficiency of a 
and school system is found in the percentage of 
RETARDATION over age or retarded pupils. This is at best 
an imperfect criterion of judgement, but it 
often will suggest lines of investigation that lead to the discovery 
of weaknesses in this system. It is of course true that many chil- 
dren are over age for the grade in which they are enrolled for 
reasons that are beyond the control of the schools. The figures 
here reported are offered for comparison with earlier reports to 
show progress gained in dealing with the problem of over age 
pupils. . 

Last June 45 pupils in the elementary and High School 
failed of promotion or 6 per cent of the total enrollment at that 
date. Two years ago the number of non promotions was 29.7 per 
cent of the enrollment of the elementary schools alone. Care 
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has been exercised in making promotions, not to promote any 
child who was not prepared to do the work of the higher grade. 
_ The number of non promotions has thus been reduced from 29.7 
for the elementary schools alone to 6 per cent for the whole sys- 
tem, in a period of two years. 

Accepting the years 6 to 7 as the normal for Ist grade, 7 to 8 
for second grade, 8 to 9 for third grade and so on, there were 137 
pupils who were one year over age in June, 48 who were two 
years over age and 42 who were three or more years over age. 
The records show that the majority of these over age pupils were 
in those schools where the percentage of foreign parentage is 
high. One particularly fertile source of retardation here is the 
absolute lack of, or at best, imperfect knowledge of the English 
language. 

On the other hand there were in June, 51 pupils one year 
under the normal age and 5 who were two years under the normal 
age. 

It may fairly be concluded from this brief survey that the 
system ranks favorably with others of its kind in the matter of 
retarded pupils. It also shows that a concentration of pupils in 
tke eastern section of the town that would make possible the 
opening of a special room for non-English speaking children, 
would be a distinct advantage.

TEXT BOOKS. The proper use of suitable text books is an ex- 

ceedingly important matter, particularly in 
those aaiailes systems like our own where it is not possible to re- 
tain teachers of long experience. Younger teachers especially re- 
- eeive much help form the organization of material and teaching 
suggestions which a good text book affords. It is of first impor- 
tance that the schools be supplied with the best that modern 
authorship and book-making can produce. Some of our text 
books are admirably suited to our needs while others have out- 
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lived their usefullness. Several changes will be recommended 
from time to time as the needs of the situation demand. 


SCHOOL CENSUS. It has been growing more difficult each year 
to secure a school census record that should 
give the information desired. In spite of the fact that the school 
enrollment is increasing rapidly from year to year, the census 
figures of 1913 show a decrease of 57 over those of the previous 
year. At the same time the school enrollment was the largest 
in the history of the department. An effort has been made to 
reduce the percentage of these names that could not be secured 
and the results of 1914 show that these efforts have been suc- 
cessful.

Reports are made to the parents whenever defects are shown 
by these tests and efforts are made to follow up cases of this sort 
to see that the child receives the attention that he needs. Parents 
should give careful attention to these reports and secure the 
proper treatment for the child in so far as they are able. It is 
of course true that many a backward child owes his difficulties to 
some trouble with his eyes—trouble of which the child and his 
parents are unaware until it is disclosed by this examination. 


BUILDINGS Incidental mention has already been made of the 
and addition to the building at East Falmouth. The 
GROUNDS buildings on the whole are in excellent condition. 
Last February the town voted an appropriation 

for a grand stand to be built on the athletic field at the rear of the 
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high school building. This building was erected under your 
direction and completed in time for the opening game of the base- 
ball season. It has a seating capacity of 350, is well constructed 
and finished in excellent taste. Athletic interests hold an im- 
portant place in the proper activities of the high school as they 
should in any well conducted institution of the kind. It is by 
no means true that citizens generally recognize this fact or are 
willing to recognize it as generously as the Falmouth citizens did 
at the annual meeting last February. The new grandstand is a 
eredit not only to those who had charge of its construction but 
even more to the progressive spirit of the voters of the town. 

The larger school buildings have well planned grounds that 
are well cared for. This is not true in many of the smaller 
schools. In one or two instances the school yard is little better 
than a sand heap. In such places there should be grading and 
planting. Much can be done with the co-operation of the teacher 
and pupils. 


NEW The General Assembly of 1913 enacted more 
LEGISLATION. laws affecting schools than had been enacted 
for ten years previously. It passed a most 
drastic child labor law restricting the hours of employment of 
minors and the occupations in which they may legally be em- | 
ployed. It is illegal for any person under 21'years of age to be 
employed without certificate and a new certificate must be ob- 
‘tained whenever there is a change of employers. Minors between 
the ages of fourteen and sixteen must have an employment cer- 
tificate and be employed or else attend school during all the days 
which it is in session. School attendance laws and a digest of the 
child labor laws are printed elsewhere in this report. 

The legislature of 1913 also passed a teacher’s pension law 
which in one respect is hardly less drastic. It is entitled An Act 
To Establish a Retirement System For Publie School Teachers 
and it provides in part as follows: 

All teachers in service in the publie schools of Massachusetts 
prior to July 1, 1914, May, and all others Must become members 
of the association. 

The members are assessed five percent of the annual salary 
with a minimum assessment of $35.00 and a maximum of $100.00.

It is the duty of the school authorities to deduct each month from 
the teachers salary this amount in regular installments and for- 
ward it through the town treasurer to the Teachers’ Retirement 
Board. 

Members may retire at sixty but must retire at seventy and 
they must have served in the schools of Massachusetts fifteen 
years at least, five of which must immediately precede retirement. 

If the teacher dies or leaves Massachusetts the amount of his 
accumulated assessments plus three per cent compound interest 
is refunded to his estate or to him personally as the case may be. 

On retirement teachers receive an annuity of something over 
-9 per cent of their accumulated assessments and a pension equal 
to the annuity. If these do not amount to $300.00 per year the 
State makes up the difference. The amount of the retirement 
allowance will depend upon the age on retirement, the salary 
last received, and the number, of assessments paid. The following 
table shows the amount, at the end of successive school years, of 
assessments paid during each year increased by three per cent 
compound interest. This table is constructed on the assumption 
that each year’s assessment is paid in ten equal installments.

To find the annuity approximately multiply the accumulat- 
ed assessments by certain percentages for different ages of re- 
tirement. 

At age 60 the annuity will be approximately 9.38 per cent 
of accumulated assessments. 

At age 65 the annuity will be approximately 11.81 per cent 
of accumulated assessments. 

At age 70 the annuity will be approximately 14.07 per cent 
of accumulated assessments. 

The management of the association is vested in a board of 
seven, composed of the State Insurance Commissioner, and the 
Commissioner of Education; three members of the Retirement 
Association and one other to be elected by the other six. 

Another law passed in June 1914 provides that teachers and 
superintendents of schools shall be put on tenure of office after 
three years of service. The full text of this law appears else- 
where in this report. 


THE INTERMEDIATE. .It is of course a well known fact that 
SCHOOL. there has always existed between the 
elementary and high schools a gulf that 

has too often proven impassable to pupils aspiring to a high 
- school training. The organization of the elementary school pro- 
gram to cover a period of eight years and of the high school pro- 
gram to cover a period of four years is founded on tradition 
vather than on sound physiological or psychological principles. At 
about the age of twelve, or approximately at the close of the 
sixth year in school, the child enters upon a new period of 
development well recognized as a transition between childhood 
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and youth. It is at this time that logical reasoning asserts it- 
self and that former routine becomes more or less distasteful. 
If a line is to be drawn between the elementary and the high 
school, considerations of this sort would indicate that the break 
should occur somewhere near the close of the sixth grade. To 
meet the difficulties of the present situation many towns and 
cities have already reorganized the elementary and high school 
on a six year basis—six years for the elementary school and six 
years for the high school. On the whole it may be said that these ~ 
plans are in an experimental stage. That the present situation 
demands relief is generally acknwledged, and the State Board 
of Education has prepared to meet the difficulty by the organiza- 
tion of what is known as the Intermediate School. The plan and 
scope of this proposed revision of the school organization is 
set forth in the following: 


OUTLINE. 


The organization of courses of instruction known as the 
‘Intermediate School’’ involves certain modifications in the 
courses usually offered children from 12 to 14, namely :— 

1. The introduction of practical arts, including manual 
training, agriculture, cooking and sewing or commercial subjects. 
Such courses should be in charge of especially trained teachers. 
Equipment, as workshops, kitchens and garden plots, should be 
provided. 

2. The introduction of academic subjects, usually taught 
only in the high school, as eee elementary science and 
foreign language. 

3. The organization of two or more courses with reference 
to needs and aptitudes of particular groups of children. Each 
pupil will be expected to select the course by which he seems 
most likely to profit. » As examples, there may be cited: Literary 
course, Manual Arts course, Business course, Household Arts 
course, Agricultural course. Illustrations of such courses are as 
follows :— 

Literary Course.—Thirty hours per week. 

English, penmanship, mathematics, geog- 
raphy, history and science, 12*2hours.

Typewriting, shorthand, business arithmetic 
and related design, 10 hours. 
Household Arts for Girls—Thirty hours per week. 
English, penmanship, mathematics, geogra- 


phy, history and science, 12% hours. 
Physical training, music and general exer- 

cises, 7% hours. 
Drawing, designing and household arts, 10 hours. 


Agriculture.—Thirty hours per week. 
English, penmanship, mathematics, geogra- 


phy, history and science, 12*%hours. 
Physical training, music and general exer- 

cises, 7 ‘hours. 
Drawing, designing and agriculture, 10 hours. 


4. Readjustments of methods in teaching academic sub- 
jects, in view of the growth of the pupil in independence, in 
initiative, in power to organize material, and in ability and de- 
sire to apply his knowledge and skill in the solution of actual 
problems. 

5. Introduction of departmental teaching, whereby a cer- 
tain group of subjects is assigned to one teacher, as a specialist. 
Such a teacher will give instruction in these subjects in both 
erades. 
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6. Grouping of pupils in the two upper grades in one room 
or in one building, and dealing with such pupils in matters of 
discipline and instruction after the methods of the high school.

The above outline is not designed as a plan which we could 
or should follow in detail, but is presented as a suggestive basis 
for further discussion and investigation along this line. 


COMPARATIVE It is always a matter of interest enlightenment 
COSTS. to know how the cost of a system compares 
with others. The following brief statement 

is offered. : 
From statistics compiled for 1912-13 (Statisties for 1913-14 

are not available in time for this report) Falmouth appropriated 
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to the support of publie schools for each thousand dollars of 
valuation $2.62. This places Falmouth 339th in the list of 353 
towns of the state. The same appropriation yielded for each 
child in the average membership of the public schools $49.47 and 
placed Falmouth 20th in the list of 353 towns and cities in the 
state. The figures for 1913-14 will show slight changes. On 
the first basis of rating Falmouth will doubtless rank lowest or 
358rd.

The whole system of the public school is in a 
process of readjustment to meet these demands and it will be 
the principle duty of administration in the next ten years to 
adjust the school organization to more nearly meet the require- 
ments of new and radically changing conditions. 

I wish to express my appreciation of the cordial and un- 
divided support you have accorded me in my efforts to direct the 
administration policy of the schools. Whatever progress has 
been made is due to this and to the hearty and loyal co-opera- 
tion of the teaching force.

Report of the Principal of Lawrence High School. 


Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass. 
Dear Sir :— 


Buildings and Grounds. 


Two improvements have been made in the building this 
year: one is, that the large rear room upstairs has been divided 
by a partition into two rooms in which all of our commercial 
work is now conducted; the other, is that a small poorly ven- 
tilated room upstairs has been lighted by electricity so that it 
is possible to have our sewing classes meet there. Outside of the 
building our grandstand has been the principal improvement, 
and the subcommittee which erected it should feel proud that 
they were so successful in giving us a structure so ornamental 
to the grounds and at the same time so well fitted to its purpose. 
I would take this opportunity to thank the voters who so gener- 
ously made the appropriation. Our building should be stained 
and painted on the outside very soon. 


Enrollment and Attendance. 


As I prophesied last year our enrollment has increased, so 
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that one hundred and twenty-eight names are now on the school 
register. At the same time the attendance is slowly improving, 
and for the last three months has been over ninety-six per cent. 
As the pupils and their parents have been of assistance to us 
in this improvement, I would ask their cooperation in making 
tardiness practically unknown. Punctuality is a habit of great 
practical value, as any one who is an employer will gladly 
testify. Let us all then cooperate in its early formation. 


Eye and Ear Tests. 


The usual tests have been given personally by the principal 
with about the usual number of cases to be reported: that is, 
about fifteen pupils should have their eyes attended to by a com- 
petent specialist, and one pupil should have similar attention 
given to his ears. 


Drawing. 


With the beginning of this school year a change was made 
in our drawing schedules. Now Mrs. Luce is devoting prac- 
tically all of her time to freehand drawing, and it is almost 
needless to say is obtaining the most” excellent results. The 
mechanical drawing is being given by the manual training in- 
structor, who is giving all of the boys in his department about 
one day in five in mechanical drawing as an aid to their car- 
pentry. Also, he is conducting a more advanced class of volun- 
tary pupils from the two upper classes in the same subject with 
pleasing results. 


; The School Paper. 


Our School paper is being published regularly each quarter 
of the year. If we could have a more extended sale, two good 
things would result; the citizens would become better acquainted 
with what we can do, and we should be able, because of the 
increase in our financial return, to produce a paper which would 
compare much better in style with that of our exchanges. The 
pupils, together with our English teacher under whose charge 
the paper is prepared, are to be congratulated on the good 
results so far obtained. 
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Cooperation. 


With pleasure I note that many of the parents whom I do 
not see are calling me up by telephone for talks about the 
school and their children. Others hail me as I pass along the 
street, and take me into their offices for friendly chats. I know 
of nothing that makes more for harmony than a closer acquaint- 
ance of parents, teachers, and officials. In this connection may 
I say that if you are invited during the coming year to one or 
more gatherings to be held just for the purpose of ‘‘getting 
acquainted’’ come and make yourself known to Johnny’s teach- 
er, and then to all the others. If we all could only realize 
how many little things a closer acquaintance might explain, I 
know we would make the effort. 


Debating. 


Some very instructive: work in debating and discussion is 
being done in our History and English classes. At present 
we are planning something for a public appearance of the 
pupils at Christmas, and at other times during the year, as in 
our cantatas, we hope to give our pupils a chance to appear 
in public. 


Transportation. 


Our barges this year have run as a whole exceedingly 
regularly, and the train service is better than in former years. 
In this connection I wish to drop a hint that I hope that all of 
our pupils will always conduct themselves as young ladies and 
young gentlemen, for this expensive service is a voluntary one 
on the part of the town and could and should be withdrawn 
from those by whom it is not appreciated. I am sure that any 
thoughtless acts or words will not be repeated for the sake 
of our school’s good name. 


Athletics. 


Each year our athletic managers are getting more and more 
of the boys interested in our organized athletics, base-ball and 
football. While all of our sports have been played hard and 
clean, I have been especially pleased with the absence of any 
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unnecessary roughness on the part of our winning football team. 
While the girls have had two basket ball teams organized, I 
wish that they might do something more, perhaps I might 
suggest cross country walks in groups. 


-Our College Entrance Certificate Privilege. 


At a conference with some of our pupils recently I found 
there was a very hazy idea of the responsibility which rests on 
the principal as the head of the school when he sends a pupil 
to a college on his certificate. As this may be even more true 
of the parents, I wish to give this explanation. About a dozen 
of the New England colleges have formed a union or board for 
the purpose of approving schools from which they will receive 
pupils without examination, if they present a ‘‘certificate of 
fitness’? from the principal of the school from which they come. 
This fitness is not only on lines of mental attainment, but also of 
health, morals, industry, and the general likelihood of the boy 
or girl to receive help from and to be an honor to the institution. 
As to the mental fitness the colleges have a minimum requirement 
in certain subjects of eighty per cent, but the establishing of a 
higher standard is left with the principals, and I find on corre- 
sponding with twenty representative schools in New England 
that the average rank necessary for receiving the principal’s 
approval is above eighty-five per cent and in several cases 
ninety or even ninety-five per cent. And it is never true that the 
attainment of this arbitrary standing is the sole basis for grant- 
ing a certificate. Reaching this standing only brings the candi- 
date within the limits of possible consideration. If a child has 
habits which are likely to interfere with his success, any con- 
scientious principal will not certify such a pupil. Habits, which 
continued may result in mental or bodily weakness, such as 
smoking or late hours, lack of a proper respect for parents, 
teachers, or athletic captains, a tendency to be a drag rather 
than a help to his school, the use of improper language, in 
general as our forefathers well said, ‘‘A lack of a proper 
respect for the opinion of mankind,’’ all these and more come 
into the mind of the person who sits down to sign a college 
certificate. Moreover, as on this estimate rests the oportunity of 
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all who come after to receive a like favor from the college, 
the good name of the school is at stake. 
The Faculty. 
I think that a brief statement of the distributioin of the 
subjects in our curriculum among the teachers will show you 
that the arrangement is better than has been possible before.

Our school day is divided into seven periods of which all of 
the teachers except myself teach six and have charge of the 
study hall during the seventh. The addition of a teacher for 
history has strengthened the school materially. Yet even now 
one teacher is working voluntarily after school nights two hours 
a week with a volunteer class in physiology. Indeed the larger 
part of our force has to be advised not to over-work, a fact 
which speaks for itself of their faithfulness. 


The Washington Trip. 


At a recent meeting of the principals of the Cape Cod High 
schools held in Hyannis it was the unanimous opinion that the 
trips to the national capital were of great benefit in widening 
the lives of the pupils. Also, there was nearly a unanimous 
feeling that the concentration in the senior year on raising the 
large sum of money for defraying the expenses—thirty-five dol- 
lars for each person—was a detriment to the school work. The 
harmonizing of these two opinions was not reached. Personally, 
from my experience with two classes in Washington I believe 
that the benefit is not to be reckoned in dollars, yet I should like 
to see enough coordination between the raising of the money 
and the purpose of education, so that the money could be ob- 
tained not in ways which amuse alone, as suppers and dances, 
but by—well it is hard to make a list—but by sales of cakes and 
jellies made in our cooking classes, of small articles made in 
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our sewing classes, of useful things made by our manual train- 
ing boys, by the profits from a farming experiment in corn, 
potatoes, or poultry, by flower sales, or by the profits of a high 
class lecture course. Possibly a part of the money might be 
appropriated by the town for this specific purpose, so much 
per pupil for those making the trip. While I strongly recom- 
mend the keeping of the custom, I more strongly recommend 
a change in the method of procuring funds. 


Music. 


Director Kershaw has done his usual excellent work with 
our school chorus. In May ‘‘The Holy City,’’ by A. R. Gaul, 
was given by the school. As the program gives a better idea 
of our music work than anything I may be able to write I shall 
take the liberty of giving the same in full.

With the proceeds of the cantata a Victrola was purchased, 
and the Improvement Society of the school gave about twenty- 
five dollars for the purchase of educational records. These 
are being used now, and the pupils are getting acquainted with 
the best there is in music. 

Since the opening of school in the fall all pupils have been 
required to take music, as it is believed that any one may gain 
much in musi¢ appreciation, even if he or she cannot sing (which 
is a rare thing). 


Courses of Study. 


The subjects offered in the school have been arranged in 
three distinct courses, named, College, General, and Business. 
Two of these need little mention, for the College course as its 
name implies fits particularly for college, though by a proper 
selection of studies one may enter college after completing the 
general course, and the Business course is designed primarily 
for office help, for those who plan to become stenographers, 
typewriters, and bookkeepers. The General course, the one 
planned for the majority of our pupils, gives, as its name im- 
plies, a foundation for the hundred and one occupations not 
included in the professions or in office work. This course I 
commend as the one best fitted for the needs of the seventy-five 
per cent or more of our pupils. In support of this commenda- 
tion I offer the following facts given to us at our annual teachers’ 
convention in Hyannis. The workers of the United States are 
grouped as follows, taking one hundred as a basis for each in 
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illustration. Four are in the professions, such as law, medicine, 
the ministry, and teaching (the college courses of our high 
schools are designed for these:) sixteen are engaged in trade and 
commerce (our business courses provide for these pursuits) : 
twenty-four are in the manufactures and mining; thirty-six are 
in fishing and agriculture; and twenty are in various pursuits. 
When pupils are in the eighth grade, the parents with the teach- 
ers might very well begin to plan for the course to be pursued 
in the future. Indeed that we may do the most for the individ- 
ual this is most necessary. A careful consideration of our 
course of study is therefore urged. 


Closing Remarks. 


In closing I wish to express to you my most sincere thanks 
for this pleasant school year, for your kindly suggestions and 
helpful inspiration and for the feeling of confidence which has 
pervaded the school and faculty. Will you express for me to 
the school board my deep appreciation of their support of my- 
self and our school?

Report of the Domestic Science Department of L. H. 8S. 


Carl Holman Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass 

Dear Sir :— 

The Home Economics Department of the Falmouth Schools 
was started in the Fall of 1918. 

The cooking equipment which is a remarkably good one for. 
a town of this size, consists of six slate topped desks accommo- 
dating twelve girls at a time. Each girl has a drawer for her 
books, dish towels and aprons, and.one for her dishes such as 
plates, bowls, egg beater, knives, spoons and forks, small sauce 
pan and salt and pepper shakers. The desks are fitted with in- 
dividual gas burners and ovens, match boxes and soap dishes. 
One slate topped desk is reserved as a supply shelf on which are 
put the supplies which are to be used during a lesson. 
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In addition to the gas burners there is a fine large stove 
which is used both for cooking and heating the dish water. The 
sink in the kitchen is of soapstone and stands about thity inches 
from the floor. The Manual Training Department built a store 
room into one end of the kitchen in which are kept extra dishes 
and all supplies. The supplies such as spices, are kept in glass 
jars which are labeled plainly in ink. 

All work done in a cooking class is done individually. At 
each class two girls are appointed to be first assistants and two 
to be second assistants. The first assistants bring the supplies 
from the store room which are to be used for the lesson. When 
the lesson is over the assistants clear off the supplies and wash 
the dishes the supplies were in and wash off the shelf. The 
second assistants dust the room, see to the coal stove and after 
the class, wash the garbage pails which are on each large desk 
and care for the sink. They are really responsible for the looks 
of the room after the lesson. 

When a recipe is given out for a lesson each girl figures 
out how much is to be made. It is very seldom that the entire 
recipe is made as this would be too expensive and the same 
practice can be gained by making only a part of it. For instance 
if the class were to make Tomato Bisque, instead of making the 
entire recipe which is:— 

2 cups tomatoes; 2 cups milk; 2 teaspoons sugar; 4 table- 
spoons butter; 14 teaspoon soda; 4 tablespoons flour; 4% onion 
(chopped) ; 1% teaspoons salt; 1g teaspoon pepper —we would 
make one sixth of it. According to our table of measures we 
know that sixteen tablespoons equal one cup, and three teaspoons 
one tablespoon. Now dividing the above recipe by six we find 
it to be:—one-third cup tomatoe; one-third cup milk; one-sixth 
teaspoon sugar; 2 teaspoons butter; one-twenty-fourth teaspoon 
soda; 2 teaspoons flour; one-twelfth onion; 14 teaspoon salt; one 
forty-eighth teaspoon pepper. 

Of course when you try to divide a teaspoon into twenty- 
fourths or forty-eighths it is guess work but judgment is required 
even there and the training is not wasted. The recipe when 
finished will make about a cupfull, and this the girls are at 
liberty to eat. Often times they take the results of their cook- 
ing home, such as small cakes, muffins, or something of that 
sort. 
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The work in cooking is begun in the eighth grade and con- 
tinues through the first two years in the high school. In the 
grades it comes for two periods every other week, the alternate 
weeks being used for sewing. In the High School four periods 
each week are given up to cooking. The work in the grades is 
along the same line as the more advanced work only it is 
simpler. Among the things which are taught in cooking are 
the preparation of beverages, vegetables, cereals, milk, eggs, 
soups, cheese dishes, meat, fish, breads of all kinds, cakes, pastry, 
steamed doughs and batters, cookies, salads, candy and pre- 
serving. 

A part of the year for the Sophomores is given over to lunch 
counter work. When this work begins the members of the class 
are divided into groups of two who take charge of the counter 
for a day. During their turn they are responsible for. the 
planning of the menu, the making out of the order and price 
list and the serving of the lunch. The dishes to be served are 
prepared by the entire class. Just enough is charged to cover 
the cost of material and to pay for some girls to wash the lunch 
dishes. The dishes used in preparation of the separate dishes 
are washed by the girls who are responsible for them. The 
dishes are washed at the desk, two pans having been provided for 
each two girls, one for soapy water and one for clear rinsing 
water. : 

So far the lunch counter has paid expenses with a small 
surplus. 

The work in sewing begins in the sixth grade and continues 
through two years in High School. In the Sixth Grade the differ- 
ent stitches are first learned on canvas and then applied to some- 
thing practical such as a sewing bag, hemstitching a towel, or 
hemming a pillow case. This year the girls are going to do some 
simple Christmas work. $ 

The work of the Seventh Grade is based on the previous 
year’s work. Simple things are made as small aprons, muslin 
covers for shirt waists or dresses or any other useful article. 
Patching and darning are begun in this Grade. As the Highth 
Grade begins cooking a suitable apron is made and dish towels 
are hemmed and marked. When this is finished some garment 
such as a night dress is made. The pattern for this is drafted 
by the girls to their own measurements. 
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All sewing in the Grades is hand sewing, the first machine 
work coming in the first year in High School. } 

The threading of the machine, winding of the bobbins, etc., 
are learned before any actual stitching is begun. Stitching on 
plain white cloth comes next in order to teach the girl to stitch 
straight. In the first year a set of underclothes is made, a simple 
shirt waist and a plain cotton dress. In the second year a 
tailored waist comes first in order to teach the flat seam, and 
later a woolen dress. Fine hand Sewing such as children’s 
clothes or very fine underwear, knitting and crochetting come 
as soon as the pupil has become proficient in machine work. 

For equipment there are two splendid Singer Sewing Ma- 
chines, a Chevel Mirror, and electric pressing iron, and a sew- 
ing cabinet in which the sewing supplies and the girls’ work 
is kept. 

Each girl has a table on whch she may cut out her work, or 
put her supplies while sewing. 

The only objection to the sewing equipment is the room, 
which is very badly ventilated, no way being arranged for fresh 
air without a draught. 


Report of the Manual Training Instructor of the Lawrence High 
School to Mr. Carl Holman, Supt. of Schools, Falmouth, 
Mass. 


Dear Sir:—Manual Training, as planned and carried out in 
the class rooms, is made up of the best elements taken from 
regular courses given in three Northern Manual Training 
schools and a Mechanical College rated as one of the best in 
the South. 

As the mind guides the body, so mechanical drawing is 
intended to be used and studied that it may not only enable the 
student to think in three dimensions, but also to lay out on paper 
his ideas in the form of drawings, which will enable others 
versed in building and construction to follow and carry out the 
designer’s wishes. 


/ 
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Mechanical drawing, as_ given, begins with the use of in- 
struments, general instruction, geometrical problems, conic sec- 
tions,orthographic projection, isometric and oblique projection, 
and practical objects. 

Advanced classes are given development of surfaces, inter- 
section of surfaces, spirals, helices, screw-threads, bolt heads, 
and elements of machine design. The instructor endeavors to 
impart not only the combination of courses as outlined by Thos. 
E. French, M. E., Professor of Engineering Drawing in the Ohio 
State University ; Gardner C. Anthony, A. M., Professor of Draw- 
ing at the Armour Institute of Technology, but draws quite often 
from his own practical experience as Assistant Chief Draughts- 
man of the Packard Motor Car Co., Detroit, Chief Draughtsman 
of Engine and Turbine Departments, B. F. Sturtevant Co., and 
elsewhere. 

The carpentry course in Manual Training is gradually 
emerging from its constructive period, and the boys are learning 
to realize what Manual Traning means, its advantages, and the 
importance of mastering the fundamental principles of the trade. 

The course begins with the 6th grade in the Grammar School 
where many boys for the first time learn how to correctly use 
a plane, to discern the difference between a rip or a cross cut 
saw, how to use the square, ete. 

The 7th and 8th grades follow along with more advanced 
and useful model making, which covers the clothes line reel, 
paper cutter, towel rack ,clock shelf, ete., and at the same time 
become able to make their own freehand working drawings. 

The freshman in High School thus comes to the class with 
a confidence that enables him to properly handle tools for the 
work which is laid out for him to do. 

This work is like the German method of properly executing 
a certain number of tasks, that in themselves educate the students 
in the use and construction of the numerous joints used in the 
building trade and at the same time gives greater skill in the 
use of tools. 

First comes the surfacing and squaring of a bread board, 
followed by the half-scarfed joint, notched or locked joint, mor- 
tised joint, doved tailed locked or halved joint, tapered scarfed 
joint, mitered halved joint, joggled splice joint, square hole 
exercise for mission furniture, ete. 
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When these are mastered the student is entrusted with the 
construction of these things. within reasonable limits, such as a 
foot stool, umbrella stand, desk chair, book case, a rack, or 
other things of use about the house or barn. 

Besides the regular course work, the boys do other things 
about the school in which, while unable to carry them out 
successfully alone, they show their willingness to learn. 
With proper instruction at the time they have accomplished the 
following :— 

Arranging and fastening work benches in place for most 
efficient work; grinding chisels and plane irons; stamping from 
sheet lead cups for use in the chemical laboratory ; fitting doors 
and drawers in the domestic science room; making blocks for 
laboratory; erecting blackboards for new East Falmouth school 
room; putting down new floor and steps for grandstand; paint- 
ing basket ball posts and score board; repairing physical labora- 
tory dynamo; door block for Principal’s office; shelves in closets 
for books; ink wells for West Falmouth school; laying out foot- 
ball field; repairing office chair for Superintendent of schools; 
making pencil holders for Principal and drawing classes; draw- 
ing-board shelves; boxes for drawing instruments; sorting and 
neatly arranging the stock of lumber; black board for Village 
Grammar School; coat racks and hangers for boys’ and girls’ 
dressing rooms; repairing door locks, hand railings, and air draft 
mechanisms. 

One who has closely followed the introduction of vocational 
schools knows that more than wood working and carpentry come 
under the head of Manual Training. Consequently, with the 
help of the excellent equipment of wood working tools in the 
work room, the boys themselves are constructing a bicycle motor, 
which is to drive a school-made speed lathe for a wood turning 
and pattern-making course which will be followed by another 
in Foundry Practice. 

Flasks, sprues, copes, drags, mold boards, sand tampers, and 
all the necessary equipment for pattern making and casting are 
being constructed for the use of the students who are them- 
selves to use them. Much interest has been taken in the turning 
operations, and many repairs to broken mallets, split screw 
driver handles, drawer knobs etc., have been carried out success- 
fully thus far. 
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At this point it will not be amiss to explain what a wood or 
engine lathe is, its use, and the ability to handle one, to anyone 
who hopes to become a pattern maker, a machinist, a foreman, 
or a superintendent. First, a lathe is the most used belt driven 
tool in a manufacturing plant or repair shop. Round wooden 
patterns for steel castings are always made with the lathe, and 
in one’s own home will be found many things of value such as 
chair and table legs, rolling. pins, tool handles, door knobs, 
mantle fixtures, door corner ornaments, radiator valve handles, 
cigar stands and ash trays or anything of a round nature of 
reasonable diameter. 

The combination lathe that can be used both as a speed 
lathe and an engine lathe would probably be of more use for in- 
struction purposes than any other tool that could be bought, 
when the appropriation is limited, for in every Manual Training 
school or Technical College one will see from twenty-five to 
seventy-five of both speed and engine lathes in the shops. When 
visiting such places one also invaribly discovers a circular or 
bandsaw, a jointer and a surfacer. 

There are many times that a band saw can be used not 
only as a saver of time, but of money, for when one realizes that 
“%4in. lumber costs as much as 1 in. material, it is easily seen how 
the lumber may be resawn and planed again with a surfacer. 
The Grammar school boys use any quantity of “in. boards and 
we have to pay just as much for it as heavier material. 


Visits by Parents. 


In as much as the Manual Training Department has recently 
been installed in the Lawrence High School, it is earnestly re- 
quested that the parents and guardians of the students taking 
the course make a call to the school and observe the excellent 
equipment, arrangement, and samples of work already done. 

It will more than repay anyone to do so and one will be 
pleased to observe that the boys enjoy their school and 
derive more benefit from their courses since Manual Traming 
was begun in Falmouth. 
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Report of the School Physician. 
School Committee of Falmouth, 


Dear Sirs and Madam:—My work in the schools has been 
somewhat delayed, in the attempt to devise a plan, on the card 
system, for keeping a physical record of each child throughout 
the school course. 

This plan is now in operation and examination of the 
scholars is proceeding as fast as possible It is my intention to 
make a preliminary examination of each child, and take up indi- 
vidual cases later except when there is need of immediate at- 
tention. Thus far, the condition of most of the children is very 
satisfactory, due, no doubt, to the excellent supervision of my 
predecessor, Dr. J. M. Watson, whose recent death was such a 
loss to the community. 

The teeth however, in the great majority of children are in 
a most deplorable state and it would seem advisable that the 
attention of the parents should be ealled to this matter and the 
importance of dental hygiene elaborated. The matter of 
medical inspection, if properly performed, should take in every 
aspect of the child’s physical development and in a town of 
this size, would occupy the whole time of at least one physician 
and a trained nurse, working throughout the year. 

By following out this method, contagious diseases would be 
largely eliminated and probably no outlay of the town’s money, 
would bring larger returns, in the added welfare and happiness 
of future generations. I believe a beginning should be made in 
this direction and would suggest that the usual appropriation 
be increased to allow the employment of a trained nurse, who 
would carry out all instructions of the school physician, assist 
him in necessary operations on the scholars, where such ‘are 
left to his discretion, and in addition, where it seems necessary, 
instruct the parents in personal hygiene and other questions 
involving the health of their children. Such intelligent super- 
vision would undoubtedly reduce sickness among the scholars 
to a minimum and when you consider the large amount of 
money paid by the town each year for quarantine purposes, 
it seems possible that the nurse might save the town the amount 
of her salary every year.

The transportation of children to and from school, is another 
question which interests me, for the present method is far from 
ideal. It is a complicated matter however, and until some better 
system can be devised, there is not much hope of improvement. 

The school committee would undoubtedly welcome any prac- 
tical suggestions for the solution of this vexing condition.

Report of the Director of Drawing. 
Mr. Holman, Superintendent of Schools, 


Dear Sir:—In submitting my annual report I wish to quote 
the reasons and aims for the teaching of drawing given by Mr. 
Henry Turner Bailey in the Cyclopedia of Education. 

(1) Drawing is a language of form. By means of it the 
contours: and colors of all visible objects, their structure and 
enrichment, and their interrelations in space may be defined and 
displayed. It is therefore the graphie recorder of scientific 
fact,the primary means of expression in the constructive and 
decorative arts, and the chief medium of the artist in making 
known his visions of beauty; hence the ability to understand 
and make use of this language is of value to all. 

(2) The practice of drawing promotes (a) close observation, 
thus insuring clear mental images, the material of thought; (b) 
muscular control or skill of hand, a pre requisite in the practice 
of any craft; (c) a knowledge of the elements of beauty, in 
nature and art, the basis of design, and the ground of intelligent 
appreciation and taste. Hence drawing should be practiced by 
all. 

(3) The study of drawing opens to the mind the wealth 
of human treasure in the form of architecture, sculpture, paint- 
ing, and the various handicrafts, through which man has ex- 
pressed his ideals and aspirations, and heads to a keener appre- 
ciation of nature as an inspiration to art, thus vastly increasing 
the pleasure and the significance of life. It should be free to all.

Report of the Director of Music. 
Mr. Carl Holman, Supt. of Schools. 


Dear Sir:—In accordance with custom, I herewith append 
a report of the Study of Music, and an outline of what we are 
doing. | 

In the first place I give two days to the schools, one in the 
Village Grammar and High School, and the other in alternate 
visits to the outside schools. 

The study of music is not simply a mere matter of singing 
notes, it carries with it the proper way to breathe and control 
the breath, also the use of the voice in speaking, articulation 
and enunciation, and phrasing. 

I would like if possible to place portable organs in the 
outside schools not having any instruments, which can be pur- 
ehased for thirty-five dollars each. 

We have placed in West and East Falmouth pianos pur- 
ehased through efforts of teachers, pupils and friends. 

I am proud of the work the teachers and pupils are doing, 
they all show a very decided appreciation of the value of the 
work. Without their co-operation the work of any Super- 
visor would be of little value. 7 

We have in the High School a Victor machine, which was 
purchased with the proceeds of the concert last Spring, ‘‘The 
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Holy City’’ and which we are using to great advantage in the 
study of the best types of music, vocal and instrumental. One 
of the smaller machines can be used to very great advantage 
in the outside schools in developing the taste for the best in 
music, which we are always emphasizing. 

I herewith attach a Course of Study which we are working 
out, in as full a measure as possible, in all the schools. 


Course of Study, Grade I. 


Simple rote songs, the scale taught as song, scale relations 
. In simple form, tone relations and accent developed from songs. 


Syllabus. 


Voice compass not above E fourth space or below E first 
line. . 

The major scale taught in song form, afterward the sylla- 
bles, do-re-me-fa-ete., may be used. 

Dictations given orally or visibly, by blackboard, or hand 
staff, or any device representing a stepwise progression, such 
as a ladder, stairs, or figures may be employed. 

The teachers should not sing with or for the children, ex- 
cept when teaching rote songs, or for ear training exercise. 

Individual work must be constantly carried on, and care 
must be taken that the voice is used softly. 

Dictation exercises must be simple, each tone of the scale 
being brought into relation with the key note or do of the scale. 


Course of Study, Grade II. 


Rote Songs continued, tone relations and accent developed 
from songs, development of rhythm through songs and other 
exercises. 

Study of Two, Three and Four part Measure with the use 
of Quarter note, Half note and their rests. 


Syllabus. 


Voice compass as in grade one, rote songs continued, tone 
relations and accent developed from songs as in grade one, but 
using larger groups, and more difficult steps. 

The exercises in tone relations should include all those 
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within the limits of the scale, gradually adding tones above and 
below. 

All exercises besides being sung with the syllables, must be 
sung to neutral syllables, such as lo, loo, la, ete. 

In ear training, teachers must use the neutral syllables, 
class responding with the syllable names or numerals. 

In the first lessons in notation, the empty staff should be 
used, Do being placed in any position of the staff. 

Notes should be applied, the quarter note being used as 
the unit, Do being placed in any position without Key Signa- 
tures, later the half note and dotted notes being used. 

Individual attention continued. 


Course of Study, Grade III. 


Exercises in tone relations as in previous grades, rudiments 
of staff notation, development of Key Signatures, and time Signa- 
tures. 

First book, New Educational Course used, written work 
from hearing and dictation. 

Individual attention continued. 


Syllabus. 


Voice compass as in preceding grades. The staff is used 
with Key Signatures, bars, ete. 

Songs and exercises in nine different keys, are studied 
throughout the year. 

Written work is continued from hearing and dictation. 

Individual attention continued. 


Course of Study, Grade IV. 


Thorough review of preceding work. Introduction of Sharp 
Four and Flat Seven. 

First book New Educational course, Second part. 

Continuation of written work, and individual attention. 


Syllabus. 


The use of exercises and songs in all keys and time, con- 
tinued. 
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Singing in two parts, the class being divided without classi- 
fication ef voices. 

Sharp four is introduced from the tone above. 5 Sharp 4-5 
compared with 8-7-8. 

Flat seven is introduced from the tone below, 6-flat 7-6- and 
compared with 3-4-3. Also from the tone above, 8 flat 7-6 com- 
pared with 5-4-3, 

Written work—Keys with Signatures, also transposition. 


Course of Study, Grade V. 


Review of preceeding work, development of Chromatics as 
they occur in Songs and Pirercises continuation of the study 
of the nine keys with signatures. 

Explanation and writing of signs of expression and phras- 
ing. 

Written work continued. 

Syllabus. 


All chromatic tones are developed in accordance with the 
method employed in teaching sharp four, and flat seven. 

No regular order need be followed, but taught as they occur 
in the songs, etc. 

Special attention is given to the study and thorough prac- 
tice rhythm in the various forms. 

Individual work is continued. 

Written work should include phrases in different keys, and 
in all the rhythm studied, also transposition in the different keys. 


Course of Study, Grade VI. 


Light singing in two or three parts, with voices classifieds 
if changing, chromatic tones approached by skips. 

Development of the Minor Seale, written work continued, 
and further developed. 


Syllabus. 


The voices should be classified, if changing, but must be 
done with the advise of the special teacher. This is an impor- 
tant point. 

Chromatic tones are approached from any tone of the scale. 
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Dictation exercises introducing these tones, may be intro- 
duced in the following manner, 1-3, sharp 2-3-4 sharp 2-3. 5 sharp 
2-3, ete., 

Exercises in written work continued, transposition from one 
key to another developed. 

The Minor Seale is developed from the natural form. 6 to 
6 of the major scale, adding sharp 5- for the harmonic, and sharp 
4, and sharp 5- for the ascending meloxic form. 

Dictation should be given in all these forms, and songs sung 
in minor forms. 

Written work is continued from hearing and dictation. 


Grades VII and VIII. 


General review of all preceeding work. 

Classification of voices again made, and study of the Bass 
or F clef. 

Written work in both clefs, and transposition from one to 
the other. 

Three and four part singing is carried on and artistic inter- 
pretation is developed. 

In the High School, we devote the period of forty minutes 
to the rendering of choruses and songs, selected from the best 
sources, and appreciation of the different forms of vocal and 
instrumental musie by the Victor machine.

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BRIEF OUTLINE OF LAWS RELATING TO EMPLOYMENT OF 


WOMEN AND CHILDREN. 
Restrictions and Statute References. 


Children under 12, Forbidden to engage in any street trade in 
cities of over 50,000 inhabitants.—1913, 831, § 11. 


Children under 14, May not work in factories, workshops, manu- 
facturing, mechanical or mercantile establishments, barber shops, boot- 
black stands, public stables, garages, brick or lumber yards, telephone 
exchanges, telegraph or messenger offices, construction or repair of 
buildings, or in any contract or wage-earning industry in tenement or 
other houses. 


Cannot be employed at all during school hours of before 6.30 
a.m. r after 6 p. m.—1913, 831, § 1. 


Must attend day school regularly, unless otherwise receiving 
instruction in a manner approved in advance by the superintendent of 
schools or the school committee.—1913, 779, § 1. 


Children under 15, Shall not be employed or exhibited on stage, in 
circus or public place, (see complete list). May take part in a festival, 
concert or musical exhibition upon the special written permission of 
the mayor and aldermen or the selectmen.—1909, 514, § 76. 


Children under 16, If employed by express or transportation 
companies, may work not more then 10 hours in any one day and 54 
hours in any one week.—1913, 758, § 1. 


Boys engaged in street trades may not work before 5 a. m. or 
after 9 p. m.; or during school hours unless holding an Employment 
Certificate.—1913, 831, § 15. 


Must secure badges from the person authorized to issue employ- 
ment certificates before engaging in street trades.—1913, 831, § 12. 


No minor under sixteen years of age shall be employed or permit- 
td to work in operating or assisting in operating any of the following 
machines: (1) circular or band saws, (2) wood shapers, (3) wood 
jointers, (4) planers, (5) picker machines or machines used in picking 
wool, cotton, hair or any other material, (6) paperlace machines, (7) 
leather burnishing machines, (8) job or cylinder printing presses 
operated by power other than foot, (9) stamping machines used in 
sheet metal and tinware or in paper or leather manufacturing or in 
washer and nut factories, (10) metal or paper cutting machines, (11) 
corner staying machines in paper box factories, (12) corrugating rolls 
such as are used in corrugated paper or in roofing, or washboard 
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factories, (13) steam boilers, (14) dough brakes or cracker machinery 
of any description, (15) wire or iron straightening or drawing machin- 
ery, (16) rolling mill machinery, (17) power punches or shears, (18) 
washing or grinding or mixing machinery, (19) calender rolls in paper 
and rubber manufacturing or other heavy rolls driven by power, (20) 
laundering machinery, (21) upon or in connection with any dangerous. 
electrical machinery or appliances or near moving and dangerous belts, 
gears, etc., or on scaffolding, in heavy work in building trades, tobacco 
Poca yeaa tunnels, bowling alleys, pool or billiard rooms.—1913, 
1, 


Shall not operate elevators for freight or passengers.—1909, 514, 
§ 74. 


Children between 14 and 16, If employed in factories, workshops, 
manufacturing, mechanical or mercantile establishments, barber shops, 
bootblack stands, buplic stables, garages, brick or lumber yards, tele- 
phone exchanges, telegraph or messenger offices, construction or re- 
pair of buildings, or in any contract or wage-earning industry in tene- 
ment or other houses, may work not more than 8 hours in any one 
day, 6 days in any one week and 48 hours in any one week, and may 
not work before 6.30 a. m. or after 6 p. m. (Time in compulsory 
attendance in a continuation school must be counted in hours of labor.) 
—1913, 805, §1. 


Cannot be employed unless employer holds Employment Certifi- 
cate for each child, except on Saturdays between 7 a. m. and 6 p. m. 
—1913, 779, § 15. 


Employment Certificate not issued unless fourth-grade work in 
reading, writing and spelling completed.—1913, 779, § 17. 


Girls under 18, Forbidden to engage in street trades in cities of 
over 50,000 inhabitants.—1913, 831, § 11. 


Children 16 to 18, If employed by express or transportation com- 
panies, may work not more than 10 hours in any one day and 54 hours 
in any one week.—1913, 758, § 1. 


Shall not operate elevators running at speed of more than 100 
feet a minute, and in Boston are forbidden to operate all elevators in 
private or apartment houses.—1913, 714. 


Boys 16 to 18; girls 16 to 21, If employed in factories, workshops, 
manufacturing, mechanical or mercantile estabishments, barber shops, 
bootblack stands, public stables, garages, brick or lumber yards, tele- 
phone exchanges, telegraph or messenger offices, construction or repair 
of buildings, or in any cntract or wage-earning industry in tenement 
or other houses, may work not more than 10 hours in any one day, 
54 hurs in any one week, 6 days in any one week, and not before 5 a. 
m. or after 10 p. m., and in textile industries not after 6 p. m.—1913, 
831, -§ 9. 


If employed in factories, workshops, manufacturing, mechanical 
or mercantile establishments, the employer must hold an Educational 
Certificate for each child employed.—1913, 779, § 23. 


Educational Certificate must show completion of fourth-grade 
work in reading, writing and spelling cmpleted, otherwise employment 
is illegal unless child is attending day school or public evening school, 
if the city or town of residence maintains such and presents to his em- 
ployer each week a sufficient school record of such attendance.—1913, 
779, § 28. 
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Women, If employed in factories, workshops, manufacturing, 
mercantile or mechanical establishments, telegraph offices, telephne 
exchanges, express or transportation companies, may work not more 
than 10 hours in any one day or 54 hours in a week (except in manu- 
facturing industries, where employment is by the season, the hours 
May reach more than 58 in any week if they do not average more than 
54 for the employee for the whole year) excluding Sundays and hol 
days.—1913, 758, §1. 


Work in core-rooms is subject to special rules posted therein.— 
1912, 653. 


Shall not be employed in manufacturing, mercantile or mechanical 
establishments within two weeks before or four weeks after childbirth. 
—1911, 229. 


Employed in factory or workshop (except iron and glass works, 
etc.,; see list) are entitled to half an hour for meal after 6 hours’ 
work unless work day ends by 2 p. m.—1909, 514, § 68. 


Shall not be employed in manufacturing between 10 p. m. (tex- 
tile industries 6 p. m.) and 6 a. m.—1909, 514, § 51. 


Women and girls, Employed in manufacturing, mechanical and 
mercantile establishments are entitled to seats and use of seats when 
not necessarily engaged in active duties.—1909, 514, § 72. 
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
